INSPECTORS-GENERAL OF PRISONS IN IRELAND.

In our report for 1875 we had to remark on a slight increase, 
viz., of 386, in the criminal commitments of that year over those in 
1874. The commitments in 1874 were 4,642 in excess of those 
of 1873 ; and we regret now to have to report a still further 
considerable increase — viz., of 2,895 — in the commitments during 
1876 above those in 1875. 

The increase in the number of commitments as well as of indi- 
vidual prisoners in 1876, compared with 1875, applies to offenders 
of both sexes. Their offences and sexes are classified in table V., 
p. 12. 

The number of individual males committed in 1875 was greater 
by 118 than in 1874, while that of individual females diminished 
by 427 as compared with that year. 

In 1876 there was an increase in the number of individual 
prisoners of both sexes, viz., 879 of males and 153 of females. 

The number of debtors committed in 187 6 was less by 3 than 
in the previous year. 

An increase of 70 in the commitments of juveniles is also 
observable, the numbers being 1,096 in 1875, and 1,166 in 
1876. The commitments of individual male juveniles increased 
by 52, and those of females by 8.

It will be seen by table No. 3 that the number of commitments 
during 1876 was greater than during any year since 1856, and that 
the daily average number in custody was higher than it has 
been since 1864. 



Notwithstanding the increase in 1876 in the number of com- Pew prisoners 
mitments, yet by table 4 (pp. 10, 11), it will be seen that the of 

numbers committed to some gaols, especially of females, during committed to 
that year were very small. In Carlow gaol, the daily average some gaols, 
number of females in custody during the year was 1, yet the 
female officers numbered 3. In the Donegal, Leitrim, King’s 
county, and Sligo gaols the daily average number of females 
was 3. In those of Cavan, Longford, and “Wicklow, 4. In the 
Fermanagh, Drogheda, Roscommon, Meath, and Nenagh gaols, 5. 

The daily average number in custody of males during the year in 
Carlow gaol was 13, in Leitrim gaol 16, in Sligo gaol 17, and in 
Drogheda gaol 8. 

In the gaols of Carlow, F ermanagh, Longford, Drogheda, Ros- 
common, and King’s county there were periods of the year 1876 
when no female prisoner was in custody, and occasionally in 
seven other gaols only one prisoner of that sex was an inmate of 
the prison. 

During certain periods of 1876 the male prisoners in some 
gaols were reduced to the following limited numbers, being con- 
siderably outnumbered by the officers : — In Drogheda gaol the 
number of male prisoners was at one time as low as 1. In the 
gaols of Carlow, Donegal, and Leitrim only six were occasionally 
in each, in Sligo gaol 10, and in Roscommon 11.

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the observations made in former reports that short sentences of 
imprisonment for drunkenness have little or no deterrent effect, Report. 
as in most cases they merely provide the offenders with com- 
fortable shelter and medical advice during the time that they 
may be recovering from the effects of their debauch. We consider 
that power should be given to justices to imprison for drunkenness 
without as well as with the option of a fine, as such payments 
in many instances do not check the recurrence of the offence.

The above table 6 (5) deals with the number of individuals 
committed during the last two years, and the number of times 
each has been in gaol from his or her first commitment up to 
the close of these years respectively. It shows that the recom- 
mitments of females were much more numerous than those of 
males. In 1875, 61,623 committals were recorded against the 
7,236 females committed in that year, and the 7,380 individual 
females committed in 1876 had been no less than 65,288 times 
in custody. 

These figures show that the present treatment of prisoners of 
this class fails to effect reformation in the majority of cases.

No change has taken place in the scholastic teaching of the 
inmates of the gaols during the past year. The majority of 
the prison schools are in connexion with the Commissioners of 
National Education and are supplied with books and school re- 
quisites on the same terms as schools in workhouses and lunatic 
asylums. In six gaols no attempt is made to impart secular 
instruction to the inmates of either sex. In twelve no school 
for females is held ; in others the teaching is such that little 
advantage can be derived by the prisoners from the instruction 
given. We are decidedly of opinion that secular as well as 
religious instruction should he imparted to prisoners sentenced 
for terms of imprisonment exceeding 3 months, and further that 
the prison schools should be under the supervision of the Chap- 
lains of the gaols.

During the year 1870, 193 male and 56 female juveniles were 
sentenced to Reformatories : of these 49 males and 10 females 
were from the city of Dublin, where the number of juvenile 
offenders is still very considerable. During 1876 185 males and 
56 females were transmitted to Reformatories; 13 boys and 3 
girls sentenced to Reformatories were still undergoing their gaol 
sentences at the close of the year.

Escapes. ESCAPES* 

During 1876, 5 prisoners escaped from gaols or bridewells in 
Ireland, viz., 1 from the County of Leitrim Gaol, at Carrick-on- 
Shannon, and 4 from bridewells. See Appendix No. I., p. 49. 
Two of the prisoners who escaped were not retaken. The par- 
ticulars of the escape from the County of Leitrim Gaol are noted 
in the separate report on that gaol. 



Lunatics. 

Under the provisions of the Act 30 & 31 Vie., c. 118, commit- 
ments of dangerous lunatics to gaols are illegal. We regret, how- 
ever, to observe that the law is sometimes evaded by Justices who 
commit lunatics to gaols for assaults. The Treasury allows 4.?. 
per week for the maintenance of insane paupers confined in Dis- 
trict Lunatic Asylums, which is another reason why all such cases 
should he at once transmitted to these institutions. The Law 
Adviser of the Crown, in reference to the commitments of danger- 
ous lunatics to gaols, says : — 11 That such committals are illegal 
ai?d unjustifiable, as insane persons should be sent to the district 
asylums under the \bth section of the Act 30 and 31 Vic., cap. 118.” 
Pie further adds, “ 1 can see no, necessity in these cases for adjourn- 
ments warrants issued under that section are mandatory , and must 
be obeyed by the managers of the asylums, who have no option but 
to admit the insane patien ts thus placed in their charge .” 

Sixty-nine lunatics, viz., 49 males and 20 females, were during 
the year 1876 inmates of gaols for an average period of 27 
clays each ; of these six males and three females were found 
insane at Assizes and Quarter Sessions. 

These numbers' do not include the commitments of the insane 
to bridewells.

Boman Catholic prisoners, on the first and last Wednesdays in Ben j 

and on Good Friday, receive, in place of milk, 2 oz. molasses at breakfast, 

vegetable soup at dinner, and tea without milk at supper on these 

The meal directed in the above Tables to be used at breakfast may be 
oatmeal, or mixed meal composed of ec|ual parts of oatmeal and Indian 
meal. Vegetable soup is directed to be made according to the following 
formula :— Add to one gallon of boiling water 8 oz. of oatmeal, blended 
in a little cold water, 2 lbs. of turnips peeled or sliced, 4 oz of onions 
cut small and as much pepper and salt as will make it palatable : when 
boiled for one hour it is fit for use— parsnips or carrots may be substi- 
tuted for turnips. The bread to be of wholemeal, or of equal parts of 
seconds flour and wholemeal. The tea to be made with half a pounc 
of tea and one pound of sugar to four gallons of water, and one quart 
.of new milk. Buttermilk may be used instead of new milk once a day 
either at breakfast or dinner if the Surgeon approve of the change : the 
equivalents to he for every half pint of new milk one pint of buttei- 
milk. 

With the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant, the Inspeetors- 
General, in the autumn of 1872, issued the following cjreiilar 
authorizing an alternative diet in lieu of potatoes m districts 
where that esculent is scarce or of inferior quality : 

“In consequence of numerous representations having been made to us 
respecting the difficulty of supplying a substitute for potatoes m the 
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fifty- fifth Gaol Dietary, owing to the failure of that esculent, we have obtained 
Report. the opinion and advice of the two existing members of the Medical 
Committee appointed by the Lord Lieutenant in 1868 to inquire into 
the question of dietary in the county and borough gaols in Ireland, 
and they have recommended the use of good byead on three days in 
each week in lieu of potatoes, to be taken with vegetable soup made 
according to the form laid down in Circular No. 235, with the 
addition of pea meal or bruised peas; and His Excellency having- 
approved of this alternative dietary for gaols in districts where potatoes 
are scarce or of inferior quality, we have to request that you will give 
directions for its use accordingly.” 



The foregoing is now the only scale of ordinary dietary which 
can be legally used in the county and borough gaols and bride- 
wells of Ireland; yet notwithstanding the instructions given 
by the Executive to that effect, several instances have come to 
our notice of a disregard by the local authorities of the law in this 
particular. 

The cost of the diet supplied to prisoners of all classes, includ- 
ing ordinary diet, extra diet, and hospital diet, during the year 
1874, 1875, and 1876, was as follows : —

The average cost of the ordinary diet of prisoners per head per 
annum was £7 65. id. in 1874, £6 17s. Id. in 1875, and £6 11s. 2d. 
in 1876. The cost varied in the different gaols from £4 12s. 5 d. 
in Kerry gaol to £9 5s. 7 d. in that of Carlow. The cost of 
extra diet given in 1870 was £203 16s. 2d.; in 1871 this item 
amounted to £258, in 1872 to £338, in 1873 to £344, in 1874 
to £293, in 1875 to £288 14s., and in 1876 to £322 17s. lOd.

A decrease of 480 is observable in tlie number of prisoners 
committed to bridewells in 187 G as compared with 1875. The fore- 
going Table also shows a decrease of 83,010 since 1850. Some 
bridewells have lately been closed, and the number of prisoners 
committed to others has been considerably reduced, yet the cost 
of the maintenance of the diminished number of these minor 
prisons, amounted to in 1870 £5,921 2s. 

At page 45 in the report of the Inspectors-General of Prisons for 
1866, a lengthened statement is given of the defects of the present 
bridewells in Ireland— a class of prisons which do not exist in 
any other part of the United Kingdom, or on the Continent. 

As, however, under the provisions of the bill now before Parlia- 
ment, most of the bridewells will be closed, we do not con- 
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Fi/ty-fifth sider it necessary now to recapitulate tlie defects of those minor 
Report. prisons, or again call attention to the abuses which have so 
long existed in them. 

Salaries of The salaries of the keepers of bridewells amounted in 1870 
keepers. to £3,755 10*. 8frf., or more than three-fifths of the entire cost 
for the maintenance of these establishments. 

The salaries paid to the keepers of 43 bridewells are £30 a year 
or under. In 9 they are £30, in 7 £15 a year, and in 4 only £10 
a year ; yet the keeper has sometimes the custody of prisoners 
committed for murder and other grave offences. 

Incidentals attending the maintenance of bridewells, such as 
rent, stationery, &c., cost £707 13s. Id. in 1876, and £899 5s. 11 d. 
in 1875. Fuel, light, and bedding in 1876 amounted to £1,032 
3s. 9^. ; and the food for prisoners to £425 14s. 5?d. In 1875 
these two items amounted respectively to £1,155 17s. 0\d. and to 
£448 13s. i\d.

average number of prisoners confined in 1876 was greater by 77 
than in 1875. . , 

In 1876 the cost of the maintenance of prisoners and estab- 
lishment charges, exclusive of the salaries, &e., of officers, were 
£3,034 16s. lid. less than in 1875, notwithstanding the increase 
in the daily average number of prisoners. Table XI., Appendix 
Part 1, shows the items in. which the savings were effected. In 
some gaols the number of prisoners being small no industrial 
labour can be carried on, and the time of the inmates is occupied 
in keeping the buildings clean and in order. Under the new 
bill this defect will be rectified, and a considerable further saving 
will be effected.

It will be seen by Table XI. that in 1 1 gaols the cost per head 
exceeded £50 per annum, in 10 it ranged between £40 and £50, in 
8 between £80 and £40, in 7 between £30 and £80, and in 3 
only below £30. 

The total daily average number of prisoners in custody in all the 
county and borough gaols of Ireland amounted in 1876 to 3,838, 
varying from 361 hi Belfast gaol to 13 in that of Drogheda. For 
these few prisoners 88 gaols with large establishments are main- 
tained, in some of which, as already observed, the staff sometimes 
outnumbers the prisoners in custody. 

staff charges in The salaries and allowance to the officers forming the staffs of 
the county and borough prisons of Ireland amounted hi 1876 to 
£47,366 18s. 10c!., being an average annual cost of £16 13s. 9 d. for 
staff alone per prisoner including all classes in custody through- 
out the year. 

staff charges ■ The lowest average cost of prisoners per head per annum for 

ScSffvef staff charges in _ 1876 was in Belfast gaol, where it was 
£6 14s. 6 d., while in Carlow it was £61 19s. 5 d., in Sligo 
£51 Is., and in Leitrim gaol £40 14s. 6c!. The staff charges in 
each gaol are detailed in Table XI., Appendix, p. 52. 

In consequence of the postponement from year to year of the 
much required legislation on prisons, local authorities are most 
reluctant to expend money on the improvement of their gaols, 
or to reduce their staffs ; and the Inspectors-General have not felt 
justified in recommending the outlay for alterations of the 
buildings which might be found unnecessary under a revised 
system. The delay arrests many desirable improvements, and 
interferes with the management, discipline, and reformation of 
the prisoners. 

The following table show's the average gross and net annual 
cost of each prisoner confined in county and borough gaols during 
the last fifteen years, and the value of the remunerative labour 
of the prisoners. It will be seen that since 1867 there has been 
a gradual increase in the amount of remunerative work obtained 
from prison labour, the average earning of each prisoner having 
nearly doubled during the last eleven years, and we have no 
doubt that under an improved system large returns might be 
obtained from the labour of the inmates of the gaols : — -

We have further to report that in some gaols the separate system 
is enforced and discipline strictly, maintained, while, in others, 
owing to the structural defects of the buildings and defective 
management, the inmates are kept in association and aire hot sub- 
jected to the penal discipline which should be enforced in every 
gaol. These facts show the necessity, for a change, and we 
believe that the provisions of the Prisons’ Bill now before Parlia- 
ment, which place the management of the County and Borough 
Gaols of Ireland in the hands of the Executive, will enable the 
required reforms to be effected, and thereby an immense ad- 
vantage to the community will be effected. Under such an 
arrangement one uniform system of prison discipline can be 
maintained, the sentence of the judge strictly carried out, and 
the labour of the prisoners applied to the-best account.

(male) was under a sentence of imprisonment for two years, 5 for 
eighteen months, and 20 for one year. Ninety females and 68 males ox- 
158 individuals were under sentences for periods not exceeding one month. 
The great majority of the offences punishable by these sentences arise 
from drunkenness which weakens the checks against immorality, lowers 
the moral tone, and renders the individual perfectly reckless and. hope- 
lessly degraded. 

One of these offenders, a female, had already been thirteen times in 
custody from the 1st January up to the time of my visit in 1876, and she 
had (I was informed) been upwards of 200 times previously an inmate 
of the gaol. 

It has been truly said that much crime might be prevented if habitual 
offenders of this class, instead of being committed for short periods, month 
after month to gaol, and again recommitted, perhaps within a few hours 
or days after discharge under a previous committal, were in the first instauco 
sentenced for a sufficiently long period to wean them from the thirst for 
intoxicating drink, and to teach them habits of order and industry as well 
as a means by which an honest livelihood can be earned ; but it is difficult 
to induce magistrates to inflict what, although a merciful, is still a long 
and severe sentence for an offence which in itself does not appear to be of 
a grave character. 

The commitments and recommitments to this gaol in 1875 numbered 
3,005 oi males and 2,262 of females — of these 2,287 of males and 2,001 
of females were for periods of one month and under.

The preceding- tables show the inadequacy of the present system of 
punishing habitual offenders ; 1,637 individual males and 774 individual 
females were committed to this prison up to my inspection in October, 
1876, of whom 893 males and 540 females were old offenders constantly 
recurrent to the prison. 

The 893 males have 8,045 committals recorded against them on the 
prison books, and the 540 females have been 12,132 times .committed to 
this gaol. Three "women committed in 1876 have been between 200 and 
250 times in custody, a fourth between 160 and 180 times, and 10 females 
and 1 male between 120 and 160 times. Thirty females and seven males 
had already been from seven to thirteen times inmates of the gaol during 
the year previously to my visit. 

I found on my inspection a number of very young women in custody 
committed to the prison for disorderly conduct, drunkenness, aud loitering 
for prostitution. In some instances both mothers and their daughters 
were under sentences for like offences. On a former inspection 
I found a woman who keeps an infamous house sentenced to an im- 
prisonment for doing so, and her daughter, then scarcely past girlhood, 
convicted of loitering for prostitution. Both were on my late inspection 
again inmates of the gaol under similar committals, and so long as the 
present system is tolerated they and offenders of their class will continue 
to occupy the prison. Should, however, improved legislation authorize 
the infliction of long sentences ou such offenders this prolific source of 
crime would be stopped. In the West of Ireland the gangs of pickpockets 
which inlested some districts have been very much broken up by the 
sending of the young girls to reformatories, and the elder women to penal 
servitude. 

Juveniles. 

Seven males (no females) under sixteen years of age were in custody 
when I visited. Three (males) were under twelve years of age ; 61 males 
and 5 females had previously been committed. Two young offenders had 
been sentenced by order of Court to receive each twelve strokes of a 
birch rod. Nine males and 2 females were sent to reformatories during 
the year, of whom 5 (males) were under twelve years of age. 

One of the above-mentioned young offenders rejected by the manager 
of the Philipstown, King’s County Reformatory was received into the 
Upton, county Cork Reformatory by the manager of that institution.

When I visited this prison I found it in a very creditable condition of State of 
cleanliness, order, and discipline, tlie buildings in sound repair and well P rison - 
kept. They have been much improved since my last official inspection in 
1874. The cellular prison accommodation in the gaol has been largely 
increased, and the work well done. The new cells are lighted from 
chambers in the walls of the cells after a plan which I first suggested 
when the prison of Cork County was being altered for the separate system 
in 1867. The arrangement fully answers the object proposed, and is not 
only economical but safe. Ever since a female prisoner lost her life from 
the escape of gas in her cell in Mountjoy Prison I have endeavoured to 
have the cells in separate prisons lighted by gas from chambers in the 
walls of the cells, and it is gratifying to find that year after year this 
system of lighting is becoming more general, thereby preventing the pos- 
sibility of danger to the inmates of the cells so lighted. 

The bells in the new cells also are rung by spiral springs, an arrange- 
ment which has many advantages, and various other improvements have 
been made. 

There are at present in this prison 551 cells (398 for males and 153 
for females) which by the removal of long sentenced prisoners to another 
gaol will always be sufficient to meet the requirements of the district, even 
including a part of the county Down in the environs of Belfast, which 
should under a new arrangement be included within the Belfast district. 

I find that 158 of the prisoners in custody when I made my inspection 
(68 males and 90 females) had been sentenced for terms not exceeding 
one month each, and 69 for two and three months respectively showing 
the large number of short sentenced prisoners, especially females, who 
are committed to this prison.

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The cell fittings and all the appliances for separation were in excellent 
order when I visited, the heating apparatus was working satisfactorily, and 
the bedding in the cells good and sufficient, with a sufficiency in store to meet 
the requirements. There was also an ample supply of suitable prison 
clothing in use and in store. Stockings or socks are provided for pri- 
soners of both sexes, and caps and neckerchiefs are given to the females. 
The baths and water-closets in the prison are quite sufficient, and the 
laundry has been considerably improved. The additions to the laundry 
have been judiciously carried out. and opportunity is now .given to the 
efficient Matron of the prison to employ a larger number of female pri- 
soners in the laundry at useful and remunerative work. A new boiler has 
been put up in the laundry, by which a considerable saving of fuel is 
effected, and the new boiler-house, which is covered with glass, is so 
placed that it economises the heat in the laundry to the best advantage. 

The stores were clean and orderly when I visited, and the supply of 
utensils and prison requisites in store ample for the requirements. The 
private clothing of prisoners is kept separate, and I am informed that all 
requiring to be cleansed are carefully looked after. There is but one 
fumigating apparatus in the gaol, where all clothes requiring to be dis- 
infected or freed from vermin are placed. 

Gas was formerly made in this prison by which a considerable saving 
was effected in the lighting of the establishment, but the retorts in which 
it was manufactured are worn out, and pending legislation it is not con- 
sidered advisable to have them renewed. Gas is therefore supplied for the 
use of the prison from the Gas Company of Belfast, and under the circum- 
stances it is the only course to adopt, but gas can always be economically 
made in an establishment such as this. It is so made in Wexford gaol, 
and in the reformatories of Philipstown, Glencree, and Upton. 

The photographing of prisoners is executed by the Deputy Governor, 
assisted by a person from Belfast, at a cost of 3s. for each prisoner 
photographed. 

Pending legislation which will inaugurate a new prison system in the 
kingdom, and by which some changes will be effected in the arrangements 
and management of this gaol it is unnecessary for me to enter further into 
details on matters which will probably be altered under new management.

The male teacher giyes instruction to prisoners of both sexes, a Matron Antrim 
being present when the females are taught. County 

The school was inspected by the Episcopalian Chaplain thirty-eight Gao ^ 
times during 1876, and by the Presbyterian Chaplain twenty times. Both School, 
when they visit enter observations in the school registry. The Roman 
Catholic Chaplain only visited the school six times, and I find but two or 
three remarks by him in the school registry. Iam informed however 
that he visits the prisoners of his own persuasion frequently in their cells, 
but he should also visit the school.

The prisoners are usefully employed at industrial works in this gaol, 
but there is no purely punitive labour in it. Blacksmith’s work and 
tinwork, weaving, matmaking, shoe, slipper, and clogmaking, tailoring, 
carpentry, painting, hair-teasing and oakum-picking, stone and freestone 
breaking, sewing, knitting, sprigging and other needlework, washing arid 
various other works are carried on in the prison. I found some of the 
females cutting linen for paper-makers. All are usefully employed, and 
the profits from the labour of the prisoners are considerable, notwith- 
standing the short sentences of the offenders committed to the prison. 

The profits from prison labour disposed of outside the gaol amounted to Profits. 
£1,196 8s. 9 d. in 1873, £1,102 11s. Ad. in 1874, £1,101 3s. M, in 1875, 
and £926 17s. 6 d. up to day of inspection in October, 1876. 

There are 107 sheds for stone-breakers in the prison, besides workshops 
for different trades. The laundry is now very extensive. A large number 
of females are employed in it to wash for the public, and the work is well 
done under the very efficient superintendence of Mrs. Bramble, the Matron, 
who is a most zealous and painstaking public officer.

The prescribed dietary table is strictly carried out in the prison. The Dietary, 
food for prison use on the day of my visit which I tasted was of a good 
description, but I observe that the Chaplains sometimes report unfavour- 
ably in the Inspection of Provisions Book of the bread, milk, and butter- 
milk supplied ; this is a matter which should be carefully looked after as 
the prison diet is only sufficient if of the best description. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody ; no valid complaint was made 
to me by any ; one woman made a complaint which on investigation I 
i’oujj.d to be groundless.

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The health of the prisoners may be considered satisfactory, having 
regard to the class of prisoners committed to this prison, many of whose 
constitutions are broken down by drink and dissipation. I found 2 males 
in custody labouring under delirium tremens. Each had two prisoners in 
his cell to prevent him from injuring himself, but the hospital was almost 
empty. 

I have in former reports explained my views on the hospital of this 
prison, and it is unnecessary for me to repeat them here.

The books and accounts of this gaol are kept with much care and Book?, &c. 
attention. Some excellent forms are in use. The journal of the Governor 
is full, and a useful record of the various occurrences in the prison. The 
Medical Officer also keeps his journal with much care, and enters in it 
various matters connected with his duties in the prison. The Chaplains 
report the duties they perform. 

In consequence of the continued illness of the Local Inspector he has 
latterly been unable to perform his duties, and has resigned his appoint- 
ment in the prison. Major Griffin has been selected by the Board to 
fill his place. 

The Rev. Mr. Oulton now retires from the public service after having 
for twenty-nine years acted as Local Inspector of the gaol. He carries 
with him the best wishes of all with whom he was officially connected. I 
have met much courtesy and attention from him on my inspections of the 
prison, and I have invariably found him anxious to discharge his official 
duties. I venture to hope that when eased from the responsibilities of 
office his health, which has been latterly much broken, will be now fully 
restored. 

The Local Inspector keeps two journals— one which refers to his 
duties in the bridewells, the other to the duties he performs in the gaol.

At the time of my inspection of the prison a prisoner (Maxwell), who 
had escaped from the Antrim bridewell, was in custody. I questioned him 
on the subject of his escape, and although I could not credit his statement 
I cannot but believe that the keeper of the bridewell was guilty of much 
laxity in the performance of his duties on the occasion. There have been 
already three escapes from Antrim bridewell since it has been placed 
under the charge of the present keeper, and such frequent neglect in the 
keeper of a prison should not be tolerated.

I found when I made my inspection of this gaol 48 males and 21 females 
in custody ; all were under criminal commitments. They had been for 
the most part convicted in the large towns of the district, Armagh, Newry, 
and Portadown. 1 regret to add that amongst the male prisoners I found 
many very young, just emerging from boyhood. 

Two males were when I visited, on remand for petty sessions, and 2 
males and 1 female had been committed for trial, 7 males already tried 
by juries at assizes and quarter sessions, and 4 by courts-martial, were 
under various sentences of imprisonment, one military offender for a‘ 
period of 672 days, two others for periods of 336 days, and one for 168 
5ays. One male tried by civil tribunal had been sentenced for eighteen 
months, 3 for twelve months, 1 for nine, and 2 for seven months. The 
remaining male inmates of the gaol had been summarily convicted before 
magistrates sitting at petty sessions of larcenies, assaults, disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness, and insubordination in the workhouse, and had 
been sentenced for periods varying from six months to seven days. 

One female in custody was for trial for larceny.- Two others, likewise 
for larcenies, were under sentences of nine and three months respectively \ 
all the other female inmates of the gaol had been summarily convicted of 
drunkenness, assaults, vagrancy, loitering for prostitution, and disorderly 
conduct, and had been sentenced for terms varying from fourteen days to 
five months. . ....... 

I regret to observe the increase of drunkenness in this district, the 
committals for which offence increased from 146 in 1873 to 235 in 1874, 
and to 246 in 1875. These numbers do not include committals to 
bridewells. 

Juveniles. 

Only one female under sixteen years of age was committed to this gaol Juveniles, 
up to the period of my inspection in 1876. I found, however, one male 
young offender in custody for larceny, who had been sentenced to a re- 
formatory after the term of punishment in the gaol had expired. Four 
others had previously been sent to reformatories. . Twenty-four male 
juveniles had been committed to this gaol for various offences, during 
the year, and sentenced to imprisonments varying from two months to 
seven days. Ten had been convicted of larcenies and other offences 
against property, the remainder for drunkenness, disorderly conduct, 
assaults, and trespass. 

No prisoner was committed to this prison during 1876, who at any 
period had been an inmate of a reformatory.

ratus to cleanse and disinfect the clothing of prisoners apparently efficient : 
and the arrangements for cooking, heating water for laundry purposes, 
and the baths carried on satisfactorily.

Reproductive labour is encouraged, looms are in use for weaving. Two 
of the turnkeys are tradesmen, and some good work is done in the prison. 

More sheds are required for stone-breaking, to enable sufficient work to 
be carried on.

. No change has been made in the hospital arrangements since last 
inspection. The wards are roomy and well ventilated, with water-closets 
off each, and a slipper bath for the use of the sick. I desire again to 
record my opinion of the zeal of the Medical Officer of this prison in the 
treatment of the sick placed under his charge. He receives no remunera- 
tion for his services in the gaol, yet is constant in his attendance to his 
duties in it,

The various books and accounts belonging to this prison are kept with Books, 
the greatest care and attention by the Governor, assisted by his clerk. 

They are daily checked by him, and his journal is a faithful record of all 
occurrences in the gaol. He marks in red ink all matters tvhicli deserve 
attention. I consider that much credit is due to him for his zealous 
discharge of the duties of this department. 

The Local Inspector also is constant in his attendance in the gaol, and 
he carefully supervises all the departments of the establishment. I 
examined his accounts, which are kept in abusinesslike manner. He checks 
the Work Ledger and other books of finance, he keeps a ledger in which 
all accounts of receipts and expenditure are entered, and he. prepares the 
minutes of proceedings of the Board. His accounts are audited monthly 
and initialed by the Chairman of the Board at its meetings. 

The journal of the Medical Officer contains notes on the cases which 
come under his treatment. The Chaplains state in their journals the 
duties which they discharge in the prison.

The Rough Proceedings Book 
has printed headings, and the minutes are copied out for the signature ot 
the Chairman at the next meeting. 

A separate account is opened for each bridewell. 

All officers are paid their salaries quarterly by cheques. 

Bridewells o/Markethill and Rewtownhdniilton. 

In October, 1876, the Board of Superintendence of this prison passed a 
resolution in which they recommended that the bridewells of Markethill 
and Newtownhamilton should be closed, as no quarter sessions lor the trial 
of criminals are now held in either of these towns, and very few prisoners 
being now committed to the bridewells, they are a useless burthen on the 

rates of the county. . f ,, 

The Local Inspector having forwarded a copy of the resolution ot the 
Board to the Office of the Inspectors-General, it met the approval of my 
colleague and myself, and we have officially transmitted the resolution 
to the Secretary of the Grand Jury. That body should in the first 
instance, apply to have the bridewells discontinued, after which, on their 
recommendation, they will be closed.

I found on the day of inspection 22 male and 3 female prisoners in 
custody ; one male and 1 female were for trial. Three males and 1 
female had been convicted at assizes and quarter sessions of cattle stealing 
and larceny ; they were old offenders. The males had each been sen- 
tenced to an imprisonment of twelve months ; the female for a period of 
six months. 

Eighteen males and 1 female had been summarily convicted before 
magistrates sitting at petty sessions, and sentenced 2 males (for the injury 
of telegraph wires) to an imprisonment of two months each, the others to 
imprisonments varying from two months to seven days for assaults, 
drunkenness, and disorderly conduct. 

J uveniles. 

Six males and 1 female under sixteen years of age were committed to 
this prison up to the period of my inspection in September, 1876. One 
female and 3 males were sent to reformatories; one of the males, although 
not sixteen years of age had been twice previously convicted, and had 
absconded from the reformatory to which he had been sent ; another, aged 
fourteen years had been convicted of injury to property and an assault ; 
the third, aged 15£ years was under sentence for cattle stealing.

This gaol was when I inspected it in a most creditable condition of 
cleanliness and order. The buildings had lately been put in sound repair, 
the walls whitewashed, and the woodwork painted. Since my last inspec- 
tion of the prison the yard of the old marshalsea has been laid out with 
flowers, and the wall lowered ; the boundary wall also had been repaired and 
pointed on both sides at a cost, as I am informed, of £285. I must however 
add that the structural defects of the gaol still remain unchanged and the 
prison very faulty. 

Nine sheds have lately been erected in which stone-breakers can work, 
but the number is insufficient, and at the time of my visit many of the male 
prisoners were sitting in the open air breaking stones. When it i 3 remem- 
bered that the support of a labouring man and his family in a rural district 
such as this is depends in a great measure on his health, and that so many 
of the labouring class in Ireland are invalided by rheumatism, and their 
families driven to the workhouse, I feel it my duty to call attention to 
the urgent necessity for having some protection from the weather for 
prisoners when sitting for hours breaking stones. 

I suggested on a previous inspection that a covering to keep rain and 
snow from the boiler (to heat the baths) which has been erected in the 
open air should be put up, and I again repeat my opinion that this neces- 
sary work should be no longer postponed. 

The sewerage of the prison is still imperfect, but it is regularly flushed 
which to a certain extent tends to remedy the evil. 

Pending proximate legislation I do not ask the Board of Superintendence Discipline, 
to incur expense in the structural alteration of the gaol, but there are 
several matters connected with discipline which should not be overlooked 
amongst others. The Governor should be authorized to inflict fines accord- 
ing to a fixed scale on officers for neglect of duty such as not pegging the 
tell-tale clock, leaving a door open, and like offences. Such a power is 
given to Governors in other gaols, and it is not abused. The Governor of 
this prison is an experienced officer, and it weakens his authority when 
his authority is crippled, and he cannot exercise a proper control over his 
staff.

The supply of bedding in use and in store at the time of my visit was 
sufficient ; it was very clean and well cared. I am informed that the 
sheets are. changed every Saturday. The prison clothing also was of a 
good description and sufficient, except that socks are not given to male 
prisoners. The stores were when I inspected them very tidy and carefully 
arranged.. The private clothing of prisoners is put in store in bundles 
after, having, been duly fumigated. The box for fumigating the clothing 
of prisoners is in the male prison.

Thirteen male prisoners and 2 females were the only inmates of this 
prison when I made my statutable inspection. One military offender, 
tried by court-martial for being absent from militia training, was under 
a sentence of two months’ imprisonment. One lad, nineteen years of age, 
was on remand for stabbing ; 8 males convicted of assaults were under 
sentences for various periods of imprisonment — 2 of eighteen months, 
2 of ten months, 1 of four months, 1 of two months, and 2 of one month 
each. One male was under a sentence of six months’ imprisonment for 
illicit distillation, and a little boy, twelve years of age, had been sentenced 
by justices sitting at petty sessions to an imprisonment of one month for 
trespass on some land belonging to the Earl of Leitrim. Two males were 
in charge, one sentenced for drunkenness for one month, the other for 
seven days. The above constituted the entire number of male inmates of 
the prison. 

The only 2 females in custody were — 1 on remand accused of stealing 
geese, the other sentenced for two months for an assault and breaking 
windows. 

Except the little boy sentenced foy trespass on land and the woman 
charged with stealing geese, no person was m custody at the time of my 
visit for an offence against property.

The preceding tables show that one female in custody in 1876 has been 
between 120 and 140 times in custody in this gaol, another between 50 
and 60 times. 

The individual prisoners committed to the gaol in 1876 up to the day 
of inspection numbered 155 males and 23 females; 46 males and 10 
females were old offenders, who had the 46 males 221 and the 10 females 
likewise 221 previous committals recorded against them on the registries 
of this gaol. 

Juveniles. 

Eight males and 1 female under sixteen years of age were committed to 
this prison previously to inspection in 1876. They included the small 
boy, stated to be twelve years of age, whom I found in custody charged 
with trespass with a horse on land and sentenced to an imprisonment 
of one month. 



The Governor very properly has the boy kept as much as possible in 
separation, in order that he might not be contaminated by intercourse with 
others more depraved. 

Nineteen male and 2 female juveniles were inmates of this gaol in 1875, 
of whom 3 males and 1 female were twice committed during the year.

The gaol was, when I made my inspection, in a very creditable condition 
of order, cleanliness, and discipline, but is not managed under the sepa- 
rate system. I found the buildings in sound repair, the woodwork lately 
painted, the walls had been just previously whitewashed, and every 
part of the establishment was well regulated, showing an effective super- 
vision over the institution in every department. 

No structural alteration in the buildings has been made since my 
last inspection in 1874, nor do I suggest any at present, having regard 
to the fact that the Legislature will most probably change the whole 
system of prison management early in the ensuing session of Parliament. 

The sewerage has, however, been improved. There was, when I 
visited, no offensive odour from it as formerly, and the new water-closets 
appear to work satisfactorily. 

Pour lavatory basins with bath have been put up in No. 3 class, and 
another between classes 5 and 6. 

The crank-pump haying two handles worked in separate compart-’

The bedding and prison clothing in use and in store are good and Stores, 
sufficient; prisoners are given stockings and socks, and the females 
aprons, neckerchiefs, and caps. The stores are orderly and well kept, 
that for the private clothing of prisoners is separate, and the clothes of 
each prisoner is in a separate bundle with a lable attached. The 
clothes are duly cleansed before being placed in store ; a fumigating box 
with proper guards to prevent the clothes being injured was in each gaol. 

The bedding (sheets, pillows, and blankets) were very clean when I 
inspected, but some of the blankets were thin (although not sufficiently 
so to be cast) ; in all such cases the Governor distributes an additional 
rug when thin blankets are used.

The punishment cells (3) for males are artificially heated, the floors PimUli- 
are boarded, and bells are in the cells, but the handles of the bells are men s ' 
dangerous and should be so altered that a rope could not hang from them ;

I have great 
pleasure in repeating the expression of opinion of my colleague in 
his report for 1875, that the great cleanliness, order, regularity, and dis- 
cipline in this gaol is mainly due to the zeal and close attention of the 
Governor who carefully looks after all his duties in the prison. His 
journal is very full and carefully kept, and contains much information on 
the various occurrences in the gaol. Amongst other occurrences noted 
in his journal I observe that several lunatics committed for assaults have 
attempted suicide in the prison during 1875. 

* In 1875 the bridewells werp all visited four times each except Glenties and Buncrana, 
which were only visited three times each, owing to illness of the Local Inspector.

One prisoner (male) in custody when I visited had been committed for 
contempt of court, and occupied the debtor’s prison. Two deserters were 
waiting for escort. Three males were on remand and one had been com- 
nntted for trial. 

Ten males tried by juries were under sentences of imprisonment — 1 for 
two years for a grievous assault, 1 for twelve, 2 for ten, and 2 for six 
months each for like offences. Three others had been sentenced to impri- 
sonments of six months each for larcenies , one military prisoner tried by 
court-martial was also in custody under a sentence of imprisonment for 
lorty-nine days for being drunk. All the other inmates of the gaol had 
been adjudicated on summarily by justices sitting in petty sessions. 
Altogether 44 males, and 29 females were inmates of the gaol when 1 
visited. Several were returned convicts (2 males and 2 females). One 
male, also in charge, had formerly been an inmate of a reformatory. 

One of the females in custody had been sentenced to an imprisonment 

oi one month for a Poor Law offence, and 3 had been sentenced 1 

lor three, 1 for two, and 1 for one month for larceny ; all the other female 
inmates of the gaol had been summarily convicted of being drunk and dis- 
orderly ■ 1 was under a sentence of four months for that offence, the 
others had been sentenced for one month each.

From the preceding tables it will be seen that 1 female an inmate of 
the gaol in 1876 liad between sixty and seventy previous reconvic- 
tions recorded against her on the prison books ; 14 others had been between 
thirty and seventy times in custody ; 1 female was seven times committed 
during 1876, and 5 other females and 2 males five times each during the 
year. Two hundred and seventy-one males and 108 females were com- 
mitted during the year 1876 up to the time of inspection ; of these 199 
males and 59 females had not previously been iD custody, and 72 males 
and 49 females were old offenders who have, the 72 males 542 committals, 
and the 49 females .920 previous committals recorded against them on the 
prison books.

One young offender (male) was in custody when I visited. He had 
been tried at quarter sessions and sentenced to an imprisonment of two 
months for larceny \ 11 males and 2 females had previously been com- 
mitted ; 5 (males) committed during 1876 were under twelve years of 
age. Six young offenders, 5 males and 1 female were sent to reforma- 
tories after the period of their punishment in the prison had expired. 

I observe recorded in the journal of the Governor of the prison, that in 
September before my visit a boy ten years of age was committed to this 
prison by one of the borough magistrates of He wry for “ indecent ex- 
posure,” he having bathed in a mill-pond at Trevor Hill near Newry. 
The sentence of the boy was “ an imprisonment in this gaol of one day.” 
He arrived at the prison at 9.45 p.m., and was discharged from it on the 
following morning to travel a distance of twenty-six miles back to NeW.ry, 
and find liis way home as.best he could. The Governor informs me that he 
gave this little boy a few pence to support him as he walked back. I know 
nothing further of the case, but I cannot approve of the sending of a oliild 
ten years of age a distance of twenty-six miles to a gaol at night to be 
turned out on the following morning in a strange country and left to find his 
way home without friend of protector, and with only a few pence in his 
pocket travelling across the mountains in the month of September. The 
Prisons Act expressly provides that the Board of Superintendence may 
under such circumstances pay the cost of sending the child home. A mail 
car leaves Downpatrick for Newry daily, and he might have been sent home 
in charge of the driver by it, the cost of which would have been 5s. 

m It is now some years since I found on my inspection a young servant 
girl in this prison under a short sentence for stealing some trifling matter 
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from her mistress — I think it was a ring. She was, I was informed, North 
previously of good character, but had been tempted to commit the theft, ^ stric t. 
Two years afterwards when I visited the gaol I found the same girl in Down 

custody as a common prostitute. Turned adrift after her imprisonment County 

she had no means to return home, aud without friends in the town of Gao1 

Downpatrick she had fallen into prostitution as a means of support. She 

has now passed away, and the misprision of the law has been her ruin.

The prison was when I made my inspection very clean and orderly. State. 
That part of the gaol occupied by prisoners was in good repair except the 
chapel, the plaster from one section of which had fallen off. The bells 
and appliances for separation of prisoners were all in good repair, and 
the heating apparatus in perfect working order. 




I found the bedding in the cells very clean, good, and sufficient; the Stores, 
sheeting on the beds is changed fortnightly. Dew blankets were in store, 
but I was informed that some new blankets had been ordered. Jackets 
and trowsers of excellent frieze were in store, besides some pieces of 
frieze not yet made up. The prison clothing is of a good description and 
ample. Stockings or socks are now provided for all prisoners, and caps 
for the females. 

The stores are properly kept, well regulated, and tidy. The private 
clothing of prisoners are properly made up in bundles and labelled. A 
large and well constructed iron chest for fumigating clothes ha3 been 
placed in the hospital yard — in it all clothing requiring to be cleansed 
are purified before being put up in store. 

Stock is taken quarterly by the Governor, the Local Inspector generally 
being present. 

Zinc basins, water aud gas are in every cell.

The scholastic instruction given in this prison is of little use. The 
school-room in the male prison is very small and not suitably furnished. 
Only lads of twenty-one years of age and under are taught, the average 
being 4 of males in 1876. 

The females are taught in their cells by the assistant matron ; she was 
never trained. I find no remark in the school registry by any of the 
prison Chaplains, and I could not ascertain that they ever visit the school. 
The male teacher formerly taught in a school, but was never trained. The 
school is not in connexion with or inspected by any educational public 
body.

The buttermilk supplied for the use of the prison on the day of my visit Provisions, 
was very acid, but I am informed that it is not given to prisoners. The bread 
baked in the prison was very good. I learn from the Inspection of Pro- 
visions Book that the Chaplains do not always report favourably of the 
sweet milk supplied. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody ; no complaint against the 
prison officials, or their treatment in the prison was made to me by any, 
but a female apparently of unsound mind made a rambling statement of 
persecution to which she stated that she was subjected to before her com- 
mittal to the gaol.

The hospital buildings are separate, one on each side of the entrance 
to the prison. No prisoner was in hospital at the time of my visit ; one 
female in custody was suffering from a trifling ailment, hut not requiring 
hospital treatment. 

The hospitals are seldom used ; they have earth closets in the wards, 
and water-closets in the exercising yards.

The journals of the Local Inspector and 
Governor are very full and well kept the' Local Inspector was absent on 
leave when I visited the gaol, but I satisfied myself that his duties are 
efficiently performed in this prison. 

The Chaplains and the Medical Officer state in their journals the duties 
they perform. 

The markings of the tell-tale clock are recorded in the Lockings Book. 
A separate book for the lockings of the female prison is in use. It is quite 
unnecessary — one book should answer for both prisons.

I found lliis gaol in a creditable state of order and discipline, clean, and 
well kept, when I made my statutable inspection in December, 1876. 
It was equally so at a subsequent period, when the inspection was com- 
pleted, and the books and registries examined by me. 

At the time of my visit in December 259 prisoners were in custody, 26 
on remand, 3 deserters, and 230 convicted prisoners under various sen- 
tences of imprisonment ranging from periods of two years to one mouth, 
all offenders sentenced for shorter terms having been transferred to the 
Grangegorman Male Prison. 

One hundred and seven of the prisoners in custody had been committed 
for offences against the person — viz., 1 for manslaughter, 5 for stabbing 
and attempts against life, 9 for rape and indecent assaults, and 92 for 
assaults on the police and others. 

One hundred and four were under charges for offences against property, 
including 12 for burglary, 62 for larceny, 13 for embezzlement, fraud, 
forgery, or offences against the currency. 

The remaining prisoners inmates of the gaol at the time of inspection 
had been convicted of various misdemeanors and police offences. 

One hundred and thirty prisoners were transferred by order of His 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant during 1876 to Grangegorman Prison, besides 
4. naval prisoners belonging to Her Majesty’s Ship at Kingstown to Kil- 
maiuham, county Dublin, Gaol ; 27 were sent to Naas Gaol, 35 to Tulla- 
more Gaol, 49 to Wexford Gaol, and 9 to Maryborough Gaol. Altogether 
254 prisoners were transferred from this prison during the year. 

One prisoner, under a sentence of imprisonment for two years, committed 
to the prison iu October, 1875, was, on the 2nd October following, found 
insane, and transferred to the lunatic asylum of the district. 

Only 33 prisoners sentenced to imprisonment as an alternative for not 
paying fines imposed as a punishment paid the fines so inflicted. 

These fines amounted to <£159 18s. Qd. during the year.

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Although only 9 young offenders under sixteen years of age were in North 
custody when I inspected the gaol (6 convicted and 3 for trial), I observed D istri ct. 
that a great number of the inmates of the prison were mere lads, many County oj 
although above sixteen still under twenty years of age ; and I learn that City of 
a large class of the youths of Dublin are constantly recommitted to the Q^if or 
prisons for various misdemeanors, assaults, and drunkenness. Mates. 

The total number of committals of juveniles to this prison during 1876 — — 

amounted to 240, of whom 20 were of an age not exceeding twelve years. Juveniles - 
In 1875 the young offenders under sixteen years of age committed to 
the prison numbered 251, and in 1874 319, showing a small decrease 
each year in the committals of juveniles, but still the number from the 
district is far too large in proportion to the population. 

Young offenders sentenced to reformatories in 1876 amounted to 50.

No change has been made in the structural arrangements of this prison 
since last inspection by my colleague in 1875, but four new baths have 
been fitted up in the reception ward, in which nine baths, with hot and 
cold water laid on, are now provided for the use of the inmates.* 

The immediate transfer of this gaol to the Executive under the provi- 
sions of the Prisons Bill now passing through Parliament will of course 
prevent the carrying out of the alterations by the Board of Superintend- 
ence, which have been so frequently suggested by my colleague and by 
myself, and a heavy expenditure must be incurred by the new prisons 
board before the prison can be placed in a position for the effectual and 
economical treatment of prisoners under the most improved system of 



prison management. 

The insufficient accommodation in the Dublin city prisons required the 
removal of 254 prisoners to other gaols during 1876, at a cost to the city 
of about £315. t The frequent overcrowding of this prison during the 
year was thereby prevented. 

On both my inspections of the prison the buildings were in sound repair State, 
and well kept ; discipline appeared to be well maintained ; the cell 
fittings and appliances for separation were well regulated ; the heating 
apparatus in good repair, the sewerage effective, and the lavatories and 
water-closets clean and carefully looked after. 

The separate chapels for Divine service are suitably fitted up, heated 
by hot-water pipes ; and gas has been introduced into every part of the 
premises. It remains lighting in the cells, as hitherto, until 7.30, p.m., 
during winter. 

The arrangements which hitherto existed in the management of the 
prison have been fully pointed out in our annual reports by my colleague 
and myself in former years. They have bean continued without alteration 
during 1876. It is therefore unnecessary for me to again repeat observations 
relative thereto, more especially as under a new system many changes must 
be made which the altered circumstances of the prison vv ill require to 
insure an efficient system of discipline.

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The supply of bedding and prison clothing in use and in store was 
when I visited, sufficient for the requirements of the gaol, and was of 
a good description. The persons of the prisoners were clean, and they 
appeared to be carefully looked after. I regret, however, to have again 
to report that stockings or socks are still excluded from the articles of 
clothing given to prisoners in this gaol. The non-supply of stockings to 
prisoners has frequently been brought under the notice of the Board of 
Superintendence by the Inspectors-General, but without effect. 

I found the bedding in the cells of the prison very clean ; sheets in 
the reception class, and where the untried sleep, are changed weekly • the 
sheets on the beds of convicted prisoners are changed fortnightly. The 
stores are well arranged, orderly, clean, and carefully kept. The fumigating 
apparatus is effective, and the private clothes of prisoners are duly cleansed 
and disinfected before being put aside in store. The bundles of clothes 
are properly labelled with a list of each article in them. Stock is taken 
quarterly by the Governor. All the prison clothing in use in this gaol 
is made up by the inmates, as are likewise the shoes for prisoners of both 
sexes confined in Grangegorman Prison. 

Photographs of prisoners are taken as hitherto by the schoolmaster, 
who is paid 7 d. for each copy, but the materials are supplied by him. 
They numbered (four copies of each) 371 during 1876. 

Six hundred and twenty-five cases were reported to Registrar of Habi- 
tual Criminals with Forms B and C, and registry kept of same. 

No escape was attempted from this prison in 1875 or 1876. 

The Board of Superintendence report that after litigation to recover 
some laud stated to belong to the prison the litigation has ended in the 
Corporation of the city (after an outlay of about .£3,000), being saddled 
with a perpetual rentcharge of £15 13s. Irish currency per annum, at the 
same time that they have acquired a head-rent of £30 Irish (about one per 
cent, on the total outlay).

My colleague, in his report for 1875, having called attention to the 
small daily average number of pupils who attended the prison school 
during that year, I observe a considerable improvement in the attendance 
in 1876. The daily average number of pupils which in 1875 was only 
20, increased to 38 in 1876 ; and individual prisoners who attended school, 
who only numbered 108 in 1875, were 224 in 1876. The number of 
days, however, on which school was held in 1876 was only 222, as 
compared with 265 in 1875. 
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The Episcopalian and Roman Catholic chaplains were constant in their North 
attendance at the prison school during the year, the Roman Catholic District. 
chaplain visiting it almost daily, and the Protestant chaplain every week. County of 
The Presbyterian chaplain, who is in very delicate health, did not visit. 

The visits paid by the chaplains to the school during 1876 were the Gao! f or 
Roman Catholic chaplain paid 138 visits ; the Protestant chaplain 40.

I found, when making my inspection of the prison books, that the 
Governor has been in the habit of selling waste paper for the use of the Gaol for 
prison, contrary to the provisions of the Prisons Act and rules of the gaol. Males. 
The Inspectors-General having brought the matter under the notice of the 
Executive, the Governor was directed by His Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
to refund the amount so illegally received by him, and was cautioned to 
be more careful in future. 

The journals of the principal officers of the prison are well and care- 
fully kept. Each class officer has a Daily Employment Book, which is 
summarized in the office in the abstract of the Employment of Prisoners 
Book. Each warder signs his name opposite the number of his class, the 
clerk being responsible for the tots. The Governor checks all the books, 
except the registry, every evening. He marks with red ink with his 
initials the Dietary Abstract, the Daily State, and other books. 

A separate book is kept at the gate for married warders who have 
authority to be absent from the prison at night. Separate places are 
allotted in the Visitors’ Book for recording the names , of visitors to 
prisoners on remand and those of persons who visit convicted prisoners.

I found m custody when I made my inspection 244 female inmates of 
tne gaol, and 83 males The latter were under short sentences of imprison- 
ment, all male offenders under long sentences being now detained in 
Richmond Bridewell only. 

With the exception of 12, all the male inmates of this gaol at the 
time of my inspection m December were under sentences for periods not 
exceeding one month. They had been sentenced for petty larcenies, drunk- 
enness, trifling assaults, and police offences ; yet one of these offenders 
now sentenced to an imprisonment of one month lias been 111 times in 
years of agc° r ^ R,cl,mt)Ild Bridewell > although he is only thirty-one 
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The female inmates of the gaol when I made my inspection included all 
offenders of that sex committed from the Dublin district. Twenty-six of 
these were for trial or on remand, 3 had been sentenced to imprisonment 
for two years each, 2 others for eighteen months, 23 for twelve months, 
32 for six or nine months respectively, and 86 for short periods of one, 
two, three, or four months. 

The remaining female prisoners in custody were under sentences of from 
three to fourteen days imprisonment each.

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It was with regret I observed that a large number of the offenders of North 
both sexes, inmates of this prison when I visited, were still very young, District. 
yet I learn that many of them are habitual offenders; one woman only County of 
nineteen years of age then in charge had ninety-two previous convictions City of 
against her ; four others of the same age had been — one fifty-two, two Caolfor 
twenty-eight, and one twenty-seven times in custody. These had been Males and 
sentenced to imprisonments — two for ten and two for fourteen days each ; Females. 
two women, who had each been ninety-five times convicted, were only 
twenty-two years of age ; another, with 156 convictions- recorded in the 
prison books of this gaol, was twenty-nine years of age ; and one, with 
200, was forty-six years of age. A woman, with ninety-two previous 
convictions, discharged ou the day of my visit, had been sentenced to an 
imprisonment of three days only. Two others, with eighty reconvictions, 
had been sentenced to an imprisonment of seven days each ; and another, 
with seventy-two convictions, had been sentenced for a like period of 
seven days. 

The treatment of women discharged from county and borough prisons in 
Ireland greatly requires improvement. Under the system established for 
convicts a large majority of the more grave female offenders are reformed, 
and it is a subject of regret that the principle adopted for convicts 
does not apply more generally to others. Each year the number of com- 
mittals of females to county gaols in Ireland increases. In 1875, 7,236 
females were committed to the Irish prisons; these had 61,623 previous 
committals recorded against them. In 1876 the numbers were 7,389 
individuals who had been 63,288 times in custody. 

The increase in the number of committals of females to this prison in 
1876 as compared with the y number in the previous year (1875), was 

1.010. In 1875 the total number of committals was 5,011. In 1876 it 
reached 6,021. The daily average number of females in custody in 1875 
was 181 ; in 1876 it was 208. 

The number of commitments to prison of offenders of both sexes for 
drunkenness has much increased in the Dublin district of late years. 

In 1876 3,834 males were committed to this prison; of these 2,579 
•were for drunkenness. In 1875 3,947 were committed, of whom 2,253 
were for that vice, showing an increase of 326 in the number of commit- 
tals of males for drunkenness to this prison in 1876. 

In 1876 6,025 females were committed to this prison, of whom 3,466 
were drunkards. 

In 1875 commitments of all classes of females to the prison numbered 

5.011, of which number 2,348 were for drunkenness. 

The number of females committed in 1874 was 5,075, of whom 2,289 Commit- 
were drunkards.* ments. 

Individual females committed for drunkenness increased from 1,335 in 

1875 to 1,644 in 1876. Two females were each committed twenty times 
during 1876 for that vice. In 1875 one female only was committed more 
than twelve times to this prison during the year for drunkenness. In 

1876 twelve females were so committed. 

These facts show the great increase of drunkenness within the Dublin 
district amongst the females, more especially during 1876; and it is 
evident that some legislative enactment is required to check the further, 
spreading of the vice. 

I have further to remark that nine females committed to this prison in 
1876 were found to be insane on committal, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing table.

Of the total number of 3,834 committals of males to this prison in 1876, 
2,579, or more than two-thirds, were for drunkenness; as, however, 
short-sentenced prisoners only are committed here, the relative proportion 
of drunkards in custody is greater than it would otherwise be. 

I regret to observe that 925 individuals of the artisan class were com- 
mitted to this gaol during the year in 1876.

On all my visits to this prison 1 found the premises in a creditable con- state, 
dition of order and cleanliness, the buildings in sound repair, and well 
kept. At one point, in front, the boundary wall of the gaol had fallen out 
of the perpendicular, but on examination by an architect it was pro- 
nounced to be safe, and it was not deemed necessary to incur any expense 
to remedy the defect. The sewerage is now effective. 

Since the appointment of Mr. Philpotts as Governor of this gaol he has 
hecn most energetic in his endeavours to have the prison in a satisfactory 
state, and by alterations in the old buildings by prison labour to adapt 
them as far as practicable to suit the requirements of the separate system. 

Since my last inspection he has removed several useless buildings, which 
incumbered the yards. He has converted ground formerly waste into 
gardens for the growth of vegetables for the use of the prisoners j lie lias 
opened yards for the exercise of the inmates, improved the ventilation 
and the sewerage, litted up baths, lavatories, and water-closets where 
necessary, and has shown much judgment in the alterations which he lias 
made. Since last inspection a water-closet has been provided in connexion 
with the wards on the ground floor of the hospital for females. 

A bath, with hot and cold water laid on, a lavatory, water-closet, and Bath, 
surgery, have been fitted up adjoining the cells next the male hospital ; 
and a water-closet, which was much required, in connexion with the male 
hospital ward, is now being erected, but has not yet been completed. An 
eflective fumigating closet is likewise in course of erection in connexion 
with the female reception ward, the present accommodation for the pur- 
pose having been found inadequate to meet the wants of the greatly 
increased number of prisoners committed daily. 

During the past year the fumigating closet in the male prison lias 
been much improved ; the door has been changed and other alterations 
made to render it effective. A new admission office for female prisoners is 
also being fitted up to obviate many inconveniences hitherto felt inconse- 
quence of the present office being used for the registry of prisoners of both 
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Cells.

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sexes. The Vartry water, for which a rent of £75 is paid, and gas 
pipes, have been introduced into every part of the establishment. 

One hundred and ninety-two cells are provided in the prison for 
females, and 123 in that appropriated for males. Of these, 188 (120 in 
the central hall and 62 in the old building) for females, and 120 for males, 
are artificially lighted, heated, and with appliances for communication with 
a prison officer (as required by the statute, 3 and 4 Vic., cap. 44). All 
are fit for the reception of prisoners under the separate system, and fully 
answer the object intended. I found on my inspection the bells and 
various appliances for separation in good order, the heating apparatus 
in both prisons working satisfactorily ; the locks and gates of the prison 
in good order, and some new have replaced those which had fallen into 
disrepair ; some iron check gates have been provided, and stoves placed 
where necessary ; the stores are roomy, well aired and ventilated ; the 
private clothing of prisoners is properly fumigated and cleansed before 
being put in store the property of each prisoner is made up in a separate 
bundle, with a list of the contents attached.

I found a sufficient supply of good bedding and prison clothing in use 
and in store, but stockings are not given to male prisoners, which, as I 
have, already observed in former reports, is a mistake. The general 
clothing, however, of the prisoners, is of a good description and is well 
looked after. The bedding in the cells was clean, except that as the 
pillows in the male prison have not covers, some were much soiled. Pillows 
should always have covers, which can be removed and washed. 

. Stock is regularly taken quarterly by the Governor and Female Super- 
intendent. The prison clothing is now made by the inmates, and is kept 
m good repair. On a late visit in 1877 I was much pleased with the 
order and regularity with which the stores were kept. 

The accommodation in the female prison fully meets the requirements 
of the district, so that it has not been hitherto found necessary to transfer 
females belonging to the city of Dublin jurisdiction to other prisons. The 
accommodation for males, however, in the prisons belonging to the muni- 
cipality is quite inadequate to meet the increased amount of crime in 
Dublin.; and notwithstanding that the Richmond Bridewell and part of 
this prison have been set apart for the use of male prisoners, it has 
been necessary to transfer, by order of the Lord Lieutenant, 120 prisoners 
ot that sex from the Richmond Bridewell to other county prisons besides 
this during 1876. 

.1 have every reason to be satisfied with the discipline carried out in 
this prison, which appears to have been well maintained during the year, 
and the rules have been well observed. On one occasion, in April, 1876, 
a male officer came on duty under the influence of drink. The offence 
was not reported to the Inspectors-General at the time, and the man was 
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not punished as the rules direct; but all the officials of the prison have 
been now informed that the rule on this head will be strictly enforced in 

' All prisoners are now bathed on admission, and afterwards the females 
weekly ; the males fortnightly. . 

No change having been made in the arrangements of this, gaol during 
1876, it is unnecessary for me here to repeat remarks on the circumstances 
of the prison, which have already been fully discussed in former years in 
the reports on the gaol by my colleague and myself, more especially as 
the time has now come when the whole system of prison management m 
the kingdom is on the point of being altered. I do not therefore in this 
report propose to enter into details which can be found in the reports of 
the Inspectors-General of former years.

In no instance during the past year was it necessary to call for the Pum* 
exercise of magisterial powers for the punishment pf prisoners m this 
„ ao l ■ and it is remarkable that some of the most violent and outrageous 
female offenders, who in former years gave much trouble, were submissive 
to discipline during 187G. I have always found that much of the insubor- 
dination of prisoners is due to tbeir treatment by the officers in charge, and 
that a mild but firm and strict discipline is attended with the best results.

The school for females continues to be well managed. It is in connexion School, 
with the Board of National Education; a'nd the results are satisfactory. 

Sisters of Charity rive religious instruction to the Roman Catholic female 
prisoners on two days of the week, and a Protestant lady to females of her 
own creed. A room at the entrance of tlie female prison is set apait loi 
the purpose of religions instruction of female prisoners. 

I find seven entries of visits to the school by the Protestant Chaplain

Labour. The yearly increase in the amount realized through prison labour in this 
gaol shows that the prisoners are usefully and profitably employed, not- 
withstanding the very short sentences of the male prisoners committed to 
the gaol. The accommodation for stonebreakers under the arches of the 
boundary wall is now sufficient, and thereby provision for carrying out a 
remunerative hard labour is provided. 

The female prisoners work iu the laundry and at other industrial works 
for six and a half hours, and besides they work in their cells for eight and 
a half hours daily. They sew, knit, pick oakum, and wash for the Rich- 
mond Bridewell and some other public establishments. 

The males break stones, pick oakum, make mats, and those who are 
artisans are employed at trades. 

Besides industrial work, the males are employed in the alterations of 
the gaol premises. 

The following abstract shows the industries and profit thereon in the 
prison during 1876.

I found the female hospital, as it has been for some years, very clean, 
orderly, and carefully attended to. A new water-closet has been put up 
off the lower ward during 1876. The padded cell has been found a useful 
adjunct in the treatment of insane and violent prisoners. A lavatory, 
water-closet, and surgery, have been put up adjoining the hospital cells in 
the male prison, and since my inspection a water-closet off the large hos- 
pital ward has been commenced. A padded cell has likewise been fitted 
up in the large hospital ward. It was much required, and no prison hos- 
pital should be without this most necessary appliance, without which there 
is always danger of murder of fellow-prisoners in hospital during the 
night by the insane placed there for observation, as has happened in the 
hospital of the Richmond Bridewell and other places.

Twentv-eight males and 9 females criminally committed were in custody 
when I visited ; one deserter was waiting for an escort ; five males and 
3 females were for trial, and 22 males and 6 females under various sen- 
tences of imprisonment. All the females and 8 males had been summarily 
committed by justices sitting at petty sessions ; nine males had been tried 
by jury at assizes and quarter sessions, and 5 were military offenders who 
had been tried by courts-martial. 

The sentences on the military prisoners were — two for a period of 672 
days, and three for 336 days each • one prisoner tried at assizes for assault 
had been sentenced for a term of eighteen months, 2 for twelve months 
each, 1 for nine, and 1 for five, 4 for six, and 1 for four months ; one was 
for three months, the remainder had been sentenced for short periods not 
in any case exceeding thirty days. All the females had been sentenced 
for short terms ; no sentence on any exceeded three months ; their offences 
were assaults, drunkenness, loitering for prostitution, and one was for a 
breach of the revenue laws.

The prison was when I visited very clean and orderly, the buildings State, 
in sound repair and well kept, the cells tidy, and the fittings lor carrying 
out separation in good working order ; the ventilation in the cells 
effective, and the heating apparatus -working satisfactorily in the male 
prison. No change has, however, been made in the heating of the female 
prison which is still very defective. 

Water is now plentifully supplied to all parts of the prison, and the 
baths are sufficient for the number of inmates of the gaol. 

No change has been made in the general arrangements of this gaol, 
or in the buildings since last inspection.

The supply of bedding which I found in the cells of the prison was 
ample and of a good description. 

The stores wei;e well arranged and orderly. The private clothes of pri- 
soners were in a separate store, and were suitably made up in bundles 
after having been duly cleansed and fumigated. 

The prison clothing in use and in store was of the best material (Lis- 
belaw frieze). Stockings or socks are now given to prisoners of both sexes, 
and caps, aprons, and neckerchiefs to the females.

Tlie school system carried on in the prison of the separate teaching of 
prisoners each m his cell is very defective. It is impossible to hare proper 

instruction given during theperiodallottedfor secular instruction of prisoners 

so long as the teaelier is compelled to repeat the instruction he gi ves to each 
individual, shut up in a separate cell iu the male prison as at present. I 
had a conversation with the Rev. Mr. Maclatchy the Presbyterian Chaplain 
on the subject and we both are of opinion that if the prisoners were to sit 
at the doors of their cells during school hours less time would be lost and 
the teacher would have a better opportunity of giving instruction to the 
prisoners. _ Vere Fosters copy-books with bead lines should be used in 
the classes in order that the pupils might have good bead lines to copy 
from, and that the time of the teacher should not be spent in writing 
copy lines. The Protestant and Presbyterian Chaplains each visited the 
prisoners at school three times during 1876, and noted their remarks in 
the school registry, but I did not find a single visit recorded or remarks 
made by the Roman Catholic Chaplain in the school registry.

Twelve males were in custody when I made my inspection of this 
gaol, but only one female prisoner. She was under a sentence of twelve 
months’ imprisonment for manslaughter. The males were — one for trial 
for larceny and 11 under different sentences of imprisonment, which varied 
from a period of nine months to one of fourteen days. The offences of 
which they were convicted were assaults, drunkenness, and wife desertion ; 
no young offender was in custody, and I learn that no prisoner under 
sixteen years of age was an inmate of the gaol up to the period of my 
visit in 1876. In July, 1875, two girls, sisters, aged fourteen and fifteen 
years, the daughters of a notorious thief, were sent .to a reformatory from 
this prison.

I found the prison buildings on my inspection in sound repair, clean 
and orderly. The officers’ quarters fairly kept and tidy, the walls of the 
prison lately whitewashed, and the grounds well kept. Since my last visit 
in 1874, the tread-wheel lias been repaired, and a new fly-wheel at top 
has been provided. The roof over the tread-wheel is now staunch, but 
some of the steps of the wheel are much worn. 

The female prison and hospital building were when I visited both very 
clean and properly kept, but there was only a single prisoner in the 
female prison, and the hospital was unoccupied. 

No structural alteration or change has been made in the prison build- 
ings during the year, or since last inspection. In former reports of the 
lnspectors-General the many defects of the prison have been already pointed 
out, and my colleague in his report for 1875 has fully explained the im- 
provements which should be made should the prison be continued as at 
present, but with the prospect of a new prison bill which will probably 
become law early in the coming session it is unnecessary for me to repeat 
what has been heretofore sufficiently commented on more especially as the 
proposed new system will be altogether different from that now in force 
in the gaol.

I found the bedding in the cells clean and of a good description. There 
was a sufficient supply in use and in store to meet the requirements of 
the few prisoners who are committed from this county. I found also a 
sufficient supply of good new prison clothing in the general store, but some 
of the clothes in the store intended for immediate use were much worn, and 
required to be repaired before being used ; other clothes also in the store 
were quite unfit for use and should be cast. 

The private' clothes of prisoners were in a separate store. They were pro- 
perly cared, tied up in separate bundles, with labels attached to each, and I 
was informed that they had been properly cleansed and disinfected before 
being put up. 
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Tbe fumigating closet lias been repaired since my last visit in 1874, and 
it is now in good order. 

Stockings and neckerchiefs are now given to female prisoners, but not 
caps.- Caps should always be worn by females in prison, and in well 
managed penitential institutions their wear is made obligatory. I regret 
that socks are not given to the male prisoners.

The tread-wheel having now been put into good working order, hard Labour, 
labour is maintained in this prison by the prisoners working on it and at 
the crank-pump for three hours in summer and two and a half in winter. 
Stone-breaking, matmaking, and sack-mending are the only industries 
carried on in the prison except that when an artisan is in custody he is 
employed at his trade for the benefit of the gaol. Two of the turnkeys 
are shoemakers by trade, and they superintend the shoemaking, when 
prisoners who understand the work are in charge.

The food for prison use which I tasted on the day of my visit was of a 
good description, and I learn from the inspection of Provisions Report 
Book that the Chaplains generally report favourably of the samples of 
food submitted for their inspection. I find, however, it stated in the 
journal of the Local Inspector that in April, 1876, he felt it his duty to 
send a sample of the milk supplied to the prison by the contractor for 
analysis to Professor Cameron, Dublin, who reported that it contained fifty 
per cent, of water. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody ; no complaint was made to 
me by any.

The registries of discipline and finance in this prison are kept by the 
clerk, and appear to be carefully entered up by him. The Governor in- 
formed me that he regularly checks the different books. I suggested 
to him that in future, when he does so, lie should mark with his initials 
the pages which he checks. The Local Inspector also should initial all 
the books checked by him. 

The journal of the Governor details the duties which he discharges in 
the prison. The journal of the Local Inspector is very full and carefully 
kept — in it are recorded all matters which come under his notice in the 
prison. He is a most painstaking officer, and devotes much time to the 
faithful discharge of his duties in the prison. The journal of the Medical 
Officer, and the hospital books are well and carefully kept. The Chaplains 
merely record in their journals the duties they perform.

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The Board meets for the discharge of business on the first Thursday of 
each month, when the salaries of all officers except that of the Medical 
Officer are paid and liabilities are discharged by cheque drawn in favour 
of the Local Inspector, who accounts at next meeting of the Board. The 
accounts are audited by a committee of the Grand Jury previously to each 
assize. 

The salary of the Medical Officer is then paid by presentment half- 
yearly at assizes. 

On Sunday the 10th September, 1876, a male prisoner (William 
MacDermott) under sentence for larceny and an assault on the police 
escaped from this prison, and was not retaken. In consequence of that 
escape, and in compliance with instructions which I received from the 
Executive I attended a meeting of the Board of Superintendence in the 
following week (on the 14tli September), and after a full inquiry taken 
on oath into the circumstances of the escape of the prisoner William 
M'Dermott from the gaol, and likewise having made myself acquainted on 
the spot with all the details of the case as well as the general manage- 
ment and discipline of the prison, I satisfied myself that the greatest 
la.xity prevailed in it, and I felt myself compelled to certify to His Grace 
the Lord Lieutenant under the 20th section of the statute 19 and 20 Vic., 
cap. 68, that the Governor and the male officers concerned in the escape 
had proved themselves “ incapable” and “ unfit to be in charge of pri- 
soners.” 

The Lord Lieutenant accordingly directed my colleague and myself to be 
present at, and take part in an inquiry which he instructed the Board to hold 
under that (the 20th) section of the Prisons Act. At that inquiry all the 
facts elicited on the previous investigation were substantiated, and it further 
appearing that neither the appointment of the Governor nor those of the 
subordinate officers implicated had been confirmed under the 19th section 
of the Prisons Act (19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68), His Grace the Lord Lieu- 
tenant instructed the Board that the Governor and two of the subordinate 
staff should be requested to resign. 

The Governor and the two members of the subordinate staff having 
resigned on the 25th January, the Board passed a resolution, that having 
accepted the resignation of the Governor “ the Board of Superintendence 
is of opinion that it is not advisable to appoint a successor to the office 
pending the action of Parliament with reference to Irish Prisons.” They 
have accordingly placed the senior warder, Thomas Elliott, in charge of 
the gaol, and have requested the Local Inspector to visit the prison at 
least once daily, and to exercise a close supervision and control over it. 
To remunerate these officers for the additional duty and responsibility thus 
entailed upon them the Board recommended that from the above date a 
presentment of the sum of £8 6s. 8 d. per month (being one-lialf of the 
salary of the late Governor) be passed at next assizes to enable them to 
raise the head warder’s salary from £3 6s. 8 d. to £5 6s. 8d., and the 
Local Inspector’s salary from £8 6s. 8d. to £14 13s. id. during the time 
they may be so employed. The Board have likewise filled up the vacancies 
in the subordinate staff, but under a distinct agreement that no compensa- 
tion be claimed or granted in case the services of the persons so appointed 
be dispensed with under the provisions of the new Prisons Act.

I found on my inspection 46 males and 22 females in custody ; no 
debtor was in charge. Four males were on remand or for trial ; a deserter 
was waiting for escort, and 4 naval prisoners were under a sentence of 
forty-two days each. 

Amongst the convicted prisoners in custody, 8 were for offences against 
property, 1 was a Poor Law offender ; the other male inmates of the gaol 
had been committed for assaults, stabbing, drunkenness, and disorderly 
conduct. 

Of the 22 females in custody only one was under sentence for larceny, 
all the others had been convicted of drunkenness, assaults, and two for 
breaking glass, both of the latter very young, 1 fourteen, and 1 sixteen 
years of age. From the character which the elder sister and her mother 
bear I fear that the child of fourteen has a sad life of crime before her, 
and I entered a suggestion on the prison books that should she be again 
committed to prison it would be a mercy to send her to a reformatory, 
to remove her from the evil influences by which she is surrounded. 

One male young offender was also in charge, a boy of thirteen years of 
age, now under a sentence of one month for an assault, but although so 
young he has two previous convictions recorded against him on the prison 
books for killing rabbits, and he appears to be a confirmed law breaker. 

The sentences on the convicted prisoners were — the males, 1 for two 
years, 5 for twelve months, 5 for six months, 6 for two and three mouths 
respectively, the remainder for periods varying from one month to seven 
days. 

One offender who had been sentenced to a reformatory was in custody ; 
one female in custody was an habitual offender under sentence of twelve 
months’ imprisonment for larceny, the other females had been sentenced for 
periods of one month and under for drunkenness and disorderly conduct. 

Two males and one female, known to have been returned convicts, were 
committed to this prison in 1876.

The preceding tables show the frequent recommittals of the same 
individual offenders, especially females ; 1 female was fourteen times 
committed to the prison in 1875, 1 male and 2 females thirteen times, 
2 females and 1 male twelve times in 1876, and 1 female committed in 
that year had been between 160 and 180 times in custody ; 2 females 
from ninety to 100 times, and 3 from seventy to eighty times. 

Two hundred and fifty-nine individual male prisoners, and 103 females 
had been committed to the gaol in 1876 up to day of inspection, of these 
84 males and 52 females were old offenders, who have the 84 males 595, 
and the 52 females 1,305 previous convictions recorded against them on 
the books of the gaol.

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I found the prison when I made my inspection very clean, orderly, and North 
well kept; the buildings in sound repair and well looked after ; the cells District. 
tidy, and the fixtures and appliances for carrying out the separate system jfffon- 
in good order. The bedding and the clothing of the prisoners in use and derry 
in store were clean and of a good description. Gas was in every occu- County 
pied cell ; the heating apparatus was in good working order. There was ao ' ' 
an abundant supply of water to every part of the gaol from the city main, 
and the water-closets and baths with hot and cold water laid on were suffi- 
cient for the use of the prisoners. The laundry and kitchen are well 
arranged, and the cooking for the entire establishment is done by a siugle 
female prisoner. A rent of £30 yearly is paid to the City Waterworks 
for the water supply. I found the stores tidy and well regulated when I 
visited ; the private clothing of prisoners was properly labelled and put 
up in bags in store, after having been first properly fumigated. The 
fumigating apparatus answers the purpose intended. Gas has been intro- 
duced into all the occupied portions of the prison, except the debtors’ 
apartments; it burns in the corridors during the night. One hundred and 
thirty-six cells for males and thirty-four for females exist in the prison, 
of these, fifty-seven for males and thirty-four for females are artificially 
lighted, warmed, ventilated, and have bells. 

The boiler which heats the water for the laundry, baths, and drying- 
closet, supplies also steam for the cooking of the provisions for the use of 
prisoners. 

The officers’ quarters were clean and tidy when I inspected them. 

The photographs of prisoners are taken by a prison officer at a cost to Photo- 
the Board of somewhat less than 4 d. for each prisoner photographed. The g ra phy- 
photographic-room is used also for prisoners to see their friends. They 
are separated by a double screen sufficiently far apart, but they have the 
opportunity of seeing each other. 

With the immediate prospect of legislation on prisons in Ireland, and 
the inauguration of a new system consequent thereon, it is unnecessary 
for me to enter into details on various matters to which I would otherwise 
call attention, more especially as under a new system, many changes must 
be made.

Labour. When I visited the inmates of the gaol were usefully employed at in- 
dustrial labour; the males matmaking, weaving, and stone-breaking. 
Some who were unfit to break stones were picking oakum. The females 
were also usefully employed. Some were washing, sewing, or knitting 
and others picking oakum. The profits from the work of prisoners dis- 
posed of outside the gaol were £209 Os.

The registries and other books in this prison are well and carefully Books, 
kept by the clerk, and are regularly checked by the Local Inspector and 
Governor — by the Local Inspector monthly, and the Governor checks all 
the most important books daily. The journal of the Governor is a careful 
record of the various occurrences in the prison. The Local Inspector also 
has a journal, which is well kept. He likewise supervises the general 
management of the prison, and the Inspectors-General have for many 
years repeated in their reports their approval of the manner in which 
his duties are performed. He is in constant attendance in the gaol ; has 
great experience as a prison officer, and carefully supervises every depart- 
ment. He was absent in England when the late escape of a prisoner 
from the gaol was effected, and I am confident that had he been at home 
he would not have permitted the laxity of discipline which enabled that 
escape to be effected. The Medical Officer and the Chaplains also have 
journals in which they state the duties they perform.

The Board meets on the third Wednesday of each month, when the 
salaries of the subordinate staff are paid. The salaries of the extern 
officers are paid by presentment half-yearly at assizes, that of the Governor 
quarterly. 

Small accounts are settled monthly by the Board, contractors half-yearly 
at assizes. 

General Observations. 



No escape from the prison or from any of the bridewells of the county 
was attempted in 1875 or 1876, but I regret to have to report that since 
the commencement of 1877 (on the 31st January) a prisoner, William 
Thompson, alias Watkins, for trial charged with stealing a pair of boots 
and a cloak, escaped from this prison under circumstances denoting great 
laxity of discipline and carelessness on the part of the hospital warder, 
Benjamin Wilson. The hospital building is three stories in height. It 
was at the time unoccupied by sick, and was in charge of warder Wilson, 
who resides in it with his wife, who is hospital nurse. 'The prisoner 
Watkins was employed to whitewash the inside walls and the ceiling of 
the staircase of the hospital, which is from sixteen to seventeen feet from 
the floor. In order to whitewash the ceiling a scaffold had been erected 
on the staircase, and to reach it two ladders were lashed together, which 
when joined measured sixteen feet eight inches in length. ° 

Hospital warder Wilson is likewise employed to teach matmakino- and 
weaving, and he states that about 3.5 p.m. he gave the prisoner WfSkins 
his dinner, and left him alone with the ladders in the hospital, without 
even taking the precaution to lock the door. Warder Wilson then went 
to the upper prison to take some mats out of store, and’ called at the office 
to have the invoice made out. He returned to the hospital (he states) at 
about 3.25, or 3.30 p.m. and found the prisoner still eating his dinner. 
Again leaving the door unlocked he left the hospital a second time to 
the invoice for the mats, and a glue pot from the carpenter’s shop, a'nd 
did not return to the hospital until after the escape of the prisoner. 
Another warder (Foster), when returning to the prison from his dinner 
met the prisoner Watkins in the street of Londonderry at about 3.45 p.m. 
Although struck by the resemblance of the man he met to Watkinsj 
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roster thought it so incredible that the prisoner could have escaped, that Nosth 
he made no attempt to capture the man, but on his return to the gaol he DlSTIlICT 
told some of the staff that he had seen Watkins’ ghost 

The prisoner appears to have taken the two ladders tied together out 
of the front door ot the hospital, and to have placed them against the 
adjoining boundary wall which is in that place twenty-one feet high 
on the inside and he then escaped by dropping from the wall, a height 
of twenty-six feet, on soft ground on the outside. 

The Board of Superintendence held two inquiries into the facts of the 
escape, and they finally passed tlie following resolution : 

“ Resolved— That the system whereby it is possible for a prisoner at work even bv 
himself within the walls of a gaol, to be left even for a few minutes in an unlocked build- 
ing, without the constant supervision of a warder is insecure and fault}-, and we call unon 
th ® ® overnor t0 take such steps as will render a future escape impossible. P

tlle Inspoctors-General have called attention in their 
i c ports to the disgraceful condition and circumstances of the police lock-up 
which adjoins and forms part of the prison building. An arrangement 
was being made to have a suitable lock-up built, but as a new system will 
be inaugurated almost immediately the matter has been postponed for the 
present. In no town in Ireland is a properly constructed police lock-up 
more required than in the city of Londonderry.

Thirty-four male and 3 female prisoners were inmates of the gaol wlien 
I made my inspection ; only one of the male prisoners was under a com- 
mittal for an offence against property. He had been sentenced to an 
imprisonment of nine months for embezzlement; one military offender 
had been sentenced for a term of 672 days for desertion. All the other 
male convicted prisoners in custody bad been found guilty of assaults, 
vagrancy, drunkenness, or disorderly conduct. The three female prisoners 
in charge had been summarily convicted, and sentenced to imprisonment, 

1 for one month for an assault on the police, and 2 for a term of seven 
days for rooting potatoes. 

.Nine males under sentence had been convicted by juries at assizes and 
quarter sessions, and 19 summarily by justices sitting at petty sessions. 

The sentences of the convicted male prisoners, besides that on the mili- 
tary offender in custody were — 1 for eighteen months, 3 for twelve months, 

2 for nine, 2 for eight, 2 for six, 3 for two, 1 for three (a cumulative 
sentence), 11 for one month respectively. Eive had been committed for 
seven or fourteen days each, with the exception of the military offender 
and the man convicted of embezzlement ; all the male inmates of the gaol 
were under committals for assaults and other offences against the person, 
vagrancy, drunkenness, and disorderly conduct. 

Eight vagrants had been sentenced to imprisonment for one month each, 
and a poor law offender for assault on the master of the workhouse for 
two months. 

I regret to observe several committals of young offenders of eighteen 
and twenty years of age for assaults and drunkenness ; one lad only four 
months past sixteen years of age, and apparently not so old was under a 
sentence of nine months for an indecent assault, and another eighteen 
years of age had been sentenced for eight months for assaulting the police. 

J uveniles. 

Three juveniles, males were committed to this prison previously to in- JuveDile*. 
spection in November, 1876. No female under sixteen years of age was 
committed during that period. 

No young offender was sentenced to a reformatory during the year, but 
two (males) were whipped by order of court.

No structural alteratiou was made in this prison during 187G or since 
the visit of my colleague in May, 1875, and the defects in the buildings 
then enumerated, as well as in previous reports, still exist. 

It is unnecessary for me to again call attention to structural defects 
which under existing circumstances will not now be changed, and most 
probably under a new prison system might not suit the altered condition 
of the gaol. I must, however, observe that, although there is no means 
to heat the male prison except by fires in the day-rooms, a heating 
apparatus exists in the female prison, yet up to the time when I made my 
inspection in November, 1876, it had not been used. The boiler was 
corroded and useless, and was then only being replaced by a new boiler. 
It was, in my opinion, great neglect not to have had the work done during 
the previous summer months. The pump in the female prison was also 
out of order, but it also was being repaired. These repairs should not 
have been postponed until so late a period of the year. 

I found the prison buildings in sound repair and well kept. The 
bedding in use was clean, and the cells tidy, but some of the sheets 
and rugs in the cells were much worn and in holes. Two of the prisoners 
also who were for trial were in rags. I am aware that prisoners under 
short sentences or for trial may wear their own clothes, but only when 
they are decent, which the clothes to which I refer were not. I directed 
that these prisoners be clad in the prison dress. 

Sewerage. The sewerage is still defective, and the Governor informed me that as 
the suggested improvement in the sewers would be attended with consider- 
able expense it had been postponed until Parliament had decided whether 
the present arrangements would be changed. I suggested that in the mean- 
time that the down pipes from the roof of the prison might be connected 
with the sewerage, thereby causing an improved ventilation in the sewers 
by permitting the escape of noxious gases. The work might be done by 
the prisoners without expense. 

For the reasons given above it is useless to enter into details on matters 
which under existing circumstances I do not now propose to have 
altered, and I merely suggest that the Board should by the appointment 
of efficient officers and improved management restore the prison to the 
position it formerly held under Mr. Rawlins, and for some time after the 
late Governor took office. 

The Board have now made arrangements to reorganize the prison staff 
and I look forward to satisfactory results.

I found fourteen male prisoners crowded together in the schoolroom in School, 
a manner totally subversive of discipline, even the black board was hung 
behind the prisoners showing that it could be little used. 

The teacher has been trained under the National Board ranking second 
of third class, and if he had a proper schoolroom I have no doubt that he 
would be well qualified to instruct the class of prisoners who are inmates 
of this gaol. 

The Chaplains frequently visit the school and report favourably of the 
instruction given. The Presbyterian Chaplain has entered a report in the 
school registry in which he states that the prisoners are most anxious to 
improve. No school was held in the female prison from the middle of 
August to the date of my visit in November. The school is in connexion 
with the Board of National Education.

Notwithstanding the average numbers of 25 males and 4 females inmates Labour, 
of the prison in 1875, and 26 males and 4 females in 1876, the profits re- 
turned from prison labour disposed of outside the gaol in 1875 was only 
.£3 17s. 5d., and up to November, 1876 nil, showing the great neglect of 
the Governor to his duty in carrying out remunerative labour during that 
period. I learned that the only industrial labour latterly in the prison 
was picking oakum, and the Governor informed me that the contractor 
had failed to supply stones to be broken, but I consider the excuse was 
not valid, and the fact is, in my opinion, another evidence of neglect.

General Observations. 

I regret to have to report unfavourably of Mr. Murphy, late Governor 
of the gaol, who formerly was reputed an efficient officer, and had given 
satisfaction to the Board of Superintendence, the Grand Jury, and the 
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North Inspectors- General. My colleague and I on our statutable inspections in 
‘ stric t. 1873, 1874, and in previous years, found the prison in a creditable con- 
longford dition of order, cleanliness, and discipline. The visiting committee of the 
C° unt y Grand J ury also then reported most favourably of its state, but latterly 
ao • the Governor has evinced great remissness in tbe discharge of the duties 
of his office, and having become embarrassed in circumstances, and suffer- 
ing from failing health and family bereavement has now resigned the 
office of Governor which he is no longer qualified to hold. In 1875 
my colleague on liis inspection found a great change in the institution, 

. the bedding in the reception class of the male prison was filthy, industrial 
labour insufficiently maintained amongst the prisoners, and discipline not 
well enforced. In 187G the matron and gate-porter having made certain 
charges against the Governor and some of the subordinate officers, the 
Board of Superintendence requested the Inspectors-General to assist them 
in an inquiry on oath into the facts of the case. Ten members of the 
Board attended the inquiry, at which I was also present, and after a full 
investigation we satisfied ourselves that the Governor had been guilty of 
gross breaches of prison discipline, that he had not upheld his position in 
the prison, and that he consorted with the subordinate members of his 
staff. Having regard to these facts and on the suggestion of the Board 
tbe Governor tendered his resignation, but the Board Avhen receiving it 
passed a resolution recommending that in consequence of his former efficTent 
services and liis previous good conduct a grant be made to him by the 
Grand Jury of an amount equal to one year’s salary and emoluments, in 
lieu of superannuation, allowance. 

At their request, and medical certificates of his impaired health having 
been forwarded to the office of the Inspectors-General I have issued a 
recommendation in furtherance of tbe provisions of tbe 4tb section of the 
Act 36 and 37 Vic., cap. 51, that a gratuity not exceeding the amount of 
his annual salary and emoluments for one year be made to Mr. Murphy 
by the Grand J ury at the next assizes. 

From the results of the inquiry I calculate that a considerable improve- 
ment will be made in the management of the prison, and that it will be 
soon restored to its former condition. The matron (Miss Robiuson) and 
the gate warder (Bruen) deserve credit for the manner in which they 
brought the defects in the discipline of the prison under the notice of the 
authorities. 

The Board of Superintendence now fully conversant with the circum- 
stances of their gaol have appointed Alexander G. Kingstone, esq., 
Governor, and propose to make such other changes in their staff as are 
necessary to make it effective. Mr. Kingstone who formerly held the 
office of Local Inspector is well qualified, and I have no doubt will make 
an efficient Governor. 

Since this report was written the Board have forwarded the following 
resolution to the Inspectors-General of Prisons

Forty-four prisoners (31 males and 13 females) were inmates of this 
gaol when I made my inspection. They included two males and 1 female 

011 remand and for trial, 6 (males) tried by juries at assizes and quarter 
sessions, 6 military prisoners tried by courts-martial, and 17 males and 

12 females summarily convicted by justices sitting at petty sessions ; of 
these 17 were drunkards. 

The sentences on the military prisoners were 2 for 672 days, 3 for 336 
days, and 1 for 168 days. 

Amongst the male prisoners convicted by civil tribunals, 1 man was 
under a sentence of two years’ imprisonment for larceny, 2 for assault 
with intent to rob sentenced for twelve and thirteen months respectively, 

2 for nine and 1 for eight months, 1 for six and 1 for four months. The 
remainder were for short periods in no case exceeding two months. 

With the exception of two offenders convicted, one of a larceny the 
other of breach of the excise laws, and sentenced for seven and two 
months respectively, all the convicted female prisoners in custody had 
been sentenced for assaults and drunkenness, for terms of one month 
and under. Many of the inmates of the gaol when I visited were old 
offenders ; 1 man under a sentence of four months’ imprisonment for an 
assault on the police had been upwards of sixty times in custody, 1 f era ^® 
prisoner had 286 convictions recorded against her on the gaol books, and s 
others had been convicted from 100 to 150 times. Up to the period 
of my visit in October, 1876, 50 females had been inmates of the gaol, 
nmongst whom 31 offenders had been 960 times in the prison under 
charges of drunkenness, loitering for prostitution, assaults, and larceny. 

One hundred and sixty-two males had been committed; of these lib 
had not hitherto been in custody in this gaol, and 46 grave offenders have 
539 previous committals recorded on the prison registry against them. 

Juveniles. 

1 found in the gaol when X made my inspection a child twelve years of Juveniles, 
age, both of whose parents had died in the workhouse ; he was on remand 
for stealing boots. He appeared to me to be a fine intelligent child, and 
I suggested that he be sent to a reformatory where he could learn a useiul 
trade hy which he might support himself in after life, and thus escape 
being absorbed into the criminal classes amongst whom he has already pre- 
cociously entered, otherwise a long career of crime must await linn unless 
checked by reformatory treatment. Four young offenders had previously 
been committed, 2 for larceny and 2 for disorderly conduct, h .0 young 
offender was up to the period of my visit sent to a reformatory from 
this county during the year. No female under sixteen years of age was 
committed to this gaol in 1876.

Since my last inspection of this prison many improvements have been 
well carried out. The heating apparatus in both prisons was then 
defective, that in the female prison particularly so ; both have been now 
rearranged, and on my present visit I found the water in the cistern at the 
extreme end of the female prison at boiling point, and that in the cistern 
of the male prison at 122 degrees — the thermometer was at 68 degrees. 
A panel has been put up at the iron railing which separates the male from 
the female prison, an improvement urgently required. 

A shed roof has been placed over the boiler for potatoes and the steam 
disinfecting machine at the rere of the prison. The work is well done, 
and perfectly answers the object intended. There is, however, as yet no 
bath in the female prison, prisoners of that sex are now washed in the 
troughs in the laundry, an arrangement of which I cannot approve. 

The proposed alteration of the handles of the bells to prevent suicide, 
which has been suggested, and which would have been attended with a 
very trifling expense, has not been carried out, neither have the seats in the 
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cha P el been altered. The end wall of the prison is still dangerously damp 
_ * and the hospital has not yet been rendered habitable by the exclusion 
Louth of the damp which oozes through the outer walls. 

No change has been made in the cooking department of the prison. 
It was suggested by the Inspectors-General that it be placed in charge 
of the inmates of the female prison, but the suggestion has not been 
adopted by the Board. 

As it is proposed that a new prison Bill will be introduced early in 
the next session of Parliament which will alter the entire prison system 
of the country, I do not at present suggest that expensive alterations in the 
structural arrangements of the gaol be made until the wishes of Parlia- 
ment are known, but I regret that inexpensive improvements are not 
carried out. 

I found the prison buildings on my inspection very clean, orderly, and 
well kept, generally in sound repair, except that the damp on the walls 
of some parts of the buildings still continues. The cells are tidy, and the 
bells and appliances for separation are in good order — gas, water, and 
commodes are in every cell, and the Governor reports that no inconvenience 
is felt from the arrangement. My experience satisfies me that when due 
care is used these appliances should be provided in every separate prison.

The prescribed dietary has been strictly adhered to during the year. Provisions. 
I tasted the food prepared for the use of the prisoners on the day of my 
visit. The stirabout and bread were of excellent quality and the loaves 
of bread of good weight, but the milk was not good, and when tested 
it showed one-third water. The Chaplains however do not report 
unfavourably of the samples submitted for their inspection. 
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North I questioned all the prisoners in custody at the time of my visit • some 
district, complamed of the stirabout, which they stated was not properly boiled 
Louth although the meal of which it was mailo was of a good description! 
The long sentenced prisoners also complained of the dietary scale, but 
admitted they received the prescribed allowance. One prisoner, a Roman 
Catholic, complained that I 10 was not given books.

County of the Town of Drogheda Gaol, at Drogheda. — Statutable 
Inspections, 11th July and 19th September, 1876. 



When I made my official inspection of the gaol on the 11th July, 8 
male and 10 female prisoners were in custody. The males were a 
deserter waiting for escort from the War Office. Two offenders under 
sentence for larceny, one convicted before the judge at assizes, the other 
summarily by magistrates at petty sessions — one poor-law offender and 3 
drunkards. All the females then in custody were prostitutes committed for 
disorderly conduct, being drunk and loitering for prostitution. 

The sentences on the convicted prisoners were, the males, one sentenced 
to an imprisonment of forty-eight hours for being drunk, 3 sentenced to 
an imprisonment of three months each, and 3 sentenced to one month, 
one of whom was blind and almost idiotic. He was under a committal 
for assaulting boys who were teasing him in the street. One female had 
been sentenced to an imprisonment of forty-eight hours, and 8 for ono 
month each by the mayor and borough magistrates. 

When I again inspected the gaol, in September, all the female prisoners 
in custody (9) were likewise under sentences either for drunkenness, 
loitering for prostitution, or disorderly conduct ; 5 had been sentenced 
for one month, 3 for fourteen days, and 1 for one week. 

Eleven males were then in custody — one, a police pensioner, sentenced 
to an imprisonment of three months for perjury; a militiaman sentenced 
to be imprisoned for two months for being absent from training. Three 
offenders sentenced for assaults, 2 to be imprisoned for one month, and 1 
for fourteen days. Five males had been sentenced for periods varying 
from seven to thirty days, for drunkenness, and a paralytic and idiot man 
for one month for abscondiug with the clothes he wore from the workhouse, 
where he informed me he had been reared. One of the male prisoners in 
charge for drunkenness had a short time previously attempted to commit 
suicide in a fit of delirium tremens.

The preceding tables show that during the six months which preceded 
my first inspection of this gaol in 1876, the daily average numbers 
of prisoners in custody was (omitting fractions) only 6 of males and 
3 of females. On both occasions when I made my official inspection 
drunkards were the only inmates of the female prison. When we 
Recommit- examine the tables of recommittals, we find that one male and two females 
ments. committed during the first six months of the year had already been 
inmates of the gaol upwards of thirty times each. The individual pri- 
soners committed up to that date numbered 74 males and 27 females ; 32 
males and 15 females were old offenders, constantly recommitted to the 
prison who have already the 42 males 244 and the 12 females 198 
committals and recommittals recorded against them on the books of this 
prison. 

One male in custody on my visit in September had been twenty-six 
times previously convicted, another sixteen times — both for drunkenness. 

One female, a prostitute, J. 14., had been thirty-nine times an inmate 
of the gaol, another, A. C., thirty-two times, and others eighteen, fourteen, 
seven, and five times.

This prison was on both occasions when I inspected it very clean and 
orderly, the buildings in sound repair and well kept, the bells and 
appliances for separation in good order, with the exception of the bell in 
the punishment cell for males. I have suggested that a spiral spring pull 
be fixed to the bell in that cell. There would then be no possibility of 
putting the bell out of order, and the prisoner could not commit suicide 
by hanging himself from the handle of the bell in his cell, as has some- 
times happened. 

Since my last visit a boiler to boil clothes has been fixed in the laundry, 
and a neat railing has been erected in front of the gaol. The kitchen 
which on my former visit was being altered has since been completed, 
and is found to fully answer the object intended. The cooking is now well 
and satisfactorily done by female prisoners. 

Pending proximate legislation I do not suggest that any' expenditure 
be incurred in alterations of the buildings, as I consider the prison is 
satisfactorily managed at present.

I found the bedding in the cells of a good description and clean ; the 
supply sufficient for the requirements of the prison. The prison clothing 
also was sufficient and suitable, except that the female prisoners do not 
wear caps. Caps should be supplied to them, and they should be com- 
pelled to wear them, as is done in every well regulated prison. The 
towels in the lavatory were very bad and worn, new towels should be 
provided. 

The stores are well kept, they are clean and orderly. The prison cloth- 
ing is all made up in the prison, and when an artisan is in custody his 
skill is turned to the best advantage for the use of the prison. 

The photographs of prisoners are still taken by an artisan belonging to 
the town who receives 45. 6 d. remuneration for four copies of each photo- 
graph taken. 

No watch is held in this gaol after 10 p.m., but the Governor states 
that from the position of his bedroom he can hear the slightest noise in 
the cells, and if a prisoner rings his bell he can be distinctly heard. The 
Matron also sleeps in a room near the female prison. 

Gas has been introduced into every part of the prison except the cells 
on the middle range, which are seldom used. 

No escape was attempted from the prison during the year.

The blind m&n was un- 
employed. I am of opinion that the Governor turns the labour of the 
prisoners to the best advantage, but it is difficult to obtain much work 
from the class of prisoners sent to this prison. The prisoners sentenced to 
hard labour work at the pump, break stones, and are employed at shot- 
drill. Those at industrial labour pick oakum, and make brushes and 
mats. The females wash, sew, sprig, and knit.

Thirty- three male and 9 female prisoners were in custody when I made 
my inspection of this prison ; 3 males and 1 female on remand, and 23 
males and 2 females under sentence, having been convicted by juries at 
assizes and quarter sessions. Seven males and G females had been sum- 
marily tried by justices sitting in petty sessions. Of the above, 18 male 
prisoners were under convictions for offences against the person, assaults, 
and wounding; 1 sentenced for two years, 8 for nine months, 6 for 
six months, and 3 for three months. Six were under sentences for 
offences against property — cattle stealing, larceny, and receiving stolen 
goods ; they had been sentenced, 1 for twelve months, 2 for six months, 
1 for five months, and 2 for three months. One revenue prisoner was in 
custody ; he had been sentenced to an imprisonment of six months. The 
remaining male inmates of the prison had been convicted of drunkenness 
and vagrancy, besides 1 was on remand for murder. 

The female prisoners inmates of the gaol on the day of my visit were, 1 an 
habitual offender under a sentence of twelve months, one woman on remand 
for murder, and another convicted of stealing a dog. The other female 
prisoners in custody had been convicted of workhouse offences, drunken - 
ness, and vagrancy. Three had been sentenced for three months ; the 
rest, terms of from seven to fourteen days. 

Juveniles. 

At the time of my inspection 1 young offender was in custody, under 
a sentence of six months for larceny. His was a case for a reformatory, 
but the presiding Judge ruled that he was, by one month, above the legal 
age when he could be sent to such an institution. Seven males, including 
the above mentioned offender and two female juveniles, were committed to 
this prison in 187 6. Two of the males were under twelve years of age. 

One of the two above mentioned female juveniles was acquitted. The 
other, thirteen years of age, was sentenced for an assault to an imprison- 
ment of seven days. One of the male juveniles had been arrested on 
suspicion of being an absconder from a reformatory, which, however, was 
not the case, and he was discharged accordingly. The others were con- 
victed of illegal fishing, drunkenness, assaults, and 2 of offences against 
property, one a trifling larceny, the other embezzlement ; they had been 
sentenced only for short periods. I found amongst the male prisoners a lad 
stated to be a tew months past his sixteenth year, in custody for begging and 
vagrancy. . He informed me that he is a native of Sligo, and that about five 
years ago his parents, who were pedlars of small wares, deserted him, since 
then . he has been going about looking for chance employment, and living 
by his wits. He appears to be well known to Governor of Sligo Gaol, 
where I have directed special inquiry to be made concerning him.

Prom the preceding tables it will be seen that 1 male in custody in 1876, 
had been previously committed between eighty and ninety times; another 
between seventy and eighty times ; 2 females between forty and fifty 
times ; others twenty, thirty, and forty times each. 

In consequence of the vicious system of association of prisoners in this 
gaol according to classes, the lad (M. G-.) above mentioned, was, at the 
time of my visit, of necessity in association in the gaol with another 
vagrant — a stranger whose antecedents were not ascertained, but \yho 
evidently is a most unfit person to be left alone with a young lad. I sug- 
gested that they be kept as far as possible separate. 

Structural This large prison although containing 105 cells for males and thirty-six 
delects. f or females, is so structurably defective, that it is with the greatest diffi- 
culty a prisoner can be isolated from vicious fellow prisoners belonging 
to the class in which he is placed. 

The kitchen is still in charge of male prisoners. 

The photographs of habitual offenders are taken by a prison officer, who 
receives Qd. per copy as remuneration for his services.

Since my last inspection matting has been put on the floor of the 
Protestant chapel, and a curtain has been hung up to separate prisoners 
of different sexes when present at chapel. Pew Protestant prisoners are, 
however, committed to this prison ; at the time of my visit only two were 
in the gaol, and frequently none are in it. 

No structural improvement has been made in the prison since last inspec- 
tion, but I found the gaol premises very clean, orderly, and well kept, 
the buildings in sound repair, and carefully looked after, but defective in 
many points. Although there is an abundant supply of water, there is 
no water-closet in the prison, except in the hospital, but earth-closets are 
in the yards. The sewerage is bad ; and I noticed a disagreeable smell 
from it when passing through the premises. 1 believe the Governor to be 
very anxious to have his prison in a creditable condition, and it is to be 
regretted that he has not the opportunity to carry out an effective prison 
system.

I found a large quantity of unnecessary bedding scattered over the 140 
cells of which this prison is composed. In some cells the bedding was imper- 
fect, having blankets without sheets ; some of the blankets and a few of 
the rugs were in holes. Scattered through flagged, unheated cells, bed- 
ding gets damp, and I have directed that all unnecessary bedding be 
removed from the cells, and placed in store ; there is quite sufficient 
bedding in the prison to supply the wants of the number of inmates who 
are committed to it, and the arrangement which I suggest will enable 
every warder to have ample and good bedding in the occupied cells of his 
division. Some of the clothing in use at the time of my visit was not of 
a good description ; the trowsers of one prisoner was much torn ; wooden 
clogs, with leather uppers, are given to the prisoners, but neither stockings 
or socks to either male or female prisoners ; they are, however, permitted 
to wear their own stockings, if they have any ; aprons or neckerchiefs 
are not supplied to female prisoners. 

The stores in the gaol are well kept and orderly. The private clothing g toreSf 
of the prisoners is carefully made up in bundles and labelled ; a printed 
docket of the articles signed by the prisoner and warder in charge is placed 
on each bundle. 

A fumigating box is in each prison, and the clothes are carefully 
cleansed and disinfected before being put into store.

The punishment cells are boarded, but are not artificially heated. 

I found one male under punishment in a solitary cell. He had 
bartered his suspenders with another prisoner, and then had refused to 
give them to him, which ended in a quarrel. All prisoners should be 
given suspenders, which could be made by the prisoners of the selvage 
of cloth. ° 

No secular instruction is given to prisoners in this gaol, but the 
Roman Catholic inmates, both males and females, are visited by and 
receive moral and religious instruction on two days of the week, from 
Sisters, of Mercy, under the superintendence of the Roman Catholic 
chaplain of the gaol.

I quite agree in the opinion expressed by my colleague in his report 
for 18 f 5 that hard and industrial labour is not sufficiently enforced here. 

Prisoners sentenced to hard labour work on the tread-wheel for two 
hours daily with one half period of rest. They likewise break stones. 
When a skilled artisan is in custody he is employed at his trade. 
Painting, glazing, masonry, carpentry, and the tailoring of prison clothes 
are carried on by prisoners, but the uniforms of officers are supplied by 
contract from outside, and likewise the clogs used by prisoners of both 
sexes.. The amount of profit from the sale of goods, the work of prisoners, 
up to inspection in 1876 was £5 5s. 3d. 

The treadwheel is an unwieldy lumbering machine, which requires 
a large number of men to work it, and they are crowded together when 
on it. This defect could be remedied by the addition of another cog 
wheel, which would lighten the weight on the pumping gear.

I tasted the food for prisoners on 
the day of my visit ; it was of a fair quality, and on examination of the 
Inspection of Provisions Book only on two occasions did the Chaplains 
fault the provisions supplied. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody. Two complained that the 
prison clothing they were given was much worn. No other complaint 
was made by any.

One male tried by jury was under a sentence of two years’ imprisonment 
for larceny. All the other prisoners in custody had been summarily sen- 
tenced by justices sitting in Petty Sessions — 4 males for larceny, the 
others (males) lor assaults, drunkenness, vagrancy, Poor Law offences, and 
destroying game. The females — one for vagrancy, the other for an assault.

From the preceding table it appears that 90 of the 318 males, and 18 
of the 47 females committed to this gaol during the ten months of 1876, 
antecedent to my inspection, were old offenders who had many previous 
committals recorded against them on the books of the prison ; the re-com- 
mittals of the 90 males numbering 423, and those of the 18 females, 96.

One female and 5 male juveniles were committed to this prison pre- 
viously to inspection in 1876. The girl fifteen and a half years of age 
was fined 5s. for a petty larceny — one of tile boys nine years of a"e was 
sent to Artane Industrial School for begging ; another committed for 
vagrancy (obtaining relief in Kells workhouse), was sentenced to an im- 
prisonment of one month ; a third to an imprisonment of fourteen days 
for stealing the breeching from an ass ; and a boy twelve years of ago 
to one month’s imprisonment and five years in a reformatory for the 
larceny of a, letter and other things; he was an inmate of tho gaol at the 
time of my inspection. A boy arrested on suspicion of having absconded 
from a reformatory was discharged, as it was shown that he was not the 
person mentioned in the Hue-and-Cry.

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I found this prison on my inspection fairly clean and orderly, but the North- 
woodwork required to be painted, and some of the doors of the out- P 151 ?- 101 * 
offices were unsound. The walls of the cells also required to be white-. Meath 
washed. The roof of the chapel admits the wet, and was on my present County 
inspection in the same defective state as when I visited the prison in Caol. 
1874. I then called attention to the fact that the iron nuts which rivet 
the dome of the chapel occasionally snap off from changes in temperature, 
by which a panic amongst the the prisoners is sometimes occasioned 
during Divine Service, from their falling amongst the congregation, and- 
I suggested that boards be put over the parts where the congregation sit 
and the clergyman officiates. I still think this work should be done. 

Prisoners should also be employed to scour and paint the woodwork of the 
chapel, which has not been painted for many years. 

I do not suggest that any expensive structural alteration be at present 
made in the gaol, pending proximate legislation, more especially as the - 
prison is far too large for the requirements of the district, and it is like- 
wise one of the least effective and most expensively managed in Ireland. 

I do not impute blame to the superior officers of the prison, but the estab- 
lishment is not satisfactory, and the faults in the buildings which have in 
former reports been enumerated, cannot be remedied without considerable 
expense.

I found a sufficient supply of prison clothing in store and in use, and 
the private clothing of prisoners is now made up in bundles, labelled, and 
placed in a separate cell after being cleansed and disinfected. A wooden 
fumigating box is in each prison. 

No escape from the prison was attempted up to inspection in 1876. 

The prison is lighted by gas, but it is extinguished in the classes at 
6, p.m. in winter ; in the remainder of the prison at 11, p.m. The cells are 
not lighted by gas. 

Prisoners are photographed by a prison officer, at a cost to the Board 
of 2s. for each prisoner.

I lie amount of prison labour in this gaol is very unsatisfactory — with 
an average number of 35 males and 3 females in custody during 1875, 
the entire amount earned by prisoners is returned as only £5 8s. dd. 
Although 29 males were in custody when I visited, only nine were 
occupied picking oakum. Mat-making which was formerly carried on in 
this gaol has ceased, because the warder by whom the work was hitherto 
superintended has been appointed by the Board to be keeper of the Navan 
Bridewell. No stones are now broken by prisoners in the gaol, as it is 
stated that rough stones to break cannot be procured. 

In few prisons in Ireland is labour by prisoners less effectively carried 
on than here. Prisoners (males) sentenced to hard labour work for one 
hour each day on the tread-wlieel, two hours at shot drill, and one and a 
half hours at the hand-pump. Although the average number of males in 
custody was 37 in 1876, yet up to the day of my inspection, on the 26th 
of October (nearly ten months) only £8 1 5s. Id. net profits on reproductive 
labour of the prisoners is reported during that period. Tailoring and shoe- 
making, and other trades are carried on for the benefit of the prison when 
artisans were in custody.

I tasted the food for prison use on the day of my inspection ; it was County 
of a good description, except the milk which was rather thin, but not Gaolm 

sufficiently so to be refused. The Chaplains generally report favourably Provisions 
of the samples submitted for their inspection. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody, no complaint was made to me 
by any, but the Local Inspector in his journal frequently notes com- 
plaints by the prisoners of the food which they receive.

. Thirty-tliree males and 9 females were in custody when- 1 made my 
inspection of this prison ; 1 of the male prisoners had been committed on 
an attachment issued out of the Court of Chancery for contempt. All the 
other inmates of the prison had been criminally committed. Four (3 
males and 1 female) for trial, and 29 males and 3 females were under 
various sentences ot imprisonment; 1 was a military- offender, tried by 
court-martial for desertion. No returned convict was in custody. 

Eight males and 3 females had been tried by juries at assizes and 
quarter sessions ; 1 male, a3 already stated, by court-martial, all the other 
convicted prisoners in custody had been summarily adjudicated on by 
justices sitting at petty sessions. Eleven (6 males and 5 females) 
were under sentences for offences against property, and 14 for offences 
against the person. The other criminal inmates of the gaol had been con- 
victed of drunkenness, disorderly conduct, vagrancy, and like offences. 

J-he sentences on the convicted prisoners were — 1 for a term of impri- 
sonment of two years ; 4 for imprisonments of twelve months each ; 1 for 
eighteen months, 1 for nine, and 1 for ten months; 4 others had been 
sentenced for six months each. The other sentences were for short periods. 



Juveniles. 

I found in custody when I made my inspection one young offender, 
twelve years of age, under a sentence of one month's imprisonment, with 
hard labour. He had been summarily convicted of an assault on a child 
three years old by cruelly beating him with flax. It was for youm- 
onenders ot his class that reformatories were established, and I regret tlnot 
this boy was not sent to such an institution after the term: of his punish- 
ment in the gaol. L 

Eight other male j uvdniles were committed to this prison previously 
to my inspection in 1876, four of whom were sent to reformatories for 
larceny. 

No female under sixteen years of age was committed to this prison up 
to the period of my inspection in 1876.

State. I was well satisfied when I made my inspection with the improved 

condition of the gaol as compared with its state on last inspection by my 
colleague. I found it very clean and well kept; the prisoners were all 
usefully employed, and a system of order and regularity appeared to be 
established in the male prison, which, however, I did not find in the 
female prison. On the contrary, I heard loud talking in the laundry, and 
on inquiring the cause I learned that the noise was made by one of the 
wardswomen, and that the woman belongs to a class of prisoners who 
should never be appointed to such an office. Any prisoner who miscon- 
ducts herself should not be placed in a position of trust, as was the case 
here. 

The prison buildings were when I visited in sound repair and well kept, 
the woodwork had been lately painted, and the walls whitewashed, the cells 
were tidily kept, and the bells and other appliances for separation in good 
working order. Although I do not suggest that any alteration attended 
with expense be made, yet there are some minor defects which should beat 
once remedied. I have pointed them out to the Governor, and I have no 
doubt that my suggestions will be carried out. Since last inspection some 
of the recommendations of my colleague in his report on the gaol have 
been adopted. The tell-tale clock is now secured by a proper lock, of 
which the Governor keeps the key. A bath is in each prison ; that in 
the female prison has hot water laid on, and I am informed that all 
prisoners are regularly bathed on admission and afterwards weekly. 

The new Governor is anxious to discharge his duties efficiently, and 
with experience will, I believe, become a useful prison officer.

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The stores are well arranged and properly kept ; the private clothes of North 
prisoners are in a separate store ; they are tied in bundles and properly District. 
labelled, after having been first cleansed and disinfected. The fumigating Monaghan 
box has not sufficient protection for the clothes from the fire, but the County 
(governor has promised that a proper guard shall be provided. 

The prisoners are now suitably clothed, and I found sufficient new prison 
clothing for males in store. Some blankets and rugs, however, were 
much worn, and an insufficient supply of sheets were in the cells ; new 
sheets should be provided ; all the worn bedding should be cast. 

The bedding in the cells of the female prison was more faulty than that 
in the prison for males ; it, however, was clean, and the bedding in the 
occupied cells was sufficient. 

The towels in the lavatories were much worn, and unfit for use, espe- 
cially in the male prison ; new towels should be supplied. 

With the prospect of a new prison system being inaugurated in the 
coming session of Parliament, I do not suggest that any structural altera- 
tion be made in the buildings, or that any unavoidable expense be 
incurred. It is, therefore, unnecessary for me to enter into details on 
matters which future legislation may alter.

The various registries of discipline and finance in this prison are, with Books, 
the exception of the officers’ conduct book, kept with much care by Mr. 
Brown, the first turnkey, who lias for many years discharged this duty to 
the satisfaction of the Board. 

The journal of the Governor is very carefully kept. The Local 
Inspector enters in his journal full details of all matters connected with 
his duties in the gaol. The Medical Officer also keeps a journal, in 
which he records the details of the cases which he treats. The Chaplains 
have journals in which they enter the duties they perform. The 
dietary and labour books have not the initials of the Governor ; they should 
be checked by him weekly, and then marked with his initials. The Local 
Inspector should likewise check them at least monthly. 

1 regret to observe that the Officers’ Conduct Book is not a faithful 
record of the faults committed by the subordinate staff. Various matters 
noted in the journals of the superior officers have not been entered in the 
Conduct Book. The Governor should see that it is carefully kept, as it is 
the only sure method by which the Board can know what officer on the 
staff fails in his duty and which deserves promotion.

Both the men have been committed for trial at next assizes. 

The constabulary locks-up are not inspected by the Inspectors-General 
of Prisons, or under their supervision.

Forty males and 4 females criminally committed were in custody when 
I visited this prison. Four males and one female were on remand and 
for trial, and 13 males and 1 female under sentences, having been tried 
by juries at assizes and quarter sessions. 

The summary convictions by justices at petty sessions were 23 of males 
and 2 of females, for drunkenness, vagrancy, Poor Law offences, assaults, 
and larceny. 

Four males were under sentences of imprisonment for twelve months 
each for larceny and sheep stealing ; all the other convicted prisoners in 
custody had been sentenced for periods not exceeding four months, the 
great majority for drunkenness, assaults, and vagrancy. 

J uveniles. 

Five young offenders, males, were in charge at the time of my visit, Juveniles, 
three of whom aged respectively eleven, twelve, and fourteen years had 
been sentenced for larceny to be sent to a reformatory at the expiration 
of their punishment in the gaol, six others had previously been committed, 
three of whom were workhouse offenders. 

Amongst the inmates of the prison when I visited, one lad (M. G.), 
apparently about fifteen years of age under sentence of one month for 
vagrancy, belongs to a race of pickpockets. Both his father and mother 
are, I am informed, convicts, as are likewise other members of his family. 

It is to be regretted that instead of being sentenced to an imprisonment in 
a gaol he was not sent to a reformatory ; he will soon pass the age when 
he can be committed to such institutions, and with his antecedents it is 
much to be feared that he will enter on a career of crime, adding another 
to the members of the criminal classes , which infest this and the neigh- 
bouring counties in the West of Ireland.

The preceding tables show that some of the female prisoners committed Commit- 
to this gaol up to the time of my inspection in 1876 had from twenty to ments - 
forty previous committals recorded against them on the books of the 
prison. Thirty-six males and 12 females were old offenders, of whom the 
36 males had been 135 times, and the 12 females 116 times previously in 
custody. 

Two of the inmates at the time of my visit were evidently of unsound 
mind, one (B.), subject to delusions, whose insanity is so apparent that I 
cannot imagine how any doubt could exist of his being a fit case for a 
lunatic asylum. The other (P. S.) belonged to a far different class of 
patients, a powerful man of great strength ; he had torn down and broken 
a metal bedstead in his cell, and had ripped up the boarding of the floor of 
the solitary cell to which he was removed. When I inspected he was in 
charge of two other prisoners in his cell, he was barefoot and partially 
undressed, and it was found most difficult to keep him from injuring himself 
or others during the paroxysms of his insanity. He was ultimately 
removed to the asylum where, I am informed, he has since died. 

Nothing could have been worse for this man’s disease than the excitement 
to which he was subjected when in the gaol, and it is to be regretted 
that magistrates will still send such cases to a prison. 

Gas has only been introduced into the houses of the Governor and 
Matron ; the guard-room and four extern lamps are lighted with it.

The gaol was when I inspected it very clean, orderly, and well kept. State. 
The buildings in sound repair, with the exception of the male hospital, 
which is very damp. 

No structural alteration has been made in the prison since last inspec- 
tion, but tables have been placed in the great majority of the cells, and 
others are being made. 

I have to call attention to the want of lavatories in this gaol; the pri- 
soners are compelled to wash their faces with their hands from a bucket 
of water in the day-rooms, and then dry their faces and hands in a roller 
towel, which hangs in the day-room.

Store. I found a sufficient supply of good bedding in use and in store, and the 

prison clothing was of a good description and sufficient, except that stock- 
ings or socks are not given to male prisoners. Two male prisoners, how- 
ever, in charge under short sentences were in rags. Short sentenced 
prisoners are entitled to wear their own clothes, but they must be decently 
dressed, and when the clothes of prisoners are very bad they should be 
given prison clothing to wear instead. 

The private clothing of prisoners are cleansed and disinfected before 
removal to store. A small, cell in the yard has been fitted up for that 
object, and it fully answers the purpose intended. The stores are well 
kept and legular; that for the private clothing of prisoners is separate, 
so as not to be mixed with prison property.

Eighteen male and two female prisoners were in custody when I visited 
this gaol in August, 1876, one male had been previously discharged. 
Two (males) were deserters, waiting for escort, and one female (prostitute) 
was for trial for larceny of a silver watch. The only other female inmate 
of the gaol at the time of my visit was a pickpocket, under a sentence of 
three months for larceny from a shop. 

I found five males, convicted by juries at assizes and quarter sessions, 
in custody, two of whom had been tried before the chairman of the 
county, one for cattle stealing, and sentenced to an imprisonment of 
two years ; the other for the larceny of wool, and sentenced for a. term 
of twelve months. The other three had been tried before the judge 
at assize, and had been sentenced — one (a vagrant), for arson, to be 
imprisoned for twelve months ; another, convicted of larceny, had been 
sentenced for six months ; the third, convicted of an assault, was under 
sentence for two months. The remaining inmates of the gaol at the time of 
my inspection had been adjudicated on by justices sitting at petty sessions, 
oue of these was under a sentence of imprisonment for one month for 
breach of the fishery laws, the others for periods varying from fourteen 
clays to one month for assaults and for being drunk and disorderly. One 
was a returned convict (male).

The Local Inspector and Governor accompanied me over the gaol when State. 
I made my inspection. I found the buildings in sound repair, very clean, 
and well kept, showing the great care and attention which the Governor 
bestows on the minutest details connected with the management of the 
prison, and which makes it in many respects a model so far as regularity 
and order is concerned. The buildings are, however, lamentably defective 
in construction, and many evils ensue from the association of the inmates 
in them, a system which my experience teaches me is always attended 
with unsatisfactory results. 

After the inspection of this prison by my colleague in May, 1875, I 
again visited it in the September of that year. I then examined on the 
spot the plans and specifications for the suggested alteration of the 
female prison to make it suit the separate system of prison discipline. 
Afterwards it was not considered by the Board desirable, with the 
immediate prospect of legislation, and a totally different system to be 
inaugurated, to expend money on alterations which under the new system 
would most probably be useless. 

During the month of January and part of February of 1876 not a single 
female prisoner was committed to this prison, yet, as already observed, 
two female officers were kept on the staff, and although these officers have 
so few duties to perform, they are not even asked to cook the food for the 
prisoners, and the cooking is done in the male prison. In consequence of 
the few prisoners committed to this gaol, averaging during the year 
twenty of males and three of females, the average cost of each prisoner in 
custody reached £81 15s. 8 d. in 1875. The average numbers in 1876 
up to day of inspection was only sixteen of males and three of females. 

On both my visits to the gaol I found discipline well maintained, and 
the prisoners usefully employed, the buildings tidily kept, very clean and 
regular, but no separation of prisoners exists ; there is neither separation 
on the tread wheel, in the laundry, nor in the school ; as, however, legis- 
lation will within a short period alter the entire arrangements of the prison, 
it is unnecessary for me to enumerate defects which cannot, under existing 
circumstances, be remedied. It is, however, right that I should add that 
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North the Local Inspector, the Governor, and other superior officers of the staff 
District, discharge the duties of their respective offices faithfully and with zeal, 
Sligo and it is to be regretted that they have not the charge of a prison iu 
County which an efficient system could be enforced.

I founci an abundant supply of bedding iu tbe prison for the few occu- 
pants in charge, but it was unnecessarily scattered over cells not used, and 
I suggested that the bedding in unoccupied cells should be removed to store 
and only given out when required. The bedding would then be always 
well aired, and fit for use. At present it must suffer from the damp m 
the unheated limestone cells of the prison. The prison clothino- was 
when I visited, very clean and of a good description ; stockings or socks 
are not, however, given to prisoners of either sex, and the females have 
not neckerchiefs. They should be provided. The stores are well kept and 
properly regulated. The bedding and prison clothing in store tidily kept. 

The store for the private clothing of prisoners is separate, and the 
clothes are made into bundles and labelled. 



A proper fumigating box for tbe purpose of disinfecting the clothing of 
prisoners, and cleansing it from vermin, has been provided, but I have 
suggested some slight improvement iu it which will be made. The 
Governor takes stock monthly, and no article is removed from store without 
bis requisition in writing. 



Having a fair knowledge of trades the Governor cuts out all the prison 
clothing which is made up in the gaol ; he likewise instructs the prisoners 
m tailoring. r 

The entire establishment is clean, orderly, and well regulated. The sup- 
ply of water to the gaol is abundant, and the sewerage effective. Zinc 
basins, one in each cell, with soap and brushes, have been provided for 
the male prisoners. The females wash themselves in the laundry.

Punitive labour is maintained in this prison by shot-drill and the tread- Labour, 
wheel — the tread wheel is a lumbering machine, composed of four wheels, 
and is not partitioned. The prisoners are likewise employed in crushing 
hones and breaking stones. Reproductive labour is carried on under the 
supervision of the Governor, who has a certain knowledge of trades. One 
of the turnkeys and the gatekeeper are shoemakers j the former gives 
instructions to prisoners in his craft. Three prisoners previously ignorant 
of trades were instructed during the year — one in shoemaking, two in 
tailoring. 

Prisoners sentenced to hard labour work for two hours at shot-drill, and 
four in summer on treadwheel ; three in winter. 

XI 3 7s. 3d. was obtained for the sale of prison work up to the period 
of my visit in August, 1876 ; £16 Us. 2d. in 1875. The large unoccu- 
pied prison buildings require much of the time of the prisoners to keep 
them clean and in order ; besides, the prison not being lighted by gas, 
the inmates cannot be employed during the long winter nights, an arrange- 
ment which seriously interferes with the amount of profits realized by 
prison labour.

The prescribed dietary is in use. The food provided for the inmates on 
the day of my visit, •which I tasted, was of a good description ; and I 
observe that the chaplains report very favourably of the samples of pro- 
visions submitted for their inspection during the year. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody ; no complaint was made to 
me by any. They appear well cared; and although discipline is well 
maintained, no unnecessary harshness is exercised.

The books and registries of discipline and finance in this prison are well Books, 
and carefully kept by the clerk and schoolmaster, and are checked daily 
by the Governor, who is unremitting in his exertions to work his prison 
effectively. Although on leave at the time of my visit, I found him in 
the prison, seeing that discipline is well maintained, and the establish- 
ment properly conducted. 

The journal of the Governor is very carefully kept. The Medical Officer 
enters in his journal full details of the cases which he treats; he 
initials the “ Extra Diet Book,” and sees that all the hospital books are 
regularly written up. The gate books are examined and initialed by the 
Governor daily. The journal of the Local Inspector contains a few occa- 
sional observations on his duties in the prison. The chaplains state the 
duties they perform. 

All the books prescribed by the judges and the Inspectors-General are 
in use, and are regularly checked by the Governor, who also checks the 
markings of the tell-tale clocks daily. 

Visits to convicted prisoners are not permitted by the rules until 



two months have elapsed after the conviction of the prisoner.

This gaol is generally healthy ; one death, however, occurred in the 
prison during 1875. It was the first since 1871. At the time of the 
inspection by my colleague in May of the former year a bad case of 
typhoid fever occurred ; the man was discharged by order of the Execu- 
tive, and was removed to the fever hospital of the town.

Thirty-two male and 16 female prisoners were inmates of this prison 
when I inspected it, of whom 7 males and 3 females were for trial. 
Fifteen males and 1 female were under various sentences tried by juries at 
assizes and quarter sessions, and 10 males and 12 females summarily con- 
victed by justices' sitting at petty sessions. 

Nine males were under sentences of imprisonment for twelve months 
each, 1 for a term of eighteen months, 1 for nine, 2 for six, and 5 for 
three and four months respectively, 4 were for two months, the remainder 
were lor short periods, 9 were under sentences for offences against pro- 
perty, viz., larceny and cattle stealing ; all the other convicted prisoners 
in custody had been sentenced for assaults, drunkenness, and disorderly 
conduct. 

Four females had been convicted of larcenies and sentenced for terms of 
imprisonment, 1 of twelve, and 2 of three months each, 1 for fourteen days. 
The remaining females in custody had been convicted of drunkenness, 
vagrancy, and assaults, 1 sentenced for six months, 1 for four, and 6 for 
periods of from fourteen days to two months. Three females were for 
trial two for concealing birth and one for larceny. 

Amongst the male offenders for trial at the time of my inspection was 
a youth P. L., aged eighteen years, who had been convicted in 1871 at Sligo 
of robbery, and sentenced to an imprisonment of fourteen days and five 
years in a reformatory, but who had absconded from the latter institution. 
The young offender after his escape from the reformatory committed 
another robbery, and having been arrested was for trial at quarter sessions; 
he has since been convicted of the latter offence before the chairman of the 
county, and sentenced to penal servitude at my suggestion, as my expe- 
rience satisfies me that a young offender who has not improved under the 
mild treatment of a reformatory can only be arrested in his career of crime 
by being subjected to the more stringent and severe discipline enforced in 
the convict prisons of this country. 

Juveniles. 

Eight males and 1 female under sixteen years of age were committed 
to this prison up to date of my inspection in 1876. The female, aged 
thirteen years was sentenced to an imprisonment of one month for leaving 
service ; 1 male w as sentenced to an imprisonment of one month and to be 
whipped for larceny, and 4 others, 1 aged eleven, and 3 fourteen years 
were sent to reformatories. One was sentenced to an imprisonment of 
seven days for leaving service, the others were discharged.

It will be seen by the preceding tables that one female committed in 187 6 Commit- 
had from ninety to 100 previous convictions recorded against her on the men s ‘ 
prison boohs, another had between sixty and seventy, a third between 
forty and fifty, and 2 males and 5 females had been between twenty and 
thirty times convicted within the prison district. 

A young man, W. M., in custody when I visited, has since been convicted 
(at the October Quarter Sessions) of obtaining money by false pretences, 
and has been sentenced to an imprisonment of eighteen calendar months. 

This young man, although only twenty-three years of age, has for 
many years been practising a system of swindling, sometimes in the garb 
of a Roman Catholic clergyman, at another time as a Christian Brother, 
and sometimes as an Inspector of National and other schools, and of other 
institutions, and has thereby collected large sums of money. He was sen- 
tenced some years since by the Chairman of the county Clare to penal 
servitude, but having been since discharged he has resumed a system of 
swindling, and it is to be regretted that he has not been again consigned 
to a convict prison.

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North I found the prison on my inspection in a creditable condition of order 
i stric t. an q cleanliness, the prisoners usefully employed ; the buildings in sound 
Tyrone repair and well kept, and the appliances for separation in excellent order 
County but the fire in^ the heating apparatus was not lighted on the day of my 
a0 • visit as is required by the 7th rule of 109th section of the Prisons Act, the 
weather was not cold, but the law leaves no discretion on the subject 
Sewerage. The sewerage still continues to be faulty, and typhoid fever which 
attacked some of the officers during the spring of the past year may 
fairly be attributed to that cause. J 

The crank-pump has been badly repaired, and the improvements which 
were made some years since at considerable trouble to render the handles 
of the pump safe, and which would have prevented accidents, have not been 
preserved in the repairs. .Water is raised by this pump from the river 
for the supply of the prison, and is distributed through the different yards 
and sections of the gaol. Gas has been laid on to the outside of the prison, 
and to the corridors, but not to the cells unless to some few in which 
artisans (shoemakers and weavers) work. 

Sufficient baths, lavatories, and water-closets have been provided for 
the inmates, and the prisoners are regularly bathed on admission, and 
afterwards (I am informed) weekly. 

There is a well arranged chapel in this prison in which the sittings for 
the use of the prisoners are properly isolated.

I found the bedding in use clean and well kept; it was of a fair 
description. Sheets of beds in use are changed weekly. The prisoners in 
custody on the day of inspection were generally well clad, but a few had 
clothes not in a good state and which required repair. Warm clothing of 
Lisbe law frieze has however been provided for winter use. It is of the 
best description. 

The prison stores are remarkably well kept ; they are well regulated, 
and the private clothing of prisoners is separately made up in bundles, and 
properly labelled after being cleansed. The fumigating arrangements in 
the prison for disinfecting the clothes of prisoners are satisfactory. In the 
female prison a small cell is used for the purpose, and a box in the store 
oi the male prison. 

The photographing of prisoners is well and carefully carried' out in 
, ‘! s . P rl * on wlt 1 the best results. When a prisoner is suspected to be an 
habitual offender his photograph is at once taken before trial, and it is 
sent to the different gaols in order that his antecedants may be ascertained 
before trial. In consequence of the vigilance of the Governor many ha- 
bitual criminals have been traced, and some grave offenders have received 
heavy sentences during the year; in two instances penal servitude, and 
in three other cases twelve months imprisonment have been awarded on 
o en ers w 10 would probably have otherwise received short sentences of 
imprisonment.

They have 
bells to enable the inmates to communicate with a prison officer. . The 
pipes for heating the cells have been covered over since my last visit in 
order to prevent accidents. 

The bell handles in the punishment cells have a T shape, which is 
dangerous when prisoners in an excited state are locked up in the cells. I 
have suggested that they be altered, so that a rope could not hang from 
them.

The various registries of discipline and finance are in charge of the Books. 
Deputy Governor, Mr. Patterson, ■who keeps them in a most creditable 
manner. They are now all regularly checked by the Governor, who marks 
them with his initials daily. 

The superior officers have journals. I have nowhere seen a more care- 
fully kept journal than that of the Governor, who is, I consider, most 
painstaking. The Local Inspector also keeps his journal with much care, 
and I believe both those officers and the matron are zealous in the dis- 
charge of their duties in the prison. 

My colleague in his report for 1875 called attention to the defects in 
the journal of the Medical Officer, owing to which, defects he was unable 
fully to ascertain how the duties of the office are performed. 

On my inspection of the gaol in October, 1876, I endeavoured to 
ascertain the cause of death of a prisoner, Benjamin M‘Cagliy, who had 
died in the prison in the previous J une, and I could not find any refer- 
ence to the man’s death or to his treatment in the journal of the Medical 
Officer. I felt it my duty to call the attention of the Medical Officer to 
the fact that he had not complied with the rules of the prison in this 
matter. He informed me in reply that it was the first time since his ap- 
pointment that his attention was called to the subject.

So far back as the year 1862 I brought under the notice of the Board Hospital, 
of Superintendence in my report the defects in the hospital arrangements 
of this prison, and I regret to have to observe that up to the time of my 
inspect ion in October, 1876, they had not been remedied. The hospital 
building has neither fixed baths nor water-closets, but it is roomy and 
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Board. 



well ventilated, yet it is seldom used unless for prisoners suffering under 
contagious diseases, and five small cells on tlie second landing of the male 
prison were at the time of my inspection reserved for the treatment of 
patients suffering under diseases which are not contagious. Three cells 
in the female prison are used for a like purpose. 

The cells used for hospital patients are flagged, are not artificially lighted, 
and are without any appliance for the sick unless that there is a slipper 
bath in the prison. The cell in which the prisoner Benjamin M‘Caghy died 
in Juno last (1876) measures nine feet in length, six feet in width. It 
is six feet high from the floor to the springing, and seven and a half feet 
to the centre of the arch of the ceiling. It contains 374 cubic feet of air. 

On inquiry into the circumstances of this man’s death I was informed 
by the Governor that he had died in consumption. In the absence of the 
Medical Officer from Omagh at the time of my visit I had no other means 
of ascertaining the cause of death, as the journal of the Medical Officer 
was perfectly silent on the subject. I now learn from the Medical Officer 
that the cause of death was emphysema of the lungs, complicated with 
asthma, and that a fellow-prisoner was kept constantly with the patient 
during his last illness, and further, that although the cell is not artificially 
lighted by gas a candle was kept burning in the cell. It thus appears 
that a cell containing only 374 cubic feet of air was occupied by the two 
men, one of them dying, and a lighted candle in the cell further consuming 
the air in it. The Governor informed me that the cell door was left open, 
but I feel satisfied that the Board will see that the arrangement was in- 
sufficient. 

The Medical Officer informs me that he has frequently pointed out to 
the prison authorities the insufficiency of the medical arrangements of 
their gaol but without effect, and he adds — “ that it would save him an 
infinite amount of trouble and annoyance could some change be made in 
a system which has remained unaltered for thirty years, and which does 
not come up to the requirements of the age. The Surgeon has no surgery, 
no instruments or appliances, no one able to carry out his instructions, or 
to nurse a sick prisoner.” 

I trust that the facts which have come to light in connexion with the 
death of this poor man will be sufficient to satisfy the Board that it is a 
trifling with human life to continue a system so fraught with mischief to 
the health of the inmates of the prison. 



ii ^vr^-T- report was in type the Local Inspector has informed me that, by order of 

the Medical Officer of the Gaol, all patients are now treated in the prison hospital, where there 
are large and well-ventilated wards with fire-places.

I ifty males and 10 females were inmates of this prison, criminally com- 
mitted, when I made my inspection, of whom 12 males and 3 females were 
for trial, and 8 were military offenders tried by courts-martial, sentenced 
tor breaches of the articles of war and fraudulent enlistment ; many of the 
other prisoners, although now tried before civil tribunals, had likewise been 
soldiers, or were in the militia. Five males had been convicted of offences 
against property ; one, a discharged soldier, was under a sentence of twelve 
months imprisonment for arson ; the remaining convicted male prisoners 
in charge had been sentenced for assaults, including two of an indecent 
character, and one case of stabbing : one of these had been sentenced for 
two years, and another for eighteen months. One young offender (B. 0.1 
who had escaped from Philipstown Beformatory was under a sentence of six 
months for larceny. He escaped from the reformatory in July, and was 
soon after taken up for the offence. My experience teaches me that youno- 
offenders who have had reformatory treatment should, if again convicted” 
be sentenced to penal servitude. I believe they will otherwise become a 
burden on the public, whether in the gaol or at large, as they almost 
always join the criminal classes. 

A large number of tramps were when I visited inmates of this gaol. 
Iwo were for trial for the arson of hay— the offence was openly committed 
because they were refused a night’s lodging. I learn from the Governor

I have found very young girls such as this 
child in other gaols, committed for trifling offences, and have afterwards 
on my biennial visits recognized them again inmates of the gaol, as they 
grew up to maturity in age and criminality. Besides this girl eight male 
juveniles were committed to this prison up to the period of my inspection 
in November, 1876 ; one was twice committed. The offences were for 
the most part assaults and disorderly conduct ; one male, whose age 
did not exceed twelve years, was sent to a reformatory.

I found this prisoti on my inspection clean and orderly, tlie buildings Inspection, 
in fair repair, tlie prison fixtures and appliances for separation in good 
order, and the heating apparatus in the male prison "working satisfac- 
torily. The chapel" has been lately painted ; it was clean and well kept. 

An abundant supply of water was laid on in every part of the premises ; 
the baths, water-closets," and lavatories were sufficient, and the sewerage 
is stated to be effective. The sewers discharge into a branch of the 
River Brusna, which passes through the gaol premises. The laundry 
works well, and the heating closet (five horses) answers the purpose 
intended. It has been many years in use, and consumes but a small 
quantity of fuel. 

Since my last inspection in 1874 no structural alteration has been made 
in the prison, except that ten new sheds for stone-breaking have been 
erected. There are now twenty-six sheds for that purpose on the pre- 
mises. Four punishment sheds in the male prison have been floored with 
boards, and provided with bells.

The bedding in the cells at the time of my inspection was sufficient in stock, 
quantity, but some of the sheets in use were much worn aud should be 
repaired. The supply of bedding and prison clothing in store was suffi- 
cient for present use. The stores were well kept and properly arranged. 

The stores 
were heated by a stove, and kept very dry. The clothes of prisoners 
(private property) were each in a separate bag labelled with the name of 
the owner. 

No escape was attempted from the prison in 1875 or 1876.

Labour. The punitive labour in this prison is carried on by the working of the 
crank mill for six hours daily, and by stone-breaking. Prisoners who 
do not work on the mill, are compelled to break from 7^ cwt. to 10 
cwt. of stones daily. Reproductive labour is sustained by the grinding 
of corn, stone-breaking, matmaking, shoemaking, and the employment of 
artisans when in custody at their trades. 

The profits obtained from the labour of the prisoners have increased from 
£84 13s. Sd. in 1874 to £103 18s. 10 d. in 1875, and £124 7s. Ad. profit 
had already been obtained for the labour of the prisoners at the date of 
my inspection in November, 1876. 

The grinding of Indian corn, and the bruising of oats for horse and 
cattle feeding carried on in this prison is remunerative, and is a great ad- 
vantage to the inhabitants of the surrounding district.

No debtors liave been committed here during the last two years, so 
that it is not likely under the existing Debtors Act that there will be 
any of this class committed here in future. 

Having regard to the number of commitments to this gaol in 1875 as 
compared to those in 1876, up to the time of my visit, as seen in a pre- 
vious table, I think it may safely be concluded that the commitments will 
at the end of this year be less than they were during the previous year. 

Although this county is at present fortunately very free from crime of 
all sorts, and almost entirely so for many years of serious crime, yet 
there are certain offenders in the district that are frequent inmates of 
the gaol, which may be seen by an examination of the last two tables ; 
at the same time the habitual offenders of this district compare 
very favourably in numbers with those of many others throughout the 
country.

Since my last visit few if any of the suggestions of Inspectors-General Defective 
have been adopted for the improvement in the discipline and manage- 
mcnt of this prison, as I am informed that pending expected legislation 
the Board are naturally disinclined to lay out any money on the prison ; 
at the same time I am bound to state that there are several matters 
recommended by my colleague and myself which have not been adopted 
that would tend to promote economy, and would improve the discip- 
line and order of the establishment. 

However,, as there is every prospect of a Prison Bill being passed 
this Session of Parliament, I do not think it necessary to draw further 
attention to the many existing defects of this prison. 

All the structural arrangements are the same as at my last visit, and 
all the defects then pointed out still exist. Prisoners are allowed to be 
very much in association here, and little or no attempt is made to 
maintain individual separation, though this system could be carried out 
here in a modified form if the Governor cared to do so, or that he under- 
stood how to carry it out, but I regret that this officer has not adopted 
the views of my colleague, or myself in maintaining order or discipline 
in the prison, or in endeavouring to follow our oft-repeated suggestions. 

I am informed that prisoners are washed on admission, but no subse- Reception, 
quent period is fixed for repeating this operation, so that it is impossible 
that they can be as clean as they should be ; and the law as regards their 
being passed by the medical officer into their proper wards is still 
disregarded. I, however, had a conversation with this gentleman who 
has lately been appointed, and am in hope that the duties will be per- 
formed in future more in accordance with the requirements of the 
Prisons Act than they have been for some time. None of the cells in the 
male prison are heated or provided with gas, but there is a stove in the 
female prison which heats the corridors. 

Previous to my visit in 1874 the officer on duty from lock-up till 
10 o’clock was required to mark two tell-tale clocks, but this has now 
been .given up, and there is still no watch after that hour. 1 was 

q 
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South informed by the Governor tliat only prison things were washed in the 
Di stri ct, laundry, but to my surprise I ascertained that this was not the case, and 
Carlotv that his whole household and personal washing is done there. As it is 
County a serious breach of prison rule for an officer to employ prisoners for his 
O'uol own advantage without the consent of the Board I brought this matter 
before that body, when the following resolution was adopted : — 

“ Report of Inspector-General read. 

“ Resolved — That the Governor he permitted to have his washing done in the laundry 
“ by the female prisoners.” 

It will therefore be seen that the Governor was not only not repri- 
manded for a breach of prison rule, but a boon was granted to him by 
this resolution. 

One male prisoner is kept in the kitchen the entire day, and cannot, 
therefore, be sufficiently employed. No improvement has been made as 
suggested in this department.

Some of the male clothing was very much torn, and the trowsers are 
so thin that I am informed a second pair is given to prisoners in cold 
weather. The Head Warder keeps the store of things in use for males, 
the general store being kept by the Governor, and this apartment was, 
as usual, damp. The Matron lias charge of the female stores, but the 
hospital nurse dresses the prisoners of that sex, and in fact does the 
most of the duties connected with the female prison. 

There is no particular time fixed for changing the sheets, but I am told 
that a clean pair is given to all prisoners as they come in.

fault with the quality of the milk. In my last report I drew attention to Di strict . 
this subject, and my colleague in his report of 1875 states that in no Carlow 
»aol in Ireland has he found such frequent complaints against the County 
milk.

Hard labour is carried on by means of the tread-wheel, at which I Prison 
am informed men are employed for about six and a half hours in winter, labour, 
and nine hours in summer, but no industrial labour is followed further 
than that of making the prison clothes, and keeping the place cleau ; so 
that there are no profits whatever derived here from prisoners’ labour, 
the result being that the ratepayers are not in any way relieved by the 
system of managing this prison in its cost. It will be observed by the 
foregoing tables that the cost of officers here exceeds the net cost of the 
gaol exclusive of this item by £330 11s. 10 d., and that the annual 
average cost of a prisoner here in 1875 amounted to the large sum of 
£90 18s. Qd., being considerably in excess of any other prison in 
Ireland.

Excess in All the warders sleep in the prison, and each has two rooms, which 
Staff * as at my last inspection, were in a very slovenly arid untidy condition. 

The excess in the number of officers has been frequently remarked 
on in former reports, being now 14 in number, 9 of whom are 
discipline officers, aud the daily average number of prisoners for the last 
two years only amounting to 13 males, and 2 females ; and as there are 
3 female officers it will be seen that they generally outnumber the 
prisoners of that sex. At the time of my visit I drew attention to this 
subject, and submitted that the third female officer should not be con- 
tinued, but the number of female officers has not been reduced.

Nothing has been done since my last visit to remedy the defects in 
the hospital. 

Only 4 prisoners were sent to hospital in 1875, but still I find the 
cost of medicine for that year came to £11 14s. 10cZ., so that my remarks 
on this subject in my last report have effected no improvement in this 
respect. 

There was a, man sent to hospital on the 21st August, and- although the 
Medical Officer was Tam informed here on the 22nd and 24th I find no 
mention of this case in his Journal until the 25th. 

I would here draw attention to the irregularity of the Governor in 
ordering sometimes extra diet to prisoners for which he has no autho- 
rity, and -which is quite illegal. This is a power that the law only 
gives to the Medical Officer, aud then only on the ground of health, 
nnd I know of no gaol in Ireland where such an infringement of the 
law is: committed by any Governor but Mr. Croghan. 

Boohs and Journals. 

Most of the prescribed form of books of registry and finance are 
very correctly kept by the Deputy Governor, and the principal ones 
are checked daily by the Governor. I am informed that the Local 
Inspector certifies to the correctness of the gaol account monthly, but 
his journal as well as those of the other superior officers are very 
meagre, and contain very little information respecting their different 
duties.

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No debtor was committed here during the last two years, and having South 
regard to the time of the year at which my inspection was made, the DlSTRlcT - 
previous tables do not show any remarkable reduction or increase in the Clara 
numbers of other prisoners committed this year, as compared with last, County 
with the exception of females committed for drunkenness, who were 
nearly as numerous up to August, in 1876, as they were during the whole Re . comm i t . 
of the previous year. The last two tables demonstrate what has been so meiits. 
frequently remarked on in these reports, namely— that a comparatively 
few individuals are the cause of nearly all the crime and disturbances in 
the county, most of it arising from drunkenness and disorderly conduct 
through drink. No person was committed here this year for murder or 
conspiring against life, with the exception of two males charged with 
sending threatening letters.

cells in tlie old pauper debtors’ quarters are now used as a recep- 
tion class for males, and I am informed that all prisoners are bathed at once 
on admission, unless they come in after lockings ; though t)iey do not all get 
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South clean sheets as they should on admission. The 19 cells in each side win" 
District. are found generally sufficient to contain the numbers in custody, so that 
dare old prison is seldom used except for a few troublesome prisoners, whom 
County it may be desirable to keep isolated from the rest. 

CaoL dST 0 alteration of any importance has been made since last inspection in 
the structural condition of the prison, and the arrangements as to baths 
lavatories, water-closets, privies, heating, &c., are the same as they 
were then, and all were in fair repair except one water-closet which was 
leaking and out of order. 

Bnths. Prisoners are required to be bathed once a week, and most of them had 

a cleanly and healthy appearance. The sewerage is in good order, and is 
flushed weekly, and there is an abundant supply of water on the premises. 

Only one fumigator has yet been provided, and only the clothing that 
is considered dirty is fumigated. I annex tlie remarks I made in iny 
last report on this subject : — 

Clothing. “ Only the clothing of male prisoners is fumigated, as there is no fumigator yet in the 
female prison. As this is the only effectual meaus of destroying vermin, and of arresting 
infection, I am of opinion that all clothing should be fumigated at once before it be put 
into store, and for this reason a good fumigator should be supplied to the female, as well 
as to the male, prison.”

No alteration since my last -visit has been made in the chapel. The 
prisoners are properly separated, but only K G. worship is held there; 
the Protestant service being done in the board-room when there are 
prisoners of that persuasion in custody. 

Five stalls have been put up in the laundry since my last visit, but 
they are not enclosed, so that very little profit is derived from the 
alteration, and my suggestions as to joining this department with the 
kitchen have -not been adopted. 

The cooking is still done by a male prisoner, and each portion is, 1 am 
informed, weighed or measured before it is served. 

Gas lias not been further introduced into the prison since my last visit, 
so that prisoners cannot be employed in their cells after dark, except in 
the four cells of the female prison, which are lighted with gas. But as it 
is laid on to the tread- wheel house male prisoners can be worked on the 
mill after dark, if desirable. 

The photography is still done by an artist from the town, at a cost of 
4s. per subject — so that my remarks on this matter in my last report have 
not caused any amendment. 

There are now two tell-tale clocks provided, one is placed iu the 
insulating- area, and the other at the front gate ; both are marked half- 
hourly from 11 p.m. to 6 a.m. There is an officer on duty in the prison 
from lock-up till 10, at which time the prisoners are all ascertained to be 
present, and the night watchman takes up the charge of the prisoners 
from this officer. 

The markings of the clocks are taken by the head warder, and are entered 
by him in the lockings-book ; but the omissions of duty on the part of the 
night watchman are not entered against him in the conduct book, as re- 
commended. The Governor or chief warder, as a rule, is present at 10 p.m., 
when the prisoners are counted. All the important keys of the prison, 
including that of the outer gate, are taken by the Governor to his bed- 
room at 10.30 p.m. 

Visitors to prisoners are admitted under rules laid down in the bye-laws 
— the untried on Thursdays, and convicted by orders of a member of 
the Board of Superintendence or Local Inspector. The condition of clean- 
liness and order of the whole establishment was very creditable to all 
concerned, and in the absence of the Governor on leave, I was accompanied 
during my inspection by the chief warder, who appeared to be most 
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attentive to his several duties, and to maintain order and regularity in SWrai^ 

1,1 Some of the sheds in the yards were out of repair and should have been cla „ 
attended to.

The clerk keeps the store of male and the matron that of the female 
clothing. All the shirting for males and the clothing for 'women is made 
up by the female prisoners, under the superintendence of the matron, who 
appears to devote much attention to her duties, and makes up old blankets 
into petticoats. # ; , 

The shoes are also made in the prison ; but I was informed that the 
rest of the male clothing is obtained by contract from the town. At the 
time of my visit the female prisoners were almost idle for want of some 
means by which they could be profitably employed— so that it is a pity 
that their labour is not utilized lin making up the clothing for males, 
which could easily have been done inasmuch as there was a tailor m 
custody who could, have cut but the material. The following arc ie 
suggestions I made in my last report on this subject : 

“ I would strongly recommend the Board to require all the prison clothing to be made 
up by their own prisoners under a Tailor Warder, for I have no doubt that much economy 
can be effected by this means. In many gaols the Store Warder understands cutting out 
clothing, and can also direct and oversee the shoemaking department, and where such is 
the case' there is no difficulty in keeping up a full supply of prison clothing.” 



At the time of my visit there was not a full supply of clothing in store 
to which I called attention, at the time. The bedding throughout, 
with the exception of some counterpanes in the male prison which 
were -dirty, was as a rule clean and in good repair, especially that in the 
female section. I was unable to ascertain when or howoftensheetsarechanged 
in the male prison, but clean ones' are provided on every second Monday 
to the females. I was unable to learn how often stock is taken of all 
prison property by the Local Inspector and Governor. This important 
duty should, in my opinion, be pei'fortned a.t least once a quarter by these 
officers.

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South One punishment cell is provided for females, which is heated darkened 
District, and furnished with a bell, but there is no properly fitted punishment 
Clare ™ f° r ma J es - And I find that the Governor is in the habit of inflicting 
County minor punishments, such as stoppage of diet, which no doubt he does 
ao ' f rom motives of humanity, but I am bound to point out that lie can 
only inflict such punishments as are authorized by the 15th rule of the 
109th sec. of the Prisons Act. 

I drew attention to this subject in my last report, and the Medical 
Officer has also commented during this year in his journal on the un- 
fitness of these cells, but yet nothing has been done to comply -with 
the requirements of the 6th sec. of 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, on this point. 
Owing to some remarks in the Medical Officer’s journal, as to the diet 
and treatment of a very insubordinate and troublesome prisoner while 
m solitary, recommending him milk and change of diet while undergoing 
his sentence, I feel bound to point out that if the Medical Officer con- 
siders that the prisoner cannot undergo his punishment, he has full 
power on medical grounds to order him to return to his ordinary cell 
and diet. . But as bread and water is the diet ordered by statute to 
prisoners in solitary, I submit that while the prisoner is undergoing- 
punishment this diet should be strictly adhered to. The law does not 
limit the powers of Medical Officers to order any diet or nourishment 
for a prisoner in case of illness, and if a prisoner is not physically fit 
to undergo the diet ordered to accompany solitary confinement, the 
Medical Officer should declare the prisoner unfit to undergo the sentence 
or any part of it he may see fit to exempt him from.

The males sentenced to hard labour are chiefly employed at the GW. 
tread-wheel, but the mill has not yet been partitioned, and the periods Harf 
of labour are still insufficient. Although I pointed out these defects Labour, 
in my last report and suggested that a greater amount of labour should 
be enforced, I now find that these suggestions have not been followed, 
and that both mat-making and oakum picking hare been discontinued. 

Stone breaking was the principal industrial labour performed by the 
males at the time of my visit, and as 1 have before pointed out the 
females were almost idle, although under proper management they could 
have been fully employed. I cannot but think if the Board were made 
aware of these facts by the Local Inspector and Governor that it would 
sanction the purchase of materials for the employment of the prisoners for 
the benefit of the rate-payer and for the carrying out of the sentence 

The result of the idleness permitted in this gaol is that the profits 
derived from prison labour is extremely small, amounting in 1875 only 
to £30 8s. Bd., or a little more than half the average annual cost of a 
prisoner maintained here. The foregoing tables show how large is the 
cost of officers here as compared with the entire cost of the prison, but 
this defect in our prison system will I trust be corrected by legislation 
in the coming session of Parliament.

The school is still held in an unstalled room, so that all the prisoners School, 
are in association, a defect that exists to too great an extent throughout 



the whole of this gaol. , , . 

X am glad however to find that all who are capable of learning are 
now sent to school except those who are already sufficiently educated. 

The chief warder teaches the males, and I observed that some ot 
them have made very great progress under his tuition. The matron 
instructs the females on five days in the week, and the schools are con- 
nected with the National Board of Education.

The Board takes the contracts yearly for all provisions and materials. 
The samples of the diet that I saw were excellent, and the Chaplains 
reports on this head are as a rule favourable. . , 

I however found that the legally prescribed dietary was not strictly 
adhered to as regards short sentenced prisoners, and that the circular 
which directs vegetable soup to be provided when potatoes are not to be 
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procured was not attended to. This is a matter that the Local Inspector 
should take care to have as properly carried out as any by-law of the 
prison.

Owing to the death of the late matron, who had been for many years 
a most efficient, zealous, and faithful public servant, the nursetender has 
been promoted to. tlie office of matron, aud her office has very properly 
not been filled up, as two female officers are quite sufficient for the re- 
quirements of this prison. The condition of cleanliness aud order of the 
entire female prison reflected much credit on the present matron who I 
believe would be ablp to carry on a good deal more industry amongst 
the female prisoners if she were provided with proper means of so doing/ 
The officers’ quarters were fairly kept and in good order, but I am still 
of opinion that under better arrangements the staff is still too lar^e as 
compared with the daily average number of prisoners.

The Governor had also omitted to write up fully the Officers Conduct 

Book, which should be carefully kept by him. ... ... 

None of the books are initialled as having been checked by either the 

Local Inspector or Governor, and in the absence of these officers I was 
unable to ascertain whether they are supervised at stated period 
I would therefore recommend that in future these officers do place 
on record the fact that they have, when such is the case duly 
examined and compared the different prison books. I did not see their 
journals as they were not to be had in their absence. The Chaplains 
journals are not well kept, and I find that these gentlemen only vis 
the prison by alternate weeks, though they are bound under the 69th 
sec. of the Prisons Act to do so twice each week exclusive of Sunday . 

I am informed also that they do not visit the prisoners in then cells 
required by Statute. One female, a Roman Catholic, who at the time ol 
my visit had been. in custody a week and was a constant habitue of the 
prison, told me the Roman Catholic Chaplain had not been to her at all. 

1 have also to call attention to 11th sec. of 19 & 20 Vic, cap. 08, which 
is not observed by the Roman Catholic Chaplain who has two substitutes 
not legally appointed. The Medical Officer’s journal is full and regularly 
kept, but the prescribed forms of hospital books are no observed ; they 
should be procured and duly kept as required by competent authority.

At this time two little girls aged nine and eleven were in custody. 
They were sentenced to five years in a reformatory, having stolen articles 
of clothing. Their father is alive but not their mother. 
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One of the two male juveniles in charge was a boy of about fifteen, South 
charged with committing a rape— he was for trial ; but it would, Lhave District. 
n0 doubt, be better for all parties concerned, if such a case as this were Cork 

not brought before the public. If a boy of that age had really attempted County 

such an offence, a sound flogging would, I submit, be the most effectual Gao ■ 
punishment for him, instead of sending him to gaol where he must become 
more or less hardened and probably more depraved. 

I am informed that juveniles are kept quiteseparate from adult prisoners, 
but the males are exercised in the ring at the same time as the latter 
class. It would be, I submit, better to give them their exercise by re- 
quiring them to break stones or some such out-door labour at which they 
could be employed in separation. I regret to observe that during the year 
1875 20 prisoners were in custody here who were known to have been 
previously in reformatories.

At tlie time of my visit no debtor was in charge and only 2 of that class 
had been committed here this year. The commitments in the seven 
months previous to my visit this year numbered of males 545, and of 
females 170, against 954 of the former sex and 324 of the latter during 
the whole of the previous year; and, as I have remarked in former 
reports, the number of the criminal class committed here is large as com- 
pared with those committed for minor offences. There is, I regret to 
iind, comparatively speaking, no diminution in the number of commit- 
ments this year as compared with last of drunkards, so that I fear this 
ollence may be said to be still on the increase here. In 1873 the com- 
mitments for drunkenness to this gaol were 160 of males, and 110 of 
females; in 1875 they numbered respectively 189 and 125, and in the 
seven first months of 1876 they were 134 of males and 76 of females. 

J he last two tables do not show as great a perversity in crime amongst 
the inhabitants of this county as in many other districts in Ireland, as no 
prisoner was committed here during the last two years who had been in 
prison more than between sixty-one and seventy times.

Since my last inspection no alteration has been effected in the con- 
struction of the gaol, but some minor improvements have been carried out 
under the directions of the Local Inspector and Governor. 

A certain number of cells are reserved as a reception-class in each prison, Reception, 
and all prisoners are at once bathed as they come in and weekly during 
imprisonment. Two new baths have been put up in the female prison, 
but the only bath iu the male section is that in the reception-class. I 
certainly consider that a bath should be provided in the new male prison. 

The cells were all clean and well kept and their fittings were in good 
order and on an excellent principle which have been explained in former 
reports. Though some panes of perforated zinc have been put into the win- 
dows of the cells in the new male prison, the ventilation is not yet much 
improved, and is still, in my opinion, defective. 

The supply of water is good ; that for kitchen purposes and drinking Water, 
being procured from the town main. No alteration has been made as to 
the lavatories and water-closets, which were clean and in good order. 

The sewerage is reputed to be excellent, and is flushed by the water raised 
from the river by the tread-wheel. One" hundred and twenty cells for 
males and forty for females are provided with bells and gas, and are 
heated by means of Cohen’s patent heating apparatus, which, I am informed, 
is giving the greatest satisfaction, arid is found to be both economical and 
effective in its working. 

I have obtained from the Local Inspector a statement as to the differ- Cost of 
ence of the cost between the old system of heating the prison and that heating.

I laid my views, as to the way I would recommend t-lic 
work to be done, before the Governor, and begged that one or two im- 
provements would be adopted in the new fittings, which, I have no doubt, 
will be carried out, as I have always found both the governing body of 
the prison and the superior officers most willing to adopt any suggestions 
made by my colleague and self. 

Laundry. The arrangements of the laundry are very suitable and have not been 
changed since my last inspection, but I am glad to find that a new dryiqg- 
room has now been put up.

The store of clothing and bedding is well arranged, and the issue of it Clothing, 
to the different officers is properly organized and checked by the Governor. 

All the prisoners were well dressed, and their clothing was clean and in 
good repair. I would, however, recommend that there be a fixed rule as 
to the changing of the sheets throughout the prison, and that each class 
officer be required to certify to the Governor on a given day that clean 
sheets had been issued to their respective classes. I am informed that the 
sheets in the female prison are changed once a fortnight, the same rule 
should be adopted in the male prison. All the prison clothing, including 
the shoes, is now made up in the prison.

The foregoing table shows a very large number of punishments inflicted 
for breach of prison rule, but the greater number is of stoppage of diet 
without solitary confinement. This, I submit, is a punishment that the 
Governor has no power to impose and which, I believe, is not desirable. 

I therefore consider that he should be guided by and strictly follow the 
provisions of the 12th Rule of the 109th section of the Prisons Act, as 
regards the punishment of prisoners for breach of prison rule. The two

The tread-wheel and shot drill are the means by which hard labour is 
enforced here. Prisoners are employed at tread-wheel or at shot drill for 
two hours a day, being absolutely on the mill five minutes at a time, and 
are allowed intervals of about three minutes for rest. All convicted 
prisoners of both sexes pick 2 lbs. of oakum a day, and untried about 1^- lbs. 

The industrial labour consists of stone-breaking, weaving, tailoring, 
mat-maldng, carpentry, shoemaking, and prison duties. But considering 
the daily average number of prisoners here is about 160, I do not think 
(now that most of the improvements of the prison are completed, and that 
such facilities are provided for carrying on industrial labour), that the 
results from the produce of prisoners’ labour are at all sufficient, and am 
of opinion that more industry should be carried on, and a greater amount 
of labour should be obtained from the prisoners. I have in former reports 
referred to this subject, but I find that the amount received for prison 
labour in 1873 was larger than in 1875. J saw several prisoners at exer- 
cise in a ring who would have been much better employed breaking stones 
if proper sheds were provided for .them in the upper yard • for though 
the law. requires prisoners to get a certain amount of out-door exercise 
a day, it does . not follow that they should not be profitably employed 
while at exercise.

A new male school-room had not long been fitted up at the time of my 
visit, consisting of eight stalls, but no school had lately been held, and 
only a few prisoners were, this year, sent to school.

The contracts for provisions are taken half-yearly and for other things Contracts, 
yearly, and are all sanctioned by the Board, but nearly all the materials 
for clothing, except cotton things, are manufactured and made up in the 
prison, by which a considerable saving is effected. The samples of the 
provisions appeared good, but several of the prisoners complained to me 
about the milk, which may doubtless have been sour owing to the extreme 
heat of the weather at this period, but I am informed when any defect is 
discovered, the contractor is always fined, and, as a rule, the Chaplains, 
who inspect the provisions regularly, generally report favourably on their 
quality. At the time of my visit potatoes were not given to prisoners as 
directed in the dietary scale, but I was informed that they would be on 
the following week. I also have to remark on the custom here of deviating 
from the prescribed formula as to the breakfasts on Sunday mornings, and 
submit that the dietary scale should be strictly adhered to without any 
exception. 

The Matron has charge of all the provisions, and half a ton of meal at a 
time is issued to her.

Shortly before my inspection was made the late Governor, Mr. Joyce, who 
had been an officer of the prison for twenty-seven years and had served the 
public most zealously and honestly, had resigned, and Captain Richard 
Roberts had been appointed in his place. My colleague and I have al- 
ways had a high opinion., of Mr. Joyce, and he has, during his period of 
office in this prison, so far as I know, been always i^eady and anxious to 
promote improvements and to follow out all suggestions made to him for 
the benefit of the establishment and for those committed to his charge. 

, lie has had charge of this prison through years of trouble and riot, when 
tne means at his disposal for carrying out discipline and order were not 
as good as they are now ; and no one, who is not acquainted with the 
working of a large prison, can be aware of the constant vigilance that is 
required on the part of the Governor, entailing an anxiety of mind and 
bodily exertion that is called for in very few other offices, provided 
always that the duties are conscientiously performed. It is, therefore, 
not surprising that Mr. Joyce’s health should have somewhat broken 
down, but I hope he may long enjoy the superannuation allowance he 
has so well earned, and that the new Governor will follow closely in the 
footsteps of his predecessor as far as his prison duties are concerned. 
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At the time of my visit I had not the pleasure of seeing the Local In- South 
spector as he was on leave, but I am aware that he has not relaxed in his District.

The hospitals are not much used, but the wards are good and well arranged Hospitals, 
for the sick. A good water-closet is provided in the male hospital, but 
none in the female. Only 22 males and 4 females had been in hospital 
up to my visit this year. No deaths occurred in the prison this year 
except those of two unfortunate men who were executed on the morning 
of the day of my visit. I arrived in the gaol a few hours after the 
execution, aud to the credit of the Governor and officers I found all the 
-routine of the prison going on much as usual and the whole establishment 
in good order. 

The Surgeon is very attentive to his several duties, and compounds the 
medicines in the prison, for which he is allowed c£20 a year in addition to 
his salary as Surgeon ; but I am glad to find that the cost of medicines here 
is not excessive as is the case in some gaols. 

Books a/hd lournals. 

The books of finance and the registries are well and regularly kept by Books, &c. 
the Clerk, and are very carefully supervised by the Local Inspector and 
Governor — a duty which, I trust, the new Governor will also be particular 
about. The Local Inspector being on leave I had not an opportunity of 
seeing his journal, but that of the late Governor was full and well kept. 

The new Governor being so recently appointed his journal was conse- 
quently not fully written up. The Chaplains keep.good journals and per- 
form their duties regularly and well, though one of the prisoners, T. B.. 
made a long complaint against the Homan Catholic Chaplain, which on 
investigation I considered quite groundless, and found that this gentleman 
had been most considerate towards the prisoner. The Surgeon keeps the 
hospital books very carefully, and enters all matters of importance in 
his journal.

Two hundred and fourteen formed the total number in custody at the 
above date, which was a much larger number than there was proper ac- 
commodation for — some of the cells having three inmates sleeping in 
them, and eighteen cells of the female prison had two women in each. 

Under these circumstances it is not possible to maintain discipline, order, 
decency, or cleanliness.' I therefore recommended the removal, under the 
Lord Lieutenant’s Warrant, to the county prison, of as many of each sex 
as could be conveniently accommodated there ; 20 males and 10 females 
were consequently transferred to that prison.

I find that children are sent here for most trivial offences, and in some Juvenile 
cases for such short periods that no possible good can, but most likely much prisoner, 
harm must, result from such sentences. A girl under sixteen was in 
custody here sentenced to twenty-four hours for obstructing the street by 
endeavouring to sell fish ; and little boys have been sent here for the same 
period for bathing in the river. 1 cannot but think that if justices were 
aware of the serious effects on the young sending them to prison for such 
limited periods has on them, they would not do so. Such sentences as 
these are, in my opinion, only calculated to harden the youthful mind and 
are quite ineffectual either as a deterrent or an inducement to reform, but 
are most likely to have an evil effect on the young by associating them 
with the corrupt and habitual offenders; for although care is, I am 
informed, taken to keep juveniles separate from adults, it is very difficult 
to do so always, and in some prisons the attempt is not made. 

A boy, J. G.. nineteen years old, was in charge on the day of my visit 
who had been three years in Upton Reformatory. He had been already 
committed here twice for stealing, and had also passed twelve months in 
the county prison for running away from the reformatory, so that I greatly 
fear before long this youth will find himself in penal servitude.

Up to the time of my visit no person was committed here this year for 
debt, so that the marshalsea could be very well used for ordinary prisoners 
provided an officer were to sleep in these quarters. 

Taking into consideration the period of the year when my inspection 
was made this year, the number of commitments in the foregoing tables 
indicate a decided increase this year of all classes as compared with last. 
But I am glad to find that no person charged with a capital offence was 
committed to this prison in 1876, though a male was in custody charged 
with sending a threatening letter.

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In my report of 1874 I drew attention to the large number of recommit- 
ments to this prison, and to the small beneficial results derived from re- 
peatedly committing the same individuals to short terms of imprisonment, 
but I find little or no improvement during the last two years here in this 
respect, as will be observed by the foregoing table. So long as previous 
convictions of old offenders are not taken into consideration in the punish- 
ments awarded to them I fear that this class will continue the heavy 
burden they now are to the State, and a disgrace to the district they 
frequent.

The new male prison consists of forty-eight good cells all artificially 
heated and lighted with gas on the improved chambered system and pro- 
vided with bells. These are the only cells that are artificially lighted, 
but there are thirty-seven cells in the old male prison that are heated and 
have bells, and sixty-one in the female prison in like manner provided. 
At the time of my visit the prison was so crowded that the female re- 
ception class was used for short sentenced prisoners and no alteration has 
yet been made in the male reception class, to which allusion has been 
so frequently made in former reports. I would suggest that the 
marshalsea be now turned into a proper reception class for males, and that 
a good bath be put up there, so that all prisoners may be properly cleansed 
as they come in, which I fear is not now done, as some of them both 
males and females, appeared to be filthy, and their cells were con- 
sequently most offensive. All prisoners are said though, to be washed 
as they come in and once a week during imprisonment, but owmg 
to the defective supply of water on the premises at the time of my 
visit this rule was not carried out. The effluvia from some of the 
closets and sewers was consequently very bad, and most unwholesome. 
, ( r ^, w attention of the Board to this matter in my observations in 
the Gaol Keport Book. 

The new male wing is fully supplied with lavatories, water-closets, and 
baths, and no alterations in respect of these requirements has been made 
in the old buildings since my last inspection ; but unless a good supply 
of water is provided, such requirements become worse than useless. 
One fumigator is provided to each prison ; but the recommendations 
m my last reports, as to all clothing being fumigated are still disre-

The evils complained of in the arrangements of the laundry still exist, 
and association amongst the prisoners employed here cannot now be 
avoided. The door of the furnace of one of the boilers was out of order 
at the time of my visit. 

The culinary duties are still carried on in the male prison, although it 
has been frequently pointed out that these duties would be better done 
by females than by males. 

Two men are employed in the kitchen on the days on which potatoes 
are served, while one would, in my opinion, be ample to perform all the 
duties of the kitchen in this gaol. These men should be more closely 
supervised if left so much together as they are. 

On the day of my visit some of the prisoners complained of the stir- 
about and the potatoes being badly boiled, aud I certainly consider that 
the cook warder was much to blame, and that the prisoners were quite 
justified in their complaints. 

The photography is carried on by the hospital or cook warder ; but only 
the photographs done in compliance with the requirements of the “Crimes 
Prevention Act” are kept, though suspected prisoners are, I am told, some- 
times photographed. It is most important that the latter should be as care- 
fully registered and put away as the former, and all suspected prisoners 
should be photographed in order to assist the ends of justice. This 
warder receives an allowance of £10 a year for performing this duty. 

The night-watch is done by the warders in rotation, 2 of whom per- 
form this duty each night. Their vigilance is tested by means of three 
of Dent’s portable tell-tale watches — two of which are marked half-hourly, 
and another hourly during the night, by different keys placed in different 
parts of the prison. I am informed that the night-watch goes on duty at 
6.30 to 5.30 in summer, and to 7 in the winter. 

The markings of the watches are taken by the Governor, and are 
entered in the “ Morning State Book and the omissions of duty of the 
night-watch are recorded in the Officers’ Conduct Book. 

The officers on night duty also write a special report each morning, 
and submit it to the Governor. 

Visitors to convicted prisoners are admitted once a month, by order of 
a Member of the Board, or Local Inspector. To the untried, twice a 
week. At the time of my visit a new visiting place was being put up 
near the gate, but was not yet finished.

As many of the short-sentenced prisoners are allowed to wear their 
own clothes, it is quite impossible that the prison can be kept as clean or 
as free from vermin as it should be, or that the bedding can be in good 
order, particularly as the clothing is not all fumigated. I therefore sub- 
mit that unless untried prisoners, or those whose sentence is less than a 
month, have decent and clean clothing of their own, they should be put 
into prison clothes, which is the rule in all well-regulated gaols.

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The cook and hospital warder is also store warder, and I regret to say 
that his stores were anything but well or tidily kept ; indeed, I cannot 
compliment this officer on the manner in which any of liis duties are per- 
formed. I am informed that the different articles of clothing and bedding 
are issued from the gaol store to the class warders and matron by order of 
the Governor, who, with the Local Inspector, takes stock once a month of 
all prison property. 

All the materials for male clothing are manufactured here, and made up 
by prison labour. 

The rule in the female prison about changing sheets is that they should be 
changed once a fortnight, but some of the prisoners are so dirty that their 
sheets are changed oftener ; there is, as far as I could learn, no fixed time 
for changing the sheets in the male prison, as it appears to vary according 
to circumstances, but the number of sheets in store at the time of my visit 
was not sufficient, nor was there a sufficient quantity of clothing provided for 
the requirements of so large a number of prisoners as were then in custody 
if a proper system of cleanliness were observed. I remarked on this 
matter in the report I left in the prison, so that I hope steps have been 
taken to supply a sufficient quantity of clothing and bedding before this.

improved since my last visit, and the 



observations in my last report on this subject have had no effect for good, 
so that there is still a large amount of insubordination here, as proper 
means of punishment for breach of prison rules are not provided. Where 
there is as much association as is permitted here it is but a natural and 
usual consequence that a great deal of breach of discipline and order 
results from it. I would also point out that the 15th rule of the 109th 
section of the Prisons Act clearly points out the punishment that the 
Governor can inflict, and submit that he should strictly follow this rule. 

No school is yet held here, so that the 106th section of the Prisons Act 
is not observed.

Hard labour is enforced here by means of the tread-wheel, at which Har ~ 
men so sentenced are employed for two hours a day, but they are only labour, 
on the mill half that time, being ten minutes on and the same time off the 
mill ; for the remainder of the day they are employed with the non-hard- 
labour men at oakum picking in a large shed, to which I made exception 
in my last report, as it is most objectionable to employ numbers of pri- 
soners together in association in this manner, yet I found thirty-two men 
working in association at oakum picking, and three shoemakers in another 
room also in association. # . 

Now that the new wing is finished, as many as this part of the prison 
can accommodate should be kept in perfect separation, and should be 
employed up to eight in the evening. At present I find that no labour is 
done after six, or in the short days after dusk.' Some more stone sheds 
are required, so that men may take their out-door exercise at stone- 
breaking. 

All male prisoners are, I am informed, required to pick 2 lbs. of oakum 
a day j and the women who are not employed in the laundry lb. The 
other industrial labour consists of mat-making, weaving, tailoring, shoe- 
making, and other prison duties, while women are only employed in 
knitting and sewing, washing, and oakum picking. 

Now that so much more labour can be enforced amongst the male pri- 
soners in the new wing, I trust the profits of labour will in future be much 
more considerable, as the amount derived from that source in 18 / 5 was not 
by any means such as should result from so large a daily average number 
of prisoners as were in charge during that year ; and I am of opinion 
that the matron should be required to teach the female prisoners 
such industries as will be both advantageous to them and to the prison 
funds ; in fact, I consider that there is a lamentable amount of idleness 
permitted in the female prison, and J am of opinion that the time of the 
male prisoners is not as fully occupied as it should be ; at the same time 
I am aware that since the appointment of the . present Governor there is 
an improvement in this respect in the male prison. .

The Local 
Inspector also remarks on the poorness of the milk at times in his 
journal. _ 

The Governor informed me when this is the case he buys good milk, 
and charges the same to the contractor ; but this must cause both inconve- 
nience and delay in serving the provisions, so that I submit that if the 
contractors continue to supply inferior provisions, they should forfeit their 
contract, or be heavily fined. However, it is right to remark that the 
Chaplains, who inspect the provisions regularly, generally report on them 
favourably.

visit. Ike Medical Officer is, as usual, most punctual in the performance 
of kis duties, and attentive to the sick, which are not numerous The 
wards are large and comfortable, and are provided with the necessary 
requirements; but the water-closet in the male ward was very offensive, 
which may be attributed to the scarcity of water in the gaol. At the time 
of .my visit there was a lunatic in the male hospital who had attempted 
suicide, and was attended by three prisoners. 

Medicines. I submit that slippers should be provided for the prisoners in hospital. 

The medicines are procured from an apothecary in the town, the cost of 
which in 1875 came to £21 5s. 6d. 1 pointed out in my last report the 

extravagance in this item here, and would recommend the same system 
to be adopted as is now followed in the county gaol as to providing and

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The Looks are kept by the cliief warder, who is also clerk, but there is South 
in addition an assistant clerk, an officer that should not be required in this District. 
prison. The books are carefully and well kept, and are supervised by the Cork City 
Governor at stated periods. This officer keeps a full and useful journal, Gaol. 
as also does the Local Inspector, from which I learned many matters of Books &c _ 
importance regarding the discipline and management of the prison. The ’ 
Chaplains’ journals are also carefully kept, and these gentlemen visit and 
perform their duties regularly, as prescribed by statute. 

The Surgeon was on leave ; I did not see his journal on this occasion, Surgeon, 
but his hospital books are all carefully written up, though they are not of 
the prescribed form required to be kept in gaols. The Daily Employ- 
ment Book should be procured, and as regularly kept as the other books ; 
and although the Work Ledger is well kept, I learn that prisoners so 
entitled under the 107th section of the Prisons Act are not allowed a share 
of their earnings.

No reduction of the staff has taken place since my last visit, twenty- 
three officers in all being still employed for a daily average of 115 pri- 
soners, which, as I have already remarked, I consider excessive. The 
Governor and most of the subordinate staff live and have their meals in 
the prison, but one matron and four warders lodge in the town, and are Separate 
given a lodging allowance. As the Governor was not at all well on the system * 
first day of my inspection, he could not accompany me through the prison, 
but on the second day he came round with me, and I laid my views on 
various matters before him, and made several suggestions to him, which I 
hope he will adopt. Since his appointment a great improvement has 
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South been effected in the discipline and management of the prison, but there is 
Di stric t. s fciH a great deal to be done towards the establishment of a more strict 
Cork City separate system, and towards enforcing cleanliness, order, and discipline. 
Gaol. As the by-laws have not yet been approved of by the Town Council, the 
new cells have not been finally certified by the Inspectors-General, under 
3 and 4 Vic., cap. 44 ; but pending the necessary approval of the Town 
Council, the Medical Officer has certified that the cells are fit for occu- 
pation.

At the above times 82 males and 25 females was the total number in 
custody. 

Sixty of these were summary convictions, 22 were cases disposed of at 
assizes or quarter sessions, 6 were debtors, 5 were naval offenders, and 14 
were untried. 

J uveniles. 

Juveniles. Three male juveniles were in charge at the time of my visit. One boy, 
E. B., was on remand for loitering with intent to steal. He told me that 
his father was generally drunk, and that his mother had only a precarious 
way of earning her bread ; he was quite uneducated, and was evidently 
growing up in idleness and vice. I trust, therefore, that he has been sent 
to a reformatory school, as this, in my opinion, is the only way of rescu- 
ing such youths from becoming habitual gaol birds.* Of the other two 
juveniles in custody, one, D. S., was sentenced to four months’ imprison- 
ment, and the other, C. L., to twenty-one days, for using obscene language 
and assault. It would, in my opinion, be more advantageous to such 
youths and to the public if a sound flogging were administered to them 
instead of committing them to prison for such short periods. 

During this year 68 male and 6 female juveniles were committed 
here ; 13 of the former and 3 of the latter were sent to reformatories. At 
the time of my visit I was sorry to find three men in custody who had 
previously been in reformatories, and who now appear to have lapsed 
again into a life of crime. 

A youth, J. P., aged 20, was on remand for burglary. He had 
escaped from Philipstown reformatory last year, and I am informed the

authorities of that institution refused to take him hack. Since then he South 
has been committed to this prison three times. Another youth, J . M., Di stric t. 
18, who had been in Glencree reformatory, was now in custody for bur- £> u iu n 
glary ; and a third, J. M., also a Glencree man and a returned convict, County 
who had been here twice previously for cattle stealing, was now under- Gu0 
going a sentence of twelve months for sheep stealing. I greatly fear 
these are all very hopeless cases, and that the best and most effectual mode of 
dealing with them would be to impose upon them the utmost penalty of the 
law in the event of these individuals offending again against it, as I 
believe leniency in such cases is not only ineffectual for good as regards- 
the culprit, but is an inducement to others to disregard the law. Juve- 
niles committed here for periods under a month are not sent, to school. I 
therefore submit that all juveniles not sentenced to a reformatory be sent 
to school for two hours daily.

Debtor'. Two of the mistress debtors who were removed here from the Four 
Courts Marshalsea are still in custody, one of whom has always been most 
troublesome, and her conduct has been such that I recommended the 
Governor to compel her to comply to prison rules. 

Commit- I regret to have to draw attention to the large increase in the commit- 
ments. ments this year as compared to last, as may be observed by a foregoing 
table. 

The increment is especially observable in the commitments of the male 
criminal class, and of the drunkards of both sexes, there being an 
increase in the number of commitments this year over last for this offence 
of 347. A melancholy instance of excess of drinking came before me at 
the time of my visit, in the case of a fine looking man, 0. K., committed 
for drunkenness and assaulting the police. lie was a married man, and 
could earn 15s. a day loading corn on the quays, but informed me he 
generally drank ten glasses of whiskey a day, and frequently seventeen.

During this year no alterations have been effected in the structural con- 
dition of this prison, and in view of the contemplated changes of our 
prison system, I should not feel justified in recommending any that would 
involve much expense. 

The arrangements as to the reception class in both prisons are not as Reception, 
good as they might be, but since my inspection the Board has very properly 
ordered twelve cells on the ground floor of the male prison to be set apart 
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for fcbis purpose. All prisoners are, I am informed, bathed as they come 
in, except they arrive late, but I consider that unless they arrive after 
six or seven o’clock they should be at once cleansed. I am also of opinion 
that another good bath is required in the male prison in order that the 
statute may be complied with in this regard. No alteration has been 
made in the lavatories, water closets, the heating of the prison, or the 
supply of gas, since my last visit, all of which I found clean and in good 
order; the sewerage is also reported to be effective, the main drain 
having been cleaned out last summer. 

The Vartry water is now used for cooking purposes, but I regret to 
learn that the supply failed for seven days during this summer, and that 
from the Liffey also ran short for a while. 

The kitchen arrangements are very good, and this department was clean 
and well kept, but I do not see the necessity of employing two male pri- 
soners in the kitchen, and consider that those sentenced to hard labour 
should not be so employed. 

The laundry has not been altered since my last visit, and its arrange- 
ments are suitable for prison purposes, but I would suggest that greater 
individual separation be observed both here and in the ironing room. 

The male division of the chapel has been enlarged since my last visit, 
which is an improvement. 

The fumigating closets are much too large, so much so that I fear the 
clothing is not so thoroughly purified as it should be. I therefore must 
recommend these closets to be considerably diminished in size, and submit 
that all clothing be fumigated as soon as possible, so as to avoid the -intro* 
duction of either infection or vermin into the gaol. 

The photography is very efficiently done by the Deputy Governor, 
who not only photographs all those required under the Crimes Prevention 
Act, but is also careful to take the likenesses of suspected persons for 
the purpose of tracing former convictions. He is allowed 2s. for each 
negative as a remuneration for his trouble. 

The rules for visitors to prisoners are laid down in the by-laws, and are 
the same as they have been for some years. 

Three tell-tale clocks are provided ; that in the hatch is marked half- 
hourly from 10, p.h., to 6.30, a.m. ; that in the hall of the male prison 
every hour from 10.30, p.m., to 6.30, a.m.; and the one at the female 
school-room at 1, 3, and 5, a.m. The night duty is performed by the 
warders in rotation, except by the chief warder, but the night watchnfan 
is not required for duty again until two o’clock on the following day. 
The markings of the clocks are taken daily by the Deputy Governor, and 
are entered in the Morning State Book, all omissions being also noted in 
the Conduct Book. 

The condition of order, cleanliness of the cells, , rnd throughout the 
whole prison, was very satisfactory, and the buildings appeared to be in 
good repair.

It will be observed by the previous table that the greater number of Punish- 
the punishments inflicted here have been by the stoppage of diet. I menfcs * 
therefore would draw attention to the 15th rule of the 109th section of 
the Prisons Act, which should, in my opinion, not be departed from, 
as the Governor’s authority in regard to the infliction of punishments is 
there distinctly laid down. Pour punishment cells are provided in the 
male, and two in the female prison, properly heated, and provided with 
bells 3 and I am glad to find that the shape of the bell-pulls in the female 
cells have been altered and rendered less dangerous than they were. Beds 
are, however, given to prisoners in solitary at night, an indulgence that 
deprives the punishment of much of its effect, and which, I am informed, 
the prisoners acknowledge. So long as prisoners are dealt with in this 
lenient manner for the breach of prison rule I fear it will be found difficult 
to reduce the number of punishments in this prison.

The liard labour is enforced by means of a crank-pump, divided into 
twelve compartments, at which men work for three hours a day, being about 
ten minutes on at a time, and ten off- During the periods of relief they 
are required to pick oakum ; in addition to this labour men are required 
to pick oakum in their cells, and in summer they pick about 8 lbs. a day, 
but men sentenced to hard labour are not all kept to such labour for more 
than from two to three months of their sentences, as the accommodation on 
the crank mill is not sufficient, so that after a certain time the older hands 
are taken off the mill to make room for new comers. 

The industrial labour for males consists chiefly of stone-breaking, of 
which in summer they break about 1£ cwt. per hour, or they pick oakum 
in their cells. 

I am informed that prisoners commence work at about twenty minutes 
after 7 a.m., and with the exception of meal hours, they work up to a 
quarter to 7 P.M. 

The women are employed chiefly in washing, sewing, and oakum- 
picking. 

I have in previous reports remarked on the insufficiency of the labour 
carried on here in proportion to the numbers confined, and although the 
profit resulting from this source was somewhat larger in 1875 than in 
the two previous years, yet I do not consider that the profits of labour 
in this prison are yet by any means sufficient. I would therefore suggest 
that the hours of labour be extended, which would I have no doubt havo 
a very beneficial effect on the prisoners, as well as on the funds of the 
establishment.

The arrangements in regard to the schools have not been changed since 
my last visit ; only those whose sentence exceed a month are sent to 
school, and very few of the women are given secular instruction. It will 
be seen by the foregoing table how few is the daily average number of 
those sent to school, as compared with those in prison. The males arc 
taught by one of the warders, and the females by the Assistant Matron. 
Neither of these officers are trained teachers, but are, I am informed, 
efficient. The schools are connected with the National Board, and are 
also inspected by the Chaplains, but I regret to state that this duty has 
only been performed once during this year by the Roman Catholic Chap- 
lain, although the by-laws require him to do so “frequently.”

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The samples of the diet that I saw were good, but I find that the Chap- 
lains occasionally report on their quantity and quality unfavourably, the 
bread being sometimes short of weight, and the milk not good. All the 
portions should, I submit, bq weighed or measured before being served to 
the prisoners, and if found light or bad the defect should be remedied at 
once at the expense of the contractor. I am informed that the milk was 
lately analyzed, and found to contain twelve per cent, of water.

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It will be observed by the foregoing tables that there is a small reduc- 
tion in the expenses of 'the prison in 1875, as compared to the previous 
year, but owing to the large number of officers still maintained here, and 
the absence of any considerable sum from reproductive labour, the cost of 
the prison is still very large. However, under existing circumstances, 
with the prospect of a Prisons Bill becoming law during, this session, I 
do not consider it my duty to recommend such a remodelling of the stall 
of this prison, which otherwise I should be compelled to do, especially as 
I believe it is composed of a number of excellent public servants. 

Since the appointment of the present Governor lie has been most assi- 
duous and attentive to his several duties, and has on all occasions proved 
himself to be an efficient and competent officer. A great deal of extra 
duty was thrown upon him during the time ot Mr. Flewctts absence in 
Kilkenny, which he performed both willingly and efficiently. I wish here 
also to record the satisfaction of my colleague and myself with the manner 
in which the Deputy Governor acquitted himself while in charge of the 
prison at Kilkenny, for which duty we, with the consent of the Board, 
selected Mr. Flewett, owing to a disturbance in that prison. I have also 
much pleasure in bearing testimony to the attention to duty on the part 
of the Matron of this prison, who deserves every credit for the clean and 
orderly condition of her department. 

The subordinate officers’ quarters were in a clean • and orderly con- 
dition, and, with the exception of two, they all sleep in the gaol, and arc 
provided with a mess-room, though five only mess together, the others 
mess in their own rooms, an untidy system that in my opinion should not 
be permitted. These officers are allowed a prisoner to cook tor them, 
which is open to such abuse, and is so subversive of discipline that I 
submit this practice should not be allowed.

The arrangement consequent on the removal of the male hospital to a 
different part of the prison has been found satisfactory. At the time 
of my visit it was empty, and was being limewashed. A bell has 
now been put up here which rings into the hatch, and has been found 
useful on several -occasions. I would recommend a double door to be 
placed to the water-closet here, as at present the effluvia penetrates into 
the sleeping apartment, which cannot be wholesome. 

An officer sleeps in the male hospital, and is locked in at 10 P.M. The 
female hospital is in that prison, and was clean and orderly.

Books and Journals. Books and 

The books of registry and finance are kept by the Deputy Governor, 
and during his absence on duty in Kilkenny this duty was very efficiently 
and carefully performed by the Governor. Both these officers devote 
much attention to the keeping of the prescribed forms of prison books, 
which are regularly kept by the Deputy, and carefully checked by the 
Governor. 

The Chaplains write up their journals regularly, but do not remark 
very fully on the performance of their duties. The Governor’s journal is 
full, and contains much useful information relating to the discipline and 
management of the prison ; by it I am glad to learn that he is as a rule 
always present at both unlock and lock-up, and that he visits the gaol 
frequently at uncertain hours of the night. 

The Medical Officer’s journals are well kept, but I submit that his 
keeping one for the male prison, and another for the female is quite « 

unnecessary.

Juveniles. Sixteen male juveniles were in charge at this time, and it will be ob- 
served by the foregoing table that the number of juveniles committed to this 
prison previous to my inspection this year were comparatively speaking very 
numerous ; some of these youths were undergoing long sentences ; a boy 
of sixteen, J. Gf., found guilty of assault was sentenced to two years aud had 
been in gaol three months before trial. He has no mother, and he has, I 
am informed, not heard of his father for nine years. Another youth of 
nineteen, who has already been three times in gaol was also in custody 
and told me that he preferred being on the tread-wheel to being employed 
in his cell. 

1 must again observe on the want of sufficient separation between the 
juvenile and the adult class, and drew attention to the subject in my last 
report. It is to be regretted that so few of the juvenile offenders are 
sent to reformatories from this county or town, as I have no doubt that 
many of those who come into gaol would be much more benefited by a 
sentence in a reformatory than by committing them to gaol, where they 
are allowed to associate with the worst characters of the district. I am 
sorry to find that proper steps are not taken here to instruct youths in a 
trade, or in elementary education, as no school has yet been provided, 
notwithstanding the frequent remarks on this subject by Inspectors- 
General, so that there can be little hope of reforming or instructing any 
youth committed here, in such a manner as will enable him on his release 
to earn an honest livelihood, and it is lamentable to think that a young 
offender may be here for two years or more (as is the case in the instance 
above referred to), without receiving any instruction whatever.

Act, wlien imprisonment for debt will in effect no longer exist. Having 
regard to the number of commitments in the last of the foregoing tables, 
as well as the period of the year when my inspection was made this year, 
it might fairly be concluded that the commitments for 1876 will not die 
so numerous as those of the previous year. But I fear that the commit- 
ments of males for drunkenness will this year exceed those of last, though 
there is a sensible reduction this year in the commitments of females for 
this offence.

The foregoing tables, I fear, demonstrate a very large amount of repeated 
crime amongst a limited number of individuals who frequent this prison. 
It will be seen how large the numbers of commitments are as compared to the 
individuals committed, especially of females whose commitments this year 
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from their first offence were 1,026, but these were the commitments of South 
only 129 individuals, and tlieir daily average number in custody in 1876 Dl STiUC T - 
was eighteen, while there was one woman in charge this year who had Galway 
between 161 and 180 commitments recorded against her.

Although Inspectors-General have for many years been pointing out Improve- 
serious defects in this prison, and have frequently expressed their views men l s 
as to the necessity of adapting the prison to the requirements of the age, 
yet no steps have yet been taken to remodel the prison. As this matter 
has been so long neglected, and having regard to the measure now before 
Parliament relating to prisons in Ireland, I do not think it advisable that 
proposed alterations be now undertaken by the Board of Superintend- 
ence. 

The law as to prisoners being passed into their £C proper wards” by the 
Medical Officer is still disregarded, but I am glad to find that the Governor 
and Local Inspector have, so far as they are able, adopted some of the 
suggestions of Inspectors-General, and that all prisoners are now bathed 
as they come in, and subsequently once a week during imprisonment, and 
that prisoners’ clothes are now fumigated at once on admission, the result 
being a great improvement in the cleanliness of the whole establishment. 

No alterations have been made since last inspection in the cells and 
other arrangements of the prison, which are fully detailed in my last 
report. There is an abundant supply of water now on the premises, and 
the sewage is said to be in good order. The laundry and kitchen are 
still in the same dilapidated condition, the roof being almost tumbling 
down, and only one of the kitchen boilers in repair ; the evils so often 
pointed out in the female prison still exist. At the time of my visit this 
prison was very crowded, several females being obliged to occupj’ - some 
of the cells, but as a rule the female prison is not suited to separate 
cellular accommodation, so that it is not surprising that there is so much 
repetition of crime amongst the prisoners of this sex. 

No gas is provided to any of the cells, so that in the winter labour Gas. 
cannot be carried on after dusk, though, I am informed, that in summer 
prisoners are now required to work up to 8 o’clock.

Only one tell-tale clock is yet provided, which is only marked hourly Tell-tale 
from lock-up to unlock by an intern watchman. It has been shown that clock ‘ 
such arrangements are not sufficient in order properly to test the vigilance 
of the night-watch. 
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An improvement lias been made for visitors to prisoners, by which 
means the visitor is not allowed to introduce prohibited articles into 
the gaol. No visitors are allowed to see convicted prisoners during 
the first month of their imprisonment, and subsequently only once a month 
during imprisonment. 

I am glad to learn that the old prison is now quite disused, and that no 
prisoners have now any access to it.

The head warder has charge of the principal store, and issues articles 
from it to the reception warder and Matron, but the last-named officers are 
responsible for the most part of the clothing of the prisoners. Caps are now 
supplied to the females, but only the females sentenced to periods over seven 
days are provided with stockings ; no socks are yet given to the males, 
notwithstanding that these necessaries have been repeatedly recommended 
by the Inspectors-General, and I am informed, by the committee of the 
Grand Jury some time since. The rest of the prison clothing is made up 
in the prison, except shoes, which are still sometimes bought, but if one 
of the warders were a shoemaker he could instruct prisoners in this trade, 
and so provide the gaol with shoes and boots. 

The clothing of the turnkeys should also be all made up by prison labour. 

My colleague in his last report complained that the cots were bad and 
worn out. Twenty-five new ones have therefore since been provided, and 
I was informed that twenty-eight more were ordered. 

The bedding was clean and mostly in good repair, but some of the 
blankets were light. I am glad to learn that all prisoners now get clean 
sheets as they come in, and that they are changed throughout the prison 
once a fortnight. I would suggest that more care be taken in the labelling 
and signing the labels on the prisoners’ own clothing.

Hard labour is enforced by means of the tread-wheel, to which prisoners, Labour. 
I am told, are sent in summer from 10 to 3, and from 4 to 6, being seven 
minutes on at a time, and seven off, but as the wheel has only twenty-two 
divisions all the prisoners sentenced to hard labour are not put on the 
mill daily as they should be, for the system of reliefs is not properly 
worked. Although oakum is said to be picked during the periods of 
relief no fixed quantity is required to be picked in a given time, and at 
the time of my visit this employment was merely nominal, and the warder 
in charge of the mill was not acquainted with his duties. I find that the 
duty of supervising the men at the mill is not performed by one warder 
as it should be, at that all the warders take charge of the mill in their turn. 

I am informed that men sentenced to hard labour who are not employed 
at the mill are required to pick 8 lbs. of oakum in the week, while those 
who are on the mill pick only 6 lbs., but as far as I could learn from the 
prisoners they prefer being at the mill to other labour, which shows how 
light this work is, as was exemplified by the request of the boy before 
referred to. I laid my views on this subject before the Governor 
at the time of my visit, so that I trust some steps have been taken to 
increase the labour exacted from prisoners, and to establish a better 
system in the enforcement of it, as I am of opinion that much more should 
be obtained, and a better system pursued in the carrying on of labour, 
which should be frequently and constantly supervised by the Governor 
himself. 

Women are chiefly employed at prison duties and oakum-picking, but 
they are not required to pick any specified quantity per day. So little 
is the entire labour performed here during the year that the profits from 
it only produced in 1875 the small sum of .£44 10s., which I submit is a 
very insufficient return from the labour of a daily average number of 52 
males and 18 females. I consider the practice pursued here of giving 
men employed at outdoor exercise two hours exercise a day in the ring 
a great waste of time, and submit that this practice should be discon- 
tinued, and that outdoor exercise be enforced by remunerative labour.

The partition has now been closed between the male and female Hospital, 
hospital, but with this exception the same defects exist in this department 
as at my last visit, and no reduction in the cost of either the medicines or the 
hospital diet has been effected. Two males were in hospital on the day of my 
visit, one of whom was up and about, and was in a filthy, dirty condition. 

The other man was suffering from itch, and was in the same ward as the 
other prisoner, which I submit was quite irregular, as it is well known 
that the disease is very contagious. A female prisoner is still employed 
as a wardswoman, allhough there is an hospital nurse, who has very little 
to do. This prisoner I find is allowed hospital diet, but the Doctor in- 
formed me that she suffers from rheumatism. However,, I submit that if 
she was well enough to act as wardswoman in the hospital she should be 
sent to her class, and where she might be treated for the rheumatism. 

j Books and Journals. 

The books of registry and finance are as a rule well kept by the clerk, Books and 
who is assisted by the head turnkey. They are supervised, some daily, Journals, 
and some weekly, by the Governor, whose journal is full and regular. I 
am bound to state that notwithstanding the many defects in this prison 
its discipline, order, and cleanliness is much improved since the appoint- 
ment of the present Governor. 

The journal of the Local Inspector is carefully and well kept. This 
officer being on leave at the time of my visit I had not the pleasure of 
seeing him, but I am aware that he is constant in his attendance in the 
prison. The Surgeon also now keeps a useful journal, but the proper 
hospital books are not yet kept. These should be procured and regularly 
written up by this officer. 

The only serious complaint made to me by any prisoner was one from 
a female, M. N., who complained of harsh and exceptional treatment, and 
not being allowed to see her friends as prescribed by the. by-law. I re- 
marked fully on this case in the Observation Book fit the time of my 
visit, and have since had a communication from the Local Inspector on the 
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subject, so that I do not think it necessary further to draw attention to 
this matter. One of the male prisoners, J. C., also made a complaint 
against one of the warders, which on investigation I considered frivolous.

At the time of my visit the gaol had so recently been taken over from 
the contractor that there had been hardly sufficient time to allow of things 
being set in order, so that the good effect from the working of the separate 
system had not begun to be felt. I regret to be obliged to state that a 
great deal of the contract work has been very badly executed, so much so 
that it will be some time before it can be said to be completed, but 
if advantage is taken of tradesmen committed here, and that they are 
employed in improving the gaol, I have no doubt many of the defects 
which are now so obvious can soon be remedied, Forty-fiye separate cells 
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for males and nineteen for females are now available, and are all artifi- South 
cially heated, lighted with gas, and provided with excellent spiral bells, D| STRIC T - 
so that the separate system should be fully enforced ; but at the time of Kerry 
my visit I had cause to find fault with the amount of association still per- County 
mitted, and to draw attention to the carelessness of some of the officers Gao l- 
in maintaining proper order and discipline amongst the prisoners. 

The stone sheds should, I submit, be removed to the other side of the Sheds, 
yard, and each stall should be enclosed so as to prevent prisoners from 
communicating with one another, but I would recommend the upper part 
of the doors to have wire in them, in order to let the officer on duty super- 
vise the prisoners while at work. I also would recommend the windows 
of the female officers’ apartments that look into this yard to be so arranged 
as to prevent any communication from them with any prisoner in the 
stone yard. T explained my views on this point to the Local Inspector 
and Governor. 

I submit that bells be put up at the entrance to the female prison, and Bells, 
that the door to this prison be then kept shut, as no male should have 
access to the female prison except he be accompanied by a female officer. 

The chapel is well arranged, so far the sexes are properly separated, Chapel, 
but seats should be put up so as to permit the officer in charge to have a 
fuller view of the prisoners. 

The kitchen is now in the female prison, -which is a great improvement, Kitchen, 
and is properly fitted and arranged for prison purposes ; but I regret to 
state that this department was not as tidy or well kept as it should be, 
for which there was in my opinion no excuse. 

Six cells in the male and five in the female prison are reserved as a Reception 
reception class, where prisoners are kept until passed by the Medical cell s. 
Officer into their different classes. 

A good bath is provided in each prison, and all prisoners are, I am Baths, 
informed, washed at once on admission, and are required to take a bath 
subsequently once a week. In case that any prisoner is not in a fit state 
of health to be bathed on admission, he or she is kept in the reception cell 
until the Doctor visits. 

There is a water-closet and lavatory at the end of each tier, which are Water- 
well placed, and were in good order. closets and 

The supply of water at the time of my visit was good, but the new cis- lavatories * 
tern is rather too small for the requirements of the prison. The water is ^ ater - 
raised to the cistern by means of a crank pump. I am informed that it 
is in contemplation to introduce pipe-water into the town ; if this is done I 
submit that it would be advisable to get it brought into the gaol, as I 
learn that after rain and at high tides the -water in the gaol is not good. 

The sowerage has been lately set to rights, and is now nearly all carried Sewerage, 
away in pipes. 

The laundry is now divided into eight separate washing stalls, with hot Laundry, 
and cold water laid on to each. There is also a good drying closet and 
ironing room attached. The steam boiler in the kitchen serves to heat the 
water for the laundry, the drying room, as well as supplying steam for 
cooking purposes ; but it is to be regretted that it was not so constructed 
as to heat the water for the bath in the female prison also. I would 
suggest that wire netting be placed on the top of the laundry stalls so as 
to prevent communication between the prisoners employed there. 

The locks and fittings of the cell doors are the same as those in the Locks, &c., 
county Cork prison, and are very suitable ; and the arrangements for the 
gas is also similar to those in that gaol, the burners being placed in 
chambers in each cell. 

The photography is done by the Governor, who receives 9 d. for each Photo- 
copy, and the work is very creditably performed. He is careful to take s ra P b y* 

u 2 
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the likeness of all suspected prisoners before trial, as well as those 
required to be photographed under the Crimes Prevention Act. 

A good visiting place should be put up, such as exists in several of our 
gaols now, as the arrangements for visitors to prisoners is at present very 
defective, but under the new by-laws lately framed, and now in force, the 
visits are more restricted than formerly, no convicted prisoner being 
allowed to receive a visit until three months of his sentence have expired. 

The night-watch is performed by an officer inside and another outside 
the prison, who go on duty at 8 p.m. in winter and 9 in summer, and 
remain on until unlock on the following morning. The extern watchman 
is required to mark two tell-tale clocks half-hourly during the night, and 
the warder on duty inside is provided with a Dent’s patent watch, with a 
type box at either end of the upper gallery, and is also required to mark 
the watch half-hourly during the night. The markings of the clocks and 
watch are taken by the Governor, and are entered in the Lockings Book ; 
and each watchman makes a separate report in the morning to the 
Governor. 

The Governor takes the keys of the cells at lockings, and all the other 
keys of the prison at 8 p.m. in winter and 9 in summer; all the keys are 
kept by him in his bedroom during the night.

the time of my visit, which was clean and well arranged, all the prisoners 
being comfortably- and well clad. A fumigator is provided to each 
prison, by which means all the clothing of prisoners is purified before it is 
put away, each bundle being properly labelled ; although the sheets were 
generally clean and in good order, I would suggest that greater regularity 
be observed as to the periods of changing them, which should be on a given 
day at least once a fortnight, and all fresh prisoners should get a new 
pair. The general store of male clothing is kept by the chief warder, who 
issues the clothing for the prisoners to the class warder as the prisoners 
come in. The latter officers are responsible for all the bedding and 
clothing in their respective classes. 

All the clothing, sheets, tins, mats, brushes, &c., are made up within 
the prison by prison labour, and owing to the good arrangements as to 
the cleansing of the prisoners, the bedding and clothing was clean and in 
good order. 

As male prisoners are not allowed to wear their shoes in their cells, 
slippers should be supplied, which could be made of canvas at a very 
small cost.

The hard labour enforced here is very insufficient, men so sentenced .* 

being only required to work at the crank pump for about two hours a Labour, 
clay, and frequently for not so long a time, during that period they are 
only on the crank for a quarter of an hour at a time. This, I submit, 
cannot be considered a due amount of hard labour. I pointed out to the 
Governor how relief boxes could be put up close to the crank pump, so 
that men could be employed at oakum picking during the periods of relief, 

•which should not be longer than five minutes in every twenty. About 
six months previous to my visit new gear had been fixed to the pumps, 
by which means the crank can now be worked by six men, or by as few 
as two. The industrial labour consists for the males of oakum picking, 
stone breaking, painting, carpentry, and other prison duties. Women 
are chiefly employed in the laundry, in sewing, and knitting. 

But as will be observed by the above table, the profits of prisoners’ labour 
here are still very small, being for the year 1875 about half the annual 
average cost of one prisoner ; but it should be borne in mind that during 
the progress of the alterations of the gaol it was not possible to carry on 
a full amount of either punitive or industrial labour. However, now that . 
the gaol is so nearly completed, and that there are so many more facilities 
than formerly for maintaining discipline aud enforcing labour, I hope that 
the Local Inspector and Governor will take every advantage of the 
improved condition of the gaol to add to the profits of the prison by 
exacting a full amount of labour from each prisoner, otherwise the rate- 
payers will derive little benefit from the large expense incurred in the 
remodelling of the gaol.

Two solitary cells have been provided in the male and one in the female p un i<h 
prison, but none of them are artificially heated, though they have spiral meats, 
hells attached to them, and prisoners are given their bedding at night 
while in solitary. I regret, however, to find that the punishments for the 
breach of prison rules here are still very numerous, and submit that the 
Governor should comply more strictly with the powers vested in him as 
to the punishment of prisoners by the 15th rule of the 109th section of the 
Prisons Act.

Appendix to Fifty-fifth Report of 

At the time of my visit the schools had not got quite into working 
order, and none had yet been fitted up for the females, though an ex^ 
cellent room had been arranged for the males, divided into twenty-four 
stalls. Under the new rules all prisoners who are well conducted are to 
be sent to the school, except those who are already well educated. The 
schoolmaster is a certified teacher under the National Board, and the 
Matron who is to teach the females has, I am told, been accustomed to 
teach in a Convent school. 

The schools are in connexion with the National Board of Education.

be under the 11th section of 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68, the provisions of 
which should be strictly adhered to.

By the foregoing figures it will be observed that nearly half the expendi- 
ture of this prison is in the cost of officers, so that the average annual 
cost of a prisoner here is very high, and has increased by nearly £12 per 
annum since 1873, but this may be accounted for by the extra supervision 
that was doubtless necessary during the carrying on of the alterations in 
the gaol. As they are now comparatively speaking finished, the same 
number of officers will not in future be required, so that I trust the ex- 
penditure under this important head will be very much reduced, for with 
the facilities now of supervision and for maintaining the separate system, 
I consider that the annual cost of each prisoner should be reduced to less 
than half wliat it was in 1875.

Three of the male officers have quarters at the gate, hut two being 
married sleep out by alternate weeks. They are allowed one hour for 
breakfast and tho same for dinner, as they don’t have their meals in the 
prison. Since my last visit the staff has been reduced by one male officer 
and two females, but it is still too numerous having regard to the daily 
average number in custody. 

When I made my inspection I was obliged to draw the attention of the 
Board to the inexperience of the Matron, and the inefficiency of the sub- 
matron ; I recommended the former to be sent to either the county Cork 
or some other prison to learn her duties, for though she appeared most 
anxious to do what was right and proper she was not in any way in- 
structed in the management of prisoners or in prison rules or discipline, 
and I have since learned that she was sent by the Board to the county 
Cork gaol for a fortnight. • From what I saw and heard of the assistant 
matron I fear she is never likely to make an efficient prison officer, as she 
has been some time in the service, and yet she was quite incompetent to 
perform her duties. 

Hospitals. 

The female hospital is now in the female prison, and consists of only 
one ward, so that women of every class are put there in association, which 
is a very objectionable arrangement. I therefore submit that the lower 
room in this building be properly fitted up as a sleeping-room for the 
assistant matron, and that the one overhead which she now occupies be 
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South given up to hospital purposes so as to keep those in hospital as much 
District apar t as possible. The male hospital is very damp ; it consists of two 
Kerry wards, with a water-closet in each, and gas and water are now laid on 
Coiiniy here. A good bath is also provided. I would recommend eaves-gutters 
0ao1, to he put round this building in order to correct the damp. 

There are also three cells which are sometimes used for the sick, but 
there is no water-closet attached to them. The medicines are got from 
Cork when required, and are compounded by the apothecary in the gaol, 
but had not been purchased for some months prior to my visit, though 
the cost under this head as will be observed by the previous tables was 
very large in 1875.

Rooks and Journals.

Indeed both of these officers deserve every 
credit for their close attention to their prison duties, and for the condition 
of order and regularity of the whole establishment. Their journals are 
full and useful prison records ; that of the Surgeon is also properly and 
regularly written up, and the hospital books, though not of the prescribed 
form, are well kept. Those forms should be procured. 

The Daily Employment Book has not hitherto been kept, but will be, 
I am promised, in future.

this county. Those removed from Kilkenny to this prison endeavoured 
at first when they came here to continue their insubordinate conduct, but 
this was soon put a stop to by the good management and decision of 
the Governor, and they are now, I am informed, very well conducted 
prisoners.

Only one juvenile of each sex was in custody at the time of my visit, 
though 18 had been in charge up to this time during the entire year, two 
of whom were boys sentenced by a court-martial. The girl, A. M‘C., eleven 
years old, in custody at the time of my visit, was charged with attempting 
to pass base coin, and was, I am informed, constantly in the company of 
the Curragh women of bad character, for whom she used to run messages. 
Since my visit, however, I hear she has been tried and acquitted of the 
charge.

The commitments of males during this year were even up to the time 
ot my visit more numerous than during the whole of 1875, but those of 
females were somewhat less. 

The great increase, as may be seen by the foregoing table, is in the 
commitments of drunkards, which in 1875 numbered 199 of males and 
1 18 ot females, whereas during 187 6 they increased to 248 and 145 resnec 
tively, showing clearly how lamentably this vice has spread in that period 
m this district. But I regret that these are not all who should be num- 
bered as the victims of drink who have been committed here, for a laree 
number , of those found guilty of assaults, riots, and larceny may trace 
then* crimes to drink. It must, however, be- borne in mind that 55 of 
the above commitments in 187 6 were military prisoners, and 33 were from 
Kilkenny and Richmond Bridewell.

Tlie tables dealing with the number of times each prisoner has been 
committed here indicate a good deal of repetition of crime in the district, 
for it may be observed how few are the number of individuals committed 
as compared with the number of their commitments. For example, the 
number of individual females committed in 1875 was I'll, but these had 
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been committed as often as 1,637 times. The recommitments of females to 
this prison must, I fear, be always large, owing to the numerous garrison 
quartered in the county ; and I regret to find that their daily average 
number in custody this year was 4 more than last. The increase in the 
daily average of males may be attributed to the presence of prisoners sent 
here from other jurisdictions as well as to the increase of drunkards com- 
mitted from the county. Of the three males classed in the foregoing table 
as debtors two were committed for contempt of court, and one was°under 
a writ of the Court of Common Pleas.

Little or no change lias been effected in the structural arrangements of 
this prison since my last report on it of 1874, at which time I was in hopes 
that the long contemplated alteration of the female prison would be soon 
commenced, but owing to an unaccountable oversight a sufficient quantity 
of money was not presented for in order to complete the contemplated 
alterations in the approved plans, so that the building has not yet been com- 
menced, and all the defects of the female prison still exist, but as the 
Board are most anxious to provide as proper and suitable a prison for 
females as exists for males, I am in hopes that the works will be com- 
menced at once on remodelled plans, as I am informed that the sum of 
£2,000 has now passed presentment sessions for this purpose. As lonv 
as the females who frequent this gaol cannot he dealt with in strict sepa°- 
ration, and until greater facilities are provided for maintaining order ami 
discipline, I fear there will be little hope of effecting any change in their 
evil habits, and that they will continue to be a disgrace to the county and 
a burden to the public. 

I find that male prisoners are still kept for some time after admission 
without being bathed, and until they are seen by the Medical Officer. So 
long as this senseless rule exists it is impossible that the reception class 
can be in a state, of cleanliness, or be free from vermin and filth. An 
instance of the evil resulting from this system occurred on the day of my 
visit in the case of a man who was here on a short commitment, and who 
during the period of his imprisonment had been kept in the reception 
class without receiving a bath, and was being released on the evening 
of my inspection. I therefore again submit that all healthy prisoners be at 
once bathed on admission ; and in the event of there being any doubt as 
to the health of a prisoner, no time should be lost in sending for the 
Doctor. ° 

There is.no reception class in the female prison, but the same rule

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The supply of lavatories, water-closets, and baths is ample for the soimt 
requirements of the prison, and were all clean and well kept. The water DlsTlucI - 
for drinking is provided as usual from the canal, and is filtered through xildare 
a gravel bank, as that procured from the two wells on the premises is County 
only used for washing purposes. The sewerage ia reported to be in good VaoL 
order. No change has been made in the heating of the prison since my Larat oric., 
last inspection. That of the male prison is excellent ; the cells of the &e. 
female wing or male reception class are not yet artificially heated. All the 
cells were clean and well kept, and the whole prison was in good order and 
repair. A fumigating apparatus is provided for each prison, m which all 
clothing as a rule is purified before being put away. No change lias 
lately been made in the chapels, in the laundries, or in the kitchen. 

The steam boiler in the kitchen heats the water for both of the Heating, 
laundries, the water for the male and female baths, the female solitary 
cell, and cooks the stirabout and potatoes. _ . 

Gas is provided to all the male prison, including the cells, to nine of the Gas. 
female cells, also to the chapel, the Governor’s house, the offices, the hos- 
pital, and marshalsea. . 

The head warder does the photography very efficiently, for which duty Photo- 
lie receives an extra allowance of £10 a year. grape- 

Three tell-tale clocks are provided, and no alteration lias taken place Tell-tale 
in the rule as to marking them by the night-watch since my last visit, that clods, 
in the male prison being marked every quarter of an hour between 10 r.M. 

and 6 A.M. , , , ,. .. 

Visitors to prisoners are admitted under the same rules as at my last visitors, 
visit, and proper precautions are taken to prevent the introduction of any 
prohibited articles with the visitors.

The chief warder has charge of principal store, and only issues articles stores, 
from it by the Governor’s orders to the kitchen warder, who keeps the 
store of male clothing in use, and to the Matron who has charge of the 
store of female clothing. . 

Bach of these officers is responsible to the Governor for the things in 
their charge, who, with the Local Inspector, takes stock of all prison 
property twice a year. . , 

The different stores were in good order, and are kept in a regular and 
businesslike manner, and it will be seen by the foregoing table that there 
was a full supply in store at the time of my visit. The bedding was clean 
and in good repair, and I am informed that the sheets are changed foit- 
nightly or oftener if necessary. I, however, drew attention to the 
thinness of some of the blankets in the female prison and in the male 
reception class, but am informed that extra ones are provided here in the 
cold weather, but as these cells are, not heated I submit that they should 
be furnished with the best blankets. All the clothing is made up by the 
prisoners, under the superintendence of the Matron and warders.

Shot-drill is used for the enforcement of hard labour ; men are also em- 
ployed at the crank-pump for about four hours a day. The crank is 
divided into five compartments, in which men work in separation, and 
there are also five boxes for the reliefs, in which they pick oakum while 
they are not on the crank. Gas is now introduced into this part of the 
prison, so that the pumps can be worked after dark, if necessary. 

The industrial labour for males consists chiefly of oakum-picking, 
washing barrack bedding by contract, and lately the Governor has intro- 
duced some upholstering, from which I am in hopes a considerable profit 
will be derived, but having regard to the amount of profits returned from 
prisoners’ labour here in the foregoing table for the last- three years, and 
the daily average number of prisoners in custody, I cannot feel satisfied 
with the result, and submit that a greater effort should be made to carry on 
more profitable labour than is done at present." The women are 
employed principally in washing, sewing and knitting.

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Halo prisoners only receive secular instruction here, and not many of South 
these are sent to school as compared to the numbers in custody, none of District.

soners who are selected by the Governor. I submit therefore again, that County 
all prisoners capable of learning be required to attend the school for at ’ ao • 
least one hour daily, but as there are only eleven stalls in the school-room School, 
this apartment would either have to be enlarged, or the prisoners taught 
in classes at different hours of the day. One of the warders acts as teacher, 
and is, I am informed, quite competent. The Chaplains visit the school 
regularly, and note the progress in their journals. It is also connected 
with the National Board, aud duly inspected by one of the Inspectors. 

The Sisters of Mercy visit the Roman Catholic prisoners about once a 
week, and Protestants are also visited by a lady of their own persuasion, 
for the purpose of imparting religious instruction.

In my last report I drew attention to the large expenditure of this Expendi- 
prison, but as may be seen by the foregoing table the average annual cost ture * 
of a prisoner here in 1875 was even larger than in 1874, which may be 
somewhat accounted for by the reduction in the previous year in the 
amount received on account of profits of labour, and from the Consolidated 
Fund for the maintenance of certain classes of prisoners. So long, how- 
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ever, as the present large staff is maintained here, and that so slight a 
return is obtained from prisoners’ labour, I fear that little reduction in the 
cost of this establishment can be hoped for.

No change has been latelj 7- made in the hospital, which is well adapted 
to its purpose ; an officer sleeps in each section, and when there is a 
prisoner there the hospital is locked, and the keys taken by the Governor 
at ten at night. The medicines are procured from Mr. Hayes’s establish- 
ment in the town, at Apothecaries’ Hall prices, and lam informed that the 
bill is certified for by the Medical Officer yearly before it is paid. 

I am bound to remark that the cost of medicine and extra diet in this, 
as compared to some other gaols is high, especially as may be observed 
in the foregoing table, the numbers of prisoners in hospital are very few 
indeed.

All the subordinate officers but the shoemaker warder and the clerk Officers, 
live and mess in the prison, and are provided with a good mess-room. 

Their sleeping-rooms were tidy and well kept. The warders are paraded 
three times a day by the Governor or the deputy, besides they are all 
present at lock-up with their classes, when the Governor goes round, 
and the keys of the cells and wards are all then taken by him, and 
locked up in an iron safe, the key of which he takes to his bedroom at 
night. 

Booh and Journals. 

The clerk, assisted by the chief warder, keeps the registries and books Books, 
of finance very creditably. They are examined by the Governor, some 
daily and others weekly. Indeed this officer is as careful and regular 
in the performance of this as he is of the rest of his prison duties, 
which both my colleague and I have always had much pleasure in 
bearing witness to. His journal is well kept, and contains much useful 
information as to the management of the prison ; and the discipline, ordex, 
and cleanliness of the whole establishment was most satisfactory, and 
reflects much credit on him. The Local Inspector’s journal is well and 
regularly kept, and his duties are performed with much diligence and 
attention. The Chaplains also keep their journals fully, and are regular 
in the performance of their several duties in the prison. 

The Surgeon keeps an excellent journal, and the other hospital books 
are fully and carefully written up, showing how attentive he is to his 
several prison duties. 

I observe that there are a great many holidays kept here, on which 
days prisoners are not employed at any labour, and Protestant as well as 
Roman Catholic prisoners are compelled to remain in idleness. This is, I 
submit, an abuse that should not be permitted, as it is obvious that the 
law does not require or desire Protestant prisoners to be exempt from 
labour on Roman Catholic holidays.

last year was made in November, which will account for the small numbers South 
in custody previous to my visit this year as compared with those detailed Dl STRIC T ‘ 
in his report of 1875. The juveniles in custody previous and up to my Kilkenny 
visit this year were 4 in number, two of whom were in charge at the County and 
above date, while 18 had been in custody in 1875, up to my colleague’s Clt y Gao • 
visit in November. 

I was informed that care is taken to keep juveniles altogether separate Juveniles, 
from adult prisoners, which is a very necessary precaution. But I am 
strongly of opinion that it would, in most cases, be far more advan- 
tageous and humane to administer a sharp flogging to the offending youth, 
rather than subject him to a term of imprisonment ; for, generally 
speaking, a young offender is only hardened, and learns little to im- 
prove his mind or morals by a term of imprisonment.

The commitments during the months previous to my inspection 
this year compare very favourably with those of the whole of the previous 
year, as will be observed by a foregoing table, but the last two tables do 
not show a falling off in the commitments of old offenders in 1876 as 
compared with 1875. 

This, however, is not to be wondered at, considering the laxity of tlie 
discipline maintained here of late. When I inspected the gaol I observed 
then in my report on the failing health of the Governor, and recommended 
him to be superannuated. I also pointed out that a stricter discipline should 
be maintained, and made other suggestions, but as far as I can learn none 
of my recommendations were adopted, and at the close of the month there 
was a serious emeute in the prison. Some of the officers were attacked 
and struck by the prisoners, and it was found necessary to call in the 
police in order to ensure order and obedience. The resident magistrate 
rendered most valuable service by promptly reporting the circum- 
stances of the whole affair to the Government, and by giving every 
assistance to the Governor in dealing with the principal offenders, five in 
all. But the Governor seems altogether to have lost the knowledge of 
his duties, and had it not been for the action of Captain Hort, r.m., it is 
difficult to say to what extent the mutiny might have spread. The Local 
Inspector being ill also prevented him reporting the matter to our depart- 
ment, so that the first intimation we had of the emeute was from the 
report of Captain Hort to the Government, upon which my colleague at 
once proceeded to Kilkenny, and as the matter is fully described in his 
report thereon I annex an extract from it. 

“ Office of Inspectors- General of Prisons, ' 

“ Dublin Castle, 1st June, 1876. 

“ Sir, — O n receipt of the annexed file on the 30th ultimo, I proceeded to Kilkenny and 
sent a messenger to obtain the attendance of as man} 1- of the members of the Board of 
Superintendence as possible. On the following day, the 31st ultimo, three of that body 
accordingly met me at 3 o’clock, r.sr. at the gaol. Having formed a quorum, under the 
2nd section of the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74, they passed the annexed resolution, which relieves 
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Hr. Robbins the Governor from attendance at the gaol pending his superannuation at the 
ensuing assizes in J uly. 

“ Mr. Robbins has now become quite incompetent from disease to discharge the duties 
of his office of Governor, and he appears to me even to have forgotten the provisions of 
the Prisons Acts, under which he has been managing the gaol for the last thirty years. 

“Mr. Bourke, when inspecting the gaol in April last, called attention to the very lax 
discipline which then prevailed, and it appears to be daily getting worse. I annex a copy 
of Mr. Bourke’s remarks entered in the Visitors’ Book of the gaol at that inspection. 

“ Under the circumstances I consider that the resolution of the Board that a competent 
prison officer be sent from some other gaol to take temporary charge of the prison, until 
a successor to Mr. Robbins is appointed, should at once be carried out. This is the more 
necessary as the Local Inspector is absent on sick leave, and has delegated the discharge 
of his duties to his father (the secretary to the Grand Jury), who is not conversant with 
the functions of the office, hence the first intimation received in the prisons department of 
this outbreak was through the file from the Chief Secretary’s Office, on the 30th ultimo, 
whereas it should have been immediately reported to us by the Local Inspector or his 
substitute. 

“ It was proved to Mr. Lentaigne’s satisfaction that the primary cause of the outbreak 
was due to the loose manner in which prisoners are put on and taken off extra and hospital 
diet. The Medical Officer will, however, be more careful in future. 

“The Inspectors-General of Prisons expect to be able to obtain the services of Mr 
Plewett, the Deputy-Governor of Kilmainham Gaol (who is a most efficient and experienced 
officer), to place in temporary charge of the prison ; and the Board of Superintendence of 
Kilmainham Gaol have been specially summoned to meet on Monday next to consider 
the matter, and I hope that he will be enabled to proceed to Kilkenny on Monday 
evening. 

“ I have the honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant, 

“ John Lentaigne, Inspector- General of Prisons. 

“ The Under Secretary, &c., &c., &c., 

“ Dublin Castle. 

Mr. Flewett, the Deputy Governor of Kilmainham, was as soon as possible 
despatched to Kilkenny to take charge of the prison, and the mutinous 
prisoners were sent to Naas gaol* where they were properly and firmly 
dealt with. Mr. Flewett very soon established order and discipline at 
Kilkenny, and remained there until the new Governor, Captain II. Stewart, 
took charge of the prison on 1st November last. 

I here wish to bear testimony to the willing and important services 
rendered by Mr. Flewett during the time he acted as Governor at 
Kilkenny, for which he deserves every credit, and I am happy to state 
that during the time he was there he gave every satisfaction to the Board 
of Superintendence of that prison. 

It cannot but be regretted that the Board did not sooner see the necessity 
of removing Mr. Robbins, the late Governor, from his serious respon- 
sibilities, as it was for some time evident that owing to failing health he 
had become quite incompetent to perform his duties. As the whole 
case has been laid fully before the Government, including the evidence 
taken at the inquiry, I do not think it necessary further to go into 
details on this painful subject, which reflects little credit on the manage- 
ment of this prison. 

On my inspection of Naas gaol I made inquiries, and was informed 
by the Governor that on their arrival there at first some of the prisoners 
were somewhat disorderly, but they were soon persuaded that such con- 
duct would not be permitted, and of late they have behaved themselves 
very well.

Reception. Two cells on each tier of the female prison are reserved for reception 
and three on the three upper tiers of the male prison. This is in my 
opinion a faulty arrangement and subversive of the purpose for which 
such cells are required, namely, to prevent infection, &c. } being introduced 
into the main prison. I therefore submit that the reception cells be con- 
centrated in the lower tiers of each prison. There has been no change 
since my last visit as to the supply of water, the sewerage, the heating, 
the water-closets, and the baths ; but I then pointed out, and now do so 
again, that there is not sufficient regularity in bathing the prisoners, and I 
find that none are cleansed until seen by the Medical Officer, which in my 
opinion is an absurd rule, as no healthy person can be injured by soap and 
water properly applied, and unless the prisoner is in good health on 
being committed the Medical Officer should be at once sent for. One of 
the water-closets in the old debtors’ quarters was in a filthy state, for 
which there was no excuse, otherwise all were in good order and repair. 
Many of the doors and woodwork required paint, and several of the yards 
were very untidy, and none of the windows, passages, or cells were clean 
or well kept. 

Fumigator, . The only means provided for fumigating tlie clotliing of prisoners is 
ineffective, as the space of the room used for that purpose is too large. I 
therefore again submit that a proper fumigator, which could be made by 
any prisoner carpenter, should be provided for both prisons. 
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The chapel here is as usual nicely kept, but is only used for the Roman South 
Catholic worship, the Protestants being assembled for Divine Service in PlSTRICT - 
the board r room, which is by no means a suitable arrangement. Kilkenny 

No change has lately been made in the laundry or drying-room. County and 

The gas burners are placed over the doors of the cells, and afford Cl ty Ga o ' 
facilities for prisoners so inclined to commit suicide ; they should be given Gas. 
a slope downwards, so that a rope could not be attached to them. I 
made the following observations in my last report as to the photography, 
which I here repeat as no change has been made in this matter. 

“ The photography is still done by an artist from the town, who is allowed 5s. for every 
four copies required. I must again submit that this duty should be performed by a prison 
officer, for the reasons already stated in my last report.” 

Some of the cooking is now done in the female prison, but the potatoes Kitchen, 
are still boiled in the male kitchen, and a male prisoner is kept there 
almost in idleness ; and at the time of my visit the prisoner detailed for this 
duty was sentenced to hard labour, but did not perform any, although not 
exempted by the doctor. A female is also kept in the female kitchen 
all the day, whose time cannot possibly be fully occupied. There is I 
submit no necessity for the kitchen iu the male prison, as all the culinary 
duties should be done by one female, as is the case in Londonderry, where 
the numbers are more numerous than here. The hot water required in 
the male prison for the baths should be attended to by the officer on duty 
in the hall. At the time of my visit the cards over the cell doors were 
very carelessly written, and some were incorrect. I also found that male 
prisoners were allowed from time to time, as they pleased, to whitewash 
their cells. In fact the laxity of the discipline both amongst the officers 
and prisoners was quite disgraceful. 

As there has been no change in -the regulations for visitors to prisoners Visitors, 
since my last visit, I repeat the remarks made in my lq,st report on this 
subject. 

“ Visitors are admitted by order of the Local Inspector, the Mayor, or the committing 
justice. Convicted prisoners can receive a visit once a month, and untried prisoners twice 
a week. I again submit that more stringent rules are required a3 to visitors, and that 
convicted prisoners should not be allowed a visit until they are three months in prison, 
and only once every subsequent three months. The partition separating the prisoners from 
their friends in the waiting-room should be wired, so as to prevent the possibility of pro- 
hibited articles being conveyed to the prisoners.” 

Only one tell-tale clock is provided, which is, I am informed, marked 
half-hourly from 6, p.m. to 6, a.h., by the night watchman. The markings 
are said to be taken by the Governor daily, and are entered in his journal 
and in the Lockings Book. The warders by rotation perform the night 
duty, and I am told seldom neglect to mark the clock at the stated 
hours.

In 
C cZ‘rZ dmy las V e P. ort 1 pointed out that this department should be placed on 
a more businesslike footing, but nothing lias been yet done to improve 
matters, and gross abuses are possible. 

All the prison clothing is made up in the gaol by the prisoners, except 
the shoes, which are not even mended by the prisoners, although there 
is a shoemaker warder on the staff, and during this vear three shoe- 
makers have been in custody. The supply of clothing, both in store and 
in use, was ample, and was generally clean and in good order.

The male prisoners are still taught in the central hall, and are now School, 
more separate from one another than they used to be, but there is no 
regular school-master, as the warder who happens to be on duty in the 
hall is supposed to instruct the prisoners. The Chaplains visit the schools 
from time to time, and report regularly on the progress in their journals. 

Only prisoners under twenty-five are allowed to go to school ; though 
none of the short-sentenced prisoners are sent, and contrary to the re- 
commendations of the Inspectors-General, juveniles who are sentenced to 
reformatories are allowed to go to school. I submit that all prisoners 
capable of learning are entitled to receive secular as well as religious 
instruction, but in order to make the short period to which juveniles are 
sentenced to prison before being sent to the reformatory, as penal as 
possible, it is advisable to keep them as much as possible in their cells 
and at work during their period of imprisonment. 

The schools are not connected with the National Board of Education, 
as I submit they should be.

The contracts are all taken twice a year, and sanctioned by the Board, Provisions, 
except that for the milk, which is a yearly contract. The samples of the 
diet that I saw were excellent, and are regularly inspected by the Chap- 
lains, who as a rule report on their quality favourably ; but I ascertained 
that the proper dietary scale has not been hitherto strictly adhered to, and 
that luxuries, such as tea, cakes, and meat have been given at Easter and 
at Christmas, and that some of the prisoners have been in this way unduly 
indulged. I drew attention to this matter at the time of my visit, and 
the Governor assured me that this infringement of the law would not 
occur again. But unfortunately the disturbance which subsequently 
occurred arose from prisoners not approving of being placed on ordinary 
diet after having been allowed other food. Nothing is more calculated to 
create discontent amongst prisoners than when extra diet is given to 
some and not to others, except on purely medical grounds ; and for this 
reason Medical Officers cannot be too particular in deviating from the 
duly prescribed dietary scale.

As there is no profit to the gaol or ratepayers derived from prisoners’ 
labour here, the cost of the gaol, and the annual average cost of a 
prisoner here is very large, as will be observed by the foregoing tables. * 
The cost of the staff alone maintained here came to more than half of 
all the other expenses of the gaol, and is too numerous, having regard to 
the daily average number in custody. But this is a matter that I hope 
will be remedied by the proposed Prisons Bill.

The prescriptions are made up by the apothe- 
cary in the town, and the bill is paid half-yearly at assizes. Wherever 
this system of procuring medicines is followed it is always the most 



expensive. 



Books and Journals. 



Since my last visit some of the registries have been kept by a shorter Books, 
process, but there is still much improvement required in curtailing the 
books and registries of this prison, which are much too numerous. The 
books are kept by the clerk, but are not sufficiently supervised or checked 
by the Governor or Local Inspector. Some of the prescribed forms are 
not kept. The Morning State Book had not been written up for some time, 
and I regret to have to report that the clerk is not as regular as he should 
be in keeping the different books, for which I think the Governor and 
Local Inspector are equally to blame. 

The journals of these officers are regularly kept, as also those of the 
Chaplains, but that of the Surgeon is very meagre,, and does not in my 
opinion meet the requirements of the statute regulating this matter. At 
the time of my visit the Local Inspector was on sick leave, but I am happy 
to learn from him that he is now quite well again, and has resumed the 
duties of his office.

The following are some of the irregularities that I called the attention Irregulari- 
of the Governor to at the time of my visit. First— a military prisoner ties, 
who was sentenced to solitary for a certain number of days was in custody, 
but his sentence was I found not properly carried out, though the Governor 
was unaware of the fact. Second — I found a man in his own clothes who 
was sentenced to two months imprisonment, and who had already been 
in "aol two days. Third — I found in the cell of another prisoner a news- 
paper, which he informed me came round some bread, butter, and tea 
that he got into prison at Easter. If such irregularities as these are 
discovered on one visit in the year by an inspecting officer, it is not 
surprising that the prisoners become mutinous and disorderly. 

The second Wednesday in the month is the day appointed for the Board, 
meetings of the Board, when the salaries of the subordinate officers are 
paid, and the superior officers receive theirs at the Assizes. As no change 
has been made in the bridewells since my last inspection, I here repeat 
the remarks I then made on these minor prisons. 

“ Annexed are my tabular reports on the bridewells of the county. I must again call 
attention to tbe frequent recommendations of my colleague and myself as to the closing 
of the bridewells of Callan and Thomastown. These buildings are unsuited in every way 
for the detention of tried prisoners, and are within such easy distance of the county gaol 
that they are quite unnecessary for prison purposes. Under these circumstances, I am of 
opinion that these bridewells should be closed. Urlingford is now so little used, and being 
in addition very defective for prison purposes, might- also be closed, especially as no session 
are held there.”

Debtor* No debtors have been committed here during the last two years, and 
having regard to thn existing Debtors Act, the quarters for this class of 
prisoners are not again likely to be required, so that they could, if neces- 
sary, easily be heated and lighted with gas, and be used for ordinary 
prisoners. In estimating the number of commitments in the foregoing table 
l must not be forgotten that 35 are those of prisoners from the city of 
Dublin. The commitments of females to this prison are by no means 
numerous, numbering only 26 in 1875, 9 of whom were for drunkenness, 
but in the expired portnm of this year there were 43 commitments of 
females, and 22 of these were for drunkenness, showing how sadly this 
vice 18 increasing amongst that sex. 

It will also be observed in the last of the foregoing tables that even up 
to the time of my visit this year the number of individual prisoners com- 
mitted here this year was much larger than during the whole of the pre- 
ceding year, and also that their re-commitments were proportionably 
more numerous. One man was in custody on the day of my visit 
charged with murder, and another for conspiring against life.

This prison has undergone no material alteration since my last inspec- 
tion, though some suggestions of Inspectors-General have been, I am glad 
to state, carried out. 

One cell in the female prison and six in the male are reserved as a 
reception class, in which prisoners are kept until passed by the doctor 
into their proper ward, and all are bathed as they come into prison, and 
weekly afterwards, consequently the prisoners had all a cleanly appear- 
ance, notwithstanding the dust and dirt caused by the sackmaking, at 
which most of the males are employed. 

Seventy-one of the cells in the male prison are heated, and are fur- 
nished with gas and bells, and are of the required size. There are also fifty- 
eight other full-sized cells which could be provided with these requisites, 
if necessary. Both prisons are amply provided with lavatories, baths, and 
water-closets. 

Sinco my last visit a new crank pump has been put up, divided into 
six separate stalls, which is a great improvement on the old arrangement 
for pumping the water ; the relief boxes are, however, not well arranged 
at present, but I laid my views on this point before the Governor, and also 
referred to the matter in my observations left in the gaol, so that I dare 
say they have been set to rights by this time. In addition to the 
crank pump there is another two-handled pump on the premises, and the 
supply of water is, I am informed, always abundant. 

The sewerage is said to be effective, and I was informed that the out- 
fall of the sewer was about to be extended and improved. A fumigator 
is provided for each prison, and all clothing is properly purified, after 
which each bundle is fully labelled and put away, the labels being signed 
as recommended. No alteration has been made in the chapel, which is 
suitably fitted, and the laundry arrangements are the same as at my last 
visit, being sufficient for the requirements of the prison. The kitchen is 
on the basement floor, and is suitable for prison purposes. I am glad

to learn that one prisoner now performs all the culinary duties, and that 
each portion is either weighed or measured before it is served out. 

All suspected prisoners, as well as those who come under the pro- 
visions of the Crimes Prevention Act, are photographed, the Deputy 
Governor being charged with this duty, for which he is allowed 35. for 
every series of photographs. The photographic gallery here is very 
complete, though somewhat out of the way, and difficult of access. In my 
report of 1874 I explained how the duties of the night-watch are per- 
formed, and the markings of the tell-tale clocks, which have not been 
since changed. 

The Governor, or his Deputy, goes round the prison at ten at night, 
after which all the keys are taken to his bedroom. 

I would again recommend a more suitable place to be made for visitors 
to prisoners, as no improvement has been yet effected in these arrange- 
ments. Convicted prisoners are permitted a visit in every three months 
by the order of the Local Inspector, and the untried once a week by the 
order of the Governor. 

None of the prisoners preferred any complaint to me of their treatment, 
which seems to be humane and kind ; at the same time I believe that strict 
order and discipline are maintained.

The Deputy Governor, who also acts as clerk, keeps the general 
store, but nothing is issued from it without a requisition signed by the 
Governor, who is responsible for the store, and who, with the Local 
Inspector, takes stock of all prison property twice a year, on which 
occasions all worn-out articles are condemned.

Since the erection of the crank pump men sentenced to hard labour are Labour, 
worked at the crank for two hours a day, but are on only ten minutes at 
a time, and have intervals of ten minutes for rest, twelve relief boxes being 
provided, but during these intervals they are not required to pick oakum 
or perform any such labour. I do not think that they should be 
allowed more than five minutes at a time for rest, considering that the 
whole time for hard labour is so short. 

The industrial labour for men consists still of sack-making, at which 
they are employed during most of the day up to six, p.m., but as gas is 
provided to the 'cells, I submit that labour should not cease until eight, espe- 
cially as so little hard labour is performed, and that no employment is 
given to prisoners while they are at out-door exercise. I regret to observe 
by the foregoing table that the profits resulting from prison labour here 
in 1875 is reduced almost by one-half of what it was in 1873. This is a 
matter that I look upon as resulting from too much leisure being permitted, 
as the short time spent by the men sentenced to hard labour at the crank 
pump would not account for the deficiency in the amount received 
from the ’produce of labour in 1875 as compared with that of 1873. 

I regret also that the sum derived from that source in 1876 only amounts 
to about a couple of pounds in excess of that of last year. Women are 
chiefly employed at washing, sewing, and knitting. No oakum is picked 
in this prison, which I regret, as it is a labour that is very penal, and 
from which a considerable profit is derived in some gaols. Ropes are used 
in the cells for the sack-making, which, I submit, should be carefully 
removed at night for obvious reasons.

As the long expected Prisons Bill is soon likely to become law, I do not 
think it necessary now to recommend such alteration in the staff of thia 
prison that I otherwise should be called on to do, owing to the excess in 
ihe number of officers as compared to the daily average number of 
prisoners. 

All the subordinate officers have quarters in the prison, which were Officers, 
well and tidily kept ; they have also a good mess-room, and take their meals 
in the prison. The Governor, as a rule, parades the subordinate staff 
four times a day.

No change has taken place since my last inspection in the hospital. It Hospital, 
is in charge of the matron, but is seldom used by either sex, no female 
having been here for two years. I am, however, of opinion that the 
system of sending two prisoners to take care of a third at night when there 
is one in hospital is bad, and submit that on these occasions a male officer 
should sleep in the male hospital, and take charge of the sick prisoner or 
prisoners. A prisoner, II. S., was in the hospital at the time of my visit, suf- 
fering from cancer. The Medical Officer informed me that he was reluctant 
to perform the necessary operation while the man was confined to gaol, so 
that on my return to Dublin I represented the case to the Executive, and 
the prisoner was at once discharged by order of the Lord Lieutenant. The 
medicines are procured from Dublin when required, and are compounded 
here by the Medical Officer, a very good system, and one that should be 
more generally followed. 

Boohs and Journals. 

The books of finance and the registries are regularly and well kept by Books, 
the Deputy Governor, and the principal ones are supervised daily by the 
Governor. The Work Ledger and Daily Employment Book are regularly 
written up, and prisoners so entitled receive a proportion of their earnings 
when released. The journals of the superior officers are carefully kept,

especially those of the Governor and Local Inspector, who are both 
most attentive to their duties, and deserve every credit for the clean- 
liness, order, and regularity of the whole of this establishment. The 
doctor’s journal is a good one, but I made some suggestions as to the 
keeping of the hospital books, which I trust he will follow. I regret to 
learn that the Roman Catholic Chaplain has been ill for some time, so that 
he has not of late been able to perforin his own duties ; but those of the 
Protestant Chaplain are usually, with the exception I have mentioned, 
regularly performed.

Gaol, them, and none of them had been much to school, so that they would 
Juveniles. a PP ear fit objects to be sent to industrial schools, in order to rescue 
them from a life of crime, but I regret to observe from the foregoing table 
that no juveniles committed have during this year been sent to an indus- 
trial school. 

I find that juveniles are sent to school with the adults, subject to the 
same rules, though care is taken to prevent them from associating with 
them, but I submit that they should be taught at a different hour from 
the adults, and those that are in for any length of time should if possible 
be instructed in a trade, otherwise they can derive little benefit from a 
gaol sentence. 

Indeed it is quite clear to my mind that it is most damaging to the 
morals of youths sentencing them to short periods of imprisonment, and 
that for minor offences it would be more beneficial and humane to ad- 
minister a sharp flogging to them and release them then as soon as 
possible.

With the exception of pipes having been connected to the sewerage to 
carry off noxious vapours, no alteration has this year been effected in the 
building which appears in good repair throughout. 

Owing to the crowded state of the prison the male reception ceils 
could not be reserved altogether for that purpose, but seven cells in the 
female cells are used as a reception class. 

I regret however to lind that prisoners are not as a rule bathed im- 
mediately on admission as they should be, but are kept in their dirty 
clothes until seen by the doctor, which in my opinion is a bad arrange- 
ment and quite an unnecessary precaution, as unless a prisoner is ill he or 
she should be at once cleansed, otherwise it is impossible to keep a prison 
free from vermin and infection. If the prisoner objects to be bathed on 
the score of health the matter should be decided at once by the Medical 
Officer. J 

No alteration since my last inspection has been made in the heating of 
the prison or the supply of gas, the lavatories, baths, and water-closets, 
which were all in good order and repair, but owing to the scarcity of 
water prisoners .could not be regularly bathed, and the supply to the 
water-closets and lavatories was very defective. At the time of my visit 
I drew the attention of the Board to the very serious consequences that 
might result from the want of a full supply of water on the premises, but 
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on inquiry I learn that no steps have yet been taken to remedy this Mm 

defect. However, the Local Inspector will now bring this matter before 

the Board. Up to the time of my visit only one fumigator was provided, Limerick 
but I was informed that a second was being made, so that I trust the Comty 
suggestions I made on this subject in my report of 1875 will be in future 

^Atth'e time of my visit the boiler in the laundry was being repaired, Laundry, 
otherwise no change has taken place in this department since my last 
inspection, and the only washing done here is that for the prison. I 
re gret therefore that no profit is derived from washing contracts, which in 
many prisons is a source of income and is found a most useful employ- 
ment for female prisoners* 

The following are niy remarks, in my last report on the subject of photo- Photo, 
graphing prisoners which I here repeat, inasmuch as no change has yet 
been made in this matter. 

11 The arrangements for carrying on the photography are the same as at my last visit. 

I must therefore, repeat my opinion that this work should be done by a prison officer, and 
not by a person unconnected with the gaol or subject to its by-laws. All suspected 
prisoners are photographed, as well as those required by the Habitual Criminal Depart- 
ment, and copies of all are carefully kept in the prison." 

The charge made is 10c£. for each copy, so that as four copies are 
required in most cases the cost for each prisoner photographed is 3s. 4 d. 

The kitchen arrangements are the same now as at my last inspection, Kitchen, 
and a male prisoner is constantly employed there. When I made my 
visit the cook was a man sentenced to hard labour, and was exempted 
from such labour, which I submit should not be allowed, and it m obvious 
that a hard labour prisoner should not be selected for this duty, inasmuch 
as there are privileges connected with it that should not be permitted to 
the more serious offenders. 

Two tell-tale clocks are used to test the vigilance of the night watch- Tell-tale 
men, that in the central hall is marked each quarter hour, from 7 to un- clocks - 
lock by the intern guard, and the other clock is marked hourly by the 
extern watchman, from 10, p.m., to unlock. 

The warders by rotation take the intern watch, and there is a special 
night watchman for the extern duty. The head warder takes the markings 
of the clocks daily and enters them in the Lockings Book, and they are 
also chequed by the Governor. 

All the prison keys are taken by the Governor at night at 10 o’clock. 

No alteration has taken place in the chapel since my last visit which Chapel, 
is only used for Roman Catholic worship, the Protestant service bging 
performed in the Board-room, an arrangement which is open to serious 
objections. 

Visitors to prisoners are admitted under the same regulations as have Visitors, 
existed for some time. These are quite in accordance with good order, 
and in conformity with the by-laws. 

All the cells were very well kept, clean and well ventilated, as indeed 
was the whole establishment, reflecting much credit upon all concerned.

Hard labour is enforced by means of a crank-pump, but this is depen- Labour, 
dent on the quantity of water obtainable. When, however, there is a 
supply in the well the crank is worked for four hours a day, each man 
beino- on the pumps about fifteen minutes at a time, after which he is em- 
ployed at stone-breaking, but as the pumps can only be worked by eight 
men at once ; a hard labour prisoner may not be on the crank more than 
for three intervals of fifteen minutes each per day, which, in my opinion, 
is a very inadequate amount of hard labour to exact from prisoners so sen- 
tenced : but in addition to this labour they pick oakum ill their cells up to 
8 p.M. the non-hard-labour prisoners being exempt from this labour. 
During the day the males not sentenced to hard labour are chiefly em- 
ployed at stone-breaking, and the women at knitting and sewing. 1 
submit here, as I did in my last report, that all prisoners should be 
employed in their cells up to 8 o’clock in the evening, borne of the cells 
are used as shoemaker’s, carpenter s, and tailor s shops. , . , 

Although the foregoing table shows an increase in the profits derived 
from prison labour disposed of outside the gaol, yet considering the _ large 
numbers committed here, and the facilities provided for carrying on indus- 
trial labour, I cannot but lament that there is not a sufficient amount 
done, and that consequently the results are yet very inconsiderable.

The school is still unstalled, and therefore very badly adapted to prison School, 
purposes. The males are taught by the clerk who appears to take great 
pains with those inclined to learn, and deserves every credit for the 
progress of some of the prisoners. He ranks third of the first class undei 
the National Board. There is no school-room in the female prison, but 
the matron teaches the females in the corridor, singly.. All prisoners 
whose sentence is over fourteen days, and who are not quite illiterate are 

sent to school, but I submit that both juveniles and the illiterate adults 

capable of learning should receive secular instruction, though the former 
should, of course, be taught at a different hour from the latter. Juveniles 
sentenced to reformatories are very properly not allowed -to go to school. 

The schools are regularly inspected by the Chaplains.

The officers’ quarters are well kept, and on the day of my visit they Officers, 
were, as a rule, tidy, but some are much too crowded, as all their families 
reside in the gaol premises with the officers. They are allowed an hour 
for their breakfast, and the same for their dinner, which I submit is too 
Ion" a time to permit prisoners to be idle. All the officers are allowed fire 
and 5 "as. None are permitted out of the gaol during business hours without 
a pass from the Governor, and they are all required to be in by 10 o’clock, 
p.m. Altogether the subordinate staff appear to be very well disciplined 
and attentive to their duties, and the matron deserves every credit for the 
condition of order and cleanliness in her department, but I do not consider 
she obtains a sufficient amount of labour from her prisoners, and am of 
opinion if she instituted more industry there would be less trouble m 
maintaining discipline amongst tlie female prisoners. 

My colleague and I have so frequently remarked on the valuable 
services rendered to the public in the careful and assiduous attention to 
duty and zeal for the service on the part of both the Local Inspector and 
Governor, that I do not consider it necessary to call attention to this 
subject at present further than to repeat my approval of the manner in 
which these officers continue to perform their several duties.

Now that the marshalsea is no longer required for debtors I would re- Hospital, 
commend part of it to be turned into a male hospital, by which means 
prisoners would be either treated in separation or in association. The 
female hospital is in the prison for that sex, but infectious cases could 
be treated in a room over the laundry, which could be quite isolated 
from the rest of the gaol. The medicines are procured from the town, 
and compounded in the prison by the apothecary, the cost of which came 
in 1875 to £31 Os. 9 d., which sum as compared to that so expended in 
other gaols is doubtless very large.* I drew attention to this matter in my 

* Since the report has been published I am informed by the Local Inspector that over 
£20 of this sum was paid to nurses who were placed iu charge of fever patients. 
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last report. The health of the prison has been of late much improved, 
there being no return of the low fever from which 'the gaol suffered during 
the years 1874 and 1875. 

Books and Journals. •• 

The books of registry and finance are chiefly kept by. the schoolmaster 
warder, who bestows much diligence and care to this duty. They are 
chiefly supervised by the Local Inspector, who checks them regularly, 
and is in every way most punctual in the performance of his several 
duties, his journal being very carefully and fully kept. The Chaplains’ 
journals, are also regularly written up, and they appear to visit prisoners 
from time to time in their cells as required by statute, and usually assemble 
those of their own persuasion twice a week for religious instruction. I 
however observe that the Roman Catholic Chaplain has several substitutes, 
who do duty for him, which is contrary to the 11th section of 19 and 20 
A ic. , cap. 68. The Medical Officer writes his journal regularly, but does 
not give much information in it regarding the performance of his duties, 
and the form of the Hospital Books are not properly observed, nor are they 
kept with sufficient care. I must submit that unless in a very exceptional 
case the Medical Officer should not infringe on the 12th rule of the 109th 
section of the Prisons Act, which prohibits smoking in gaol, and if he 
considers tobacco essential to the health of a prisoner, he should order the 
exact amount to be used per day. The Governor keeps a very full and 
useful journal detailing all matters of importance that come under his notice 
during the performance of his duties. The proper Daily Employment 
Book is not. kept, and I would be glad to see more precision and exactness 
in the keeping of the Work Ledger, for a sufficiently accurate account is 
not given of the earnings of prisoners of either sex. 

I would here call attention to the very improper custom pursued by 
some of the justices in this county of committing insane people to gaol, for 
although they are absolutely committed on charge of assault and threaten- 
ing, yet several of these, I am informed, were absolutely violent lunatics, 
and were at once declared to be such by the Doctor, and sent off to the 
asylum, where they should have been sent in the first instance, if the law 
were properly observed, which now prohibits lunatics to be sent to gaol. 
At Rathkeale, a lunatic who was committed to the bridewell for an assault, 
attacked the bridewell keeper, and injured him so severely that I fear this 
officer may never recover altogether from the effects of the assault.

The Board meets on the second Saturday in the month, for the discharge 
of business, when the Governor receives a cheque for the payment of all 
the resident officers, and also separate cheques for the payment of the 
different current accounts, and produces vouchers at the following meeting 
of the Board. The extern officers receive their salaries from the county 
treasurer at each assizes. 

Annexed is my report on Rathkeale, that on Bruff is the last quarterly 
report of the Local Inspector, as I was prevented from visiting it this 
year. I regret to. state that a boy named William Roberts effected his 
escape from this bridewell in the month of April, 1875, under circumstances 
which denoted serious neglect on the part of the keeper, who was seriously 
reprimanded by the Board, and would have, I am told, been dismissed 
but for his previous good conduct and long service.

For some time past the numbers in this prison have been unusually 
large, being at the above date 90 of' all classes. But these do not even 
include all that were in custody from this jurisdiction, for during this year 
as many as 80 convicted prisoners have been transferred from this to the 
County Gaol, owing to want of accommodation for them here. 

The cause of this disgraceful state of things in the city may very much 
be attributed to the increase in the rate of wages, and the depraved habits 
oi the people who employ their easily earned money in drink and rioting 
rather than in the improvement of their home comforts and for the a(£ 
vancement of their children and families. 

Juveniles. Two boys were in custody on remand when I made my inspection, one 
? S 1 ot 6 ?’ if rg . W1 * burglary, and the other charged with stealing fruit. 
In lb/6, 15 male and 4 female juveniles were committed here, but even 

up to the time of my visit this year, 12 of the former sex, and 2 of the 

latter were in charge ; of these, 5 males and 1 female were sent to reforma- 
tories. Juveniles are, I am informed, kept separate from adults, but are 
exercised with the prisoners on remand. This, in my opinion, should not 
be allowed, as adults on remand are quite as likely to contaminate a youth 
as many convicted prisoners. I therefore submit that juveniles should be 
exercised and kept quite apart from adults.

During the last two years there has been no fresh commitment of a Commit- 
debtor to this gaol, but one prisoner of this class was in charge on the ments - 
above day who had been here for some time, and will apparently remain 
in custody until the time specified under the Debtors Act of 1872, 
for the release of all such prisoners. I would draw attention here, as I 
have done more fully in previous reports, to the foregoing table showing the 
large numbers of both sexes who would appear to spend a large portion of 
their existence here, and on whom neither the sentence passed by the 
courts nor the imprisonment endured has any effect for good. This may 
be attributed, in my opinion, to the custom pursued here of passing 
short sentences on prisoners. An example of this evil came under 
my notice on the day of my visit, in the case of an old womau, M. K., 
who was sent here to undergo an imprisonment of twelve hours, during 
which time she will have received a nice bath and a good dinner, and be 
otherwise made comfortable. I cannot think that the public should be 
charged with the expense of carrying out such unmeaning sentences, which 
can have no effect for good on the offending party.

Reception, alterations have been made in the construction of this gaol since my 

last visit. I am informed that seven cells are now reserved in the male 
prison as a reception class, in which prisoners should be kept until cleansed 
and examined by the Doctor ; but even while I was inspecting I discovered 
that this statutable rule was not always observed, inasmuch as a man who 
had neither seen the Medical Officer nor had been bathed, was passed 
into the ordinary cells. He objected to be bathed on the score of ill 
health, which would appear to be an extra reason for leaving him in the 
reception class until the Doctor had had an opportunity of seeing him. 

This is one of the numerous matters I commented upon in my last report 
on this prison. I regret that I cannot report favourably on the condition 
ot order or cleanliness of the male prison. The cells and corridors were 
not clean. The water-closets and lavatories were dirty, untidy, and leak- 
ing, consequently there was a disagreeable smell from them. In fact the 
Governor does not appear to pay sufficient attention to cleanliness and 
order, notwithstanding the frequent admonition he has had on this subject 
a n 111 ^ 6 re P or *' s I ns pectors-General, and in conversation. 

Lavatories. All the arrangements as to the lavatories, the baths, the water-closets, 
the sewerage, the heating of the prison, the supply of water and gas, are 
the same as at my last inspection. A fumigator is provided in each prison, 
in which all clothing is purified before it is put away. There is no altera- 
tion in the chapels since my last visit, but they are not large enough for 
the numbers now in custody, and it must therefore be difficult to maintain 
order therein during service. 
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The photography is done by the Governor, who is allowed lOd. for South 
each copy, a remuneration that should pay him well. As the remarks in Di stric t. 
my last report as regards the kitchen have been quite disregarded, and Limerick 
are now as applicable as they were in 1874, 1 report them verbatim. City

“ The kitchen arrangements are the same as at my last inspection, and, notwithstanding — *- 

the remarks I made in my report of 1872, T find a prisoner is employed here still as cook, Photo- 
who is sentenced to hard labour, and is entirely exempted by the Governor from that grapby. 
portion of his'sentence, -which I submit this officer has no legal power to do. As his attention 
has already been called to this subject, he, in my opinion, is much to blame. The recom- 
mendation in my report of that year, as regards turning the kitchen into a female prison, 
has not yet been adopted. I, therefore, again submit that this alteration should be made.” 

The kitchen is badly ventilated, and is, I am told, generally so Kitchen, 
warm that two cooks have already suffered from being shut up there 
all day. It is, in my opinion, impossible that a man can find sufficient 
employment in the kitchen all day long, having regard to the little cooking 
that is done in gaols, and to the comparatively small numbers in this 
prison. 

The laundry is divided into six enclosed stalls, all provided with hot Laundry, 
and cold water, and all the washing for the prison is done here under the 
superintendence of the matron, whose whole prison was as usual in a very 
clean and orderly condition, contrasting very favourably with the male 
section, and demonstrating clearly that cleanliness and order can be main- 
tained if the heads of the department are willing and capable to perform 
their respective duties. 

There is no change in the rule as to the markings of the tell-tale clocks Tell-tale 
since my last visit. The markings are, I am informed, taken by the clocks - 
chief clerk and Governor daily, and are copied in the Lockings Book. 

The night-watch commences at 6 p.m., and is continued until the same 
hour on the following morning, and this duty appears to be carefully and 
regularly performed. 

The Governor takes charge of all the keys of the male prison and those 
of the outer gate at night. 

Convicted prisoners are permitted to see visitors on every second Visitors. 
Thursday, those on remand and untried on every Thursday, and debtors 
daily. The by-law regulating this matter requires revision, so far as con- 
victed prisoners are concerned, as it is very subversive of good order and 
discipline to permit such frequent visits to convicted prisoners. I am 
informed it frequently occurs that there are twenty or thirty visitors ad- 
mitted to prisoners of a day. All visitors are said to be searched, and 
see their friends through a grated frame. 

Two cells now disused, under the tank, should be fitted up and used. 

The buildings appeared to be all in good repair, and some painting had 
lately been done to the woodwork throughout the gaol by prison labour.

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The general store is kept by the chief warder, who issues articles from 
it to the matron and the reception warder as required, and an account is 
kept of all such issues and receipts of clothing by the chief warder, who, 
I am informed, takes stock monthly, while this duty is performed by the 
Governor and Local Inspector once a quarter. All articles of clothing 
also sheets, tins, brushes, and mats for the use of the prison are made up 
within the gaol, and at the time of my visit there was a good supply in 
store. The prisoners are well clothed, and the bedding was clean and in 
good repair, but some of the clothing of the male prisoners was not as 
clean and well fitted as it should be, and with few exceptions none of the 
prisoners of this sex looked tidy or clean, their hair being much too long 
and unkept, whereas the females appeared to be both clean in their 
person and clothing.

Three solitary cells are provided for males, and two for females, but the 
bells were out of order. These cells should he fitted with spiral bells 
which cannot be injured by violent prisoners. AJ1 the punishments for 
breach of prison rule were inflicted during the last two years, on the au- 
thority ol the Governor, and on no occasion was recourse had to magisterial 
authority for the punishment of a prisoner, although I am aware that 
some, especially of the females committed here, are of a very obstreperous 
nature, and difficult to manage.

Men sentenced to hard labour are said to be employed on the tread- Labour, 
wheel, by which the water is pumped, for two hours a day, during which 
time they work the mill for fifteen minutes at a time, with intervals of 
rest of about five minutes. They are chiefly occupied for the rest of the 
day at stone-breaking or at their different trades, but these men do not as 
in most gaols pick any oakum. 

Those not sentenced to hard labour break stones or pick oakum in their 
cells j but although the cells are lighted with gas no labour is carried on 
after six o’clock, or lock-up time. 

In my last report I recommended that prisoners should be all employed 
in their cells up to eight o’clock throughout the year, but this recom- 
mendation, as well as others relating to the discipline and manage- 
ment of this prison, have not been adopted, so that prisoners are still left 
in idleness for about thirteen hours out of the twenty-four ; and the 
profits of labour, though somewhat increased of late years, are not as large 
as they should be. There are only thirty-one stone-sheds, which is in- 
sufficient' for the requirements of the gaol. 

The Matron deserves every credit for the amount of industry she carries 
on amongst the females, from which a considerable profit is derived ; and 
she takes great pains in endeavouring to instruct females in quilting, 
washing, in making lace, sewing, and knitting, by which means those so 
inclined can earn a livelihood on their leaving prison ; but I regret to 
learn the fact that is so painfully true in most gaols is the case here, that 
those females who are generally best conducted and most industrious while 
in gaol and under control are frequently quite the contrary when at liberty, 
being, as they say themselves, unable to resist the temptation of drink and 
its consequences. 

Notwithstanding that Inspectors-General have frequently pointed out School, 
the requirements of the Statute respecting a school, none has yet been 
established here.

The samples of the provisions that I saw were of good quality, except Diet, 
the milk which was sour, owing, I presume, to the heat ot the weather. 

The Protestant Chaplain inspects the provisions by alternate months with 
the Roman Catholic Chaplain’s substitute ; for I regret to learn that the 
regular gaol Roman Catholic Chaplain does all his prison duties by deputy, 
which is quite contrary to Statute, and should not be permitted. These 
gentlemen’s reports on the dietary are as a rule favourable, but the 
Statute requires the provisions to be inspected by the Chaplains by 
alternate weeks. In my last report on this prison I drew attention to the 
legally prescribed dietary scale not being adhered to, but I find that 
these remarks have not had effect, for on this occasion I have to report 
the same infringement of the law and disregard of the directions contained 
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South in a circular issued from the Inspector-General’s office by order of the 
Di stric t. Executive on this subject. If the Local Inspector and Governor neglect 
Limerick su ^ important matters as this it is not surprising that minor matters of 
City prison rule are as little attended to as they are in many instances in this

Owing to the increase in the sum resulting from prison labour, as shown 
m the foregoing table for the year 1875, and the large amounts received 
trom the War Department and the Consolidated Fund for the maintenance 
ol certain classes of prisoners during that year, the average annual cost 
of a prisoner here is now considerably less than it used to be The 
increase in the number of prisoners of late has also assisted very much 
to lower the average annual cost of a prisoner; for almost the same 
stall is maintained irrespective of the numbers in custody. But it is 
evident if prisoners were as fully employed as they should be in this 
prison the expenses could be reduced even still further.

Owing to the large numbers of late in custody two extra warders and an Officers, 
extra matron have been employed, making nine male discipline officers 
and three female for the management of a daily average of 56 male and 
33 female prisoners, or one male discipline officer to about every 6 pri- 
soners, and one female discipline officer to every 11 prisoners. Taking 
into consideration the circumstances of the prison, I am of opinion that 
the male staff is unnecessarily large, if more order and system were 
followed in the disposition and management of the prisoners, and the 
duties of the officers ; but as the Governor has had no early training in 
such matters he is not up to organizing and arranging them. As a rule 
female prisoners are more difficult to manage, and to keep under prison 
rules than males ; but here, as in other matters previously alluded to, the 
knowledge of her duty and close attention to it by Miss Brice enables 
her to maintain order and enforce obedience with a proportionably less 
staff than that of the male prison. At the time of my visit one of the 
sub-matrons who were employed was not at all suitable to her work. I 
questioned the matron on the subject, who did not consider she was likely 
ever to make an efficient prison officer. So that I hope that by this time 
another person has been appointed in her place. I had also occasion to 
find fault with the want of smartness, cleanliness, and knowledge of their 
duties of some of the male warders, who should be more carefully looked 
after by their superiors.

The arrangements as to the hospitals have not been changed since my Hospital, 
last inspection. Only one ward in the male hospital is used, and that 
one was not clean or in good order. No officer sleeps here when there is 
a prisoner in hospital, which I submit is wrong, as the hospital is some 
little distance from the main building, so that for obvious reasons an 
officer should be left in charge of the hospital. The female hospital is in 
the female prison, and was clean and in good order. 
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The medicines are procured as hitherto from an apothecary in the town, 
which is always more expensive than if obtained either from Dublin or 
from the county infirmary. 

Books and Journals. 

The Governor, assisted by the chief warder, keeps all the registries and 
books ol finance with much care and precision. Indeed he deserves every 
credit for the regular manner in which he discharges this part of his 
duties. In accordance with the suggestions in my last report, he has 
curtailed the number of registries, which is a considerable saving of 
labour and time, but he should now keep an index to the registry, by 
which means old offenders are easily traced out. Most of the prescribed 
forms are observed. But I find that neither the Work Ledger nor General 
Visitors’ Book are kept, and I observed some omissions in the “Officers’ 
Conduct Book.” These are matters to which I drew the attention of the 
Governor at the time of my visit. 

The Local Inspector and Governor keep their journal regularly. Those 
of the Chaplains show that they do not visit the prisoners as required by 
law ; and, as I have already observed, the 11th sec., 19 & 20 Vic., cap. 
68, is not regarded by the Roman Catholic Chaplain. 

As serious irregularities have already taken place in this prison by the 
non-observance of this rule, I trust that the Board will see that it is no 
longer disregarded by the Chaplains. 

The Surgeon’s journal is well kept and regular, but I must request 
that he will in future also write his own orders in the Extra Diet Book, 
which should be altogether under his own authority. 



Miscellaneous. 

The day of my visit being a holiday in the Roman Catholic Church, all 
the prisoners in the gaol were compelled to remain in idleness, including 
twelve Protestants. I submit that this should not be permitted, for 
although it may be required of the Roman Catholic prisoners, yet as no 
such rule exists in the Protestant Church, and that the law makes no 
provisions for exempting prisoners from their labours except on certain 
State holidays and on Sundays, I am of opinion that Protestant prisoners 
should not be exempt from the sentence of the law or from labour on 
Roman Catholic holidays. 

Some of the yards of the prison were badly kept, and required 
weeding.

Since my last visit I am glad to find that some of the suggestions of 
Inspectors-Greneral have been carried out, yet others liavenot been adopted. 
In both prisons there is a reception-class, but the block used for this pur- 
pose in the male prison is not heated or provided with bells, though it is 
provided with gas. However, prisoners are only kept here one night,, as 
they are transferred by the Doctor to their proper wards in the morning 
after they are committed. All are bathed at once as they come in, and 
weekly during imprisonment ; so that both the gaol and the prisoners 
had a very cleanly and orderly appearance. Forty-two cells in the male, 
and ten in the female prison, are now heated and provided with bells and 
gas, and are of the prescribed size for separate confinement. Their con-

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dition of order aucl cleanliness was very creditable. There is a full supply 
of lavatories, baths, and water-closets now in the prison, which were in 
proper order and repair. 

Part of the sewage is carried away into the main-drain of the town 
and some runs into cess-pools outside the closets. No change has been 
made in the water supply since my last visit, which is sufficient and good. 
A new heating apparatus has been, this year, put up in the female prison 
and one last year in the male, and both appear to work well. But I re- 
gret that when that in the female prison was being removed, the kitchen 
department was not transferred to the female prison, and one boiler made to 
heat the female section and do the cooking. As it is, no change has been 
made in the kitchen, which is still conducted by a male prisoner who is 
employed there all day, though I am informed that he works at sackmaking, 
and is also employed at this industry in his cell in the evenings. This* 
department, as well as the rest of the prison, was extremely clean and 
tidily kept. 

'J lie only change that has been effected in the female laundry is the 
blocking up of the windows looking into the male exercise yard. I would 
suggest that a washing-machine, such as is now used in the King’s County 
Prison, be provided, by which means all the washing could be done by the 
female prisoners, and male labour could be more profitably employed. 

Only one fumigating apparatus is provided, but I am informed that all 
clothing is properly fumigated before it is put away. 

No alteration has lately been made in the chapel which is used for both 
Protestant and Roman Catholic worship, and is properly arranged. 

The photography is carried on still under the objectionable system to 
which I drew attention in my last report on this gaol. The artist only 
comes when lie is sent for, and charges 30s. a visit, so that unless at a 
great cost this art could not be as fully made use of as it should be as an 
assistant to the detection of crime, in which it has been found most valu- 
able. 

There is an officer on guard every evening inside the prison until 10 p.m., 
at which hour the night-watch comes on and is required to mark the two 
tell-tale clocks every quarter of an hour from that time till 5 a.m. The 
warders by rotation do the night-duty. 

The whole building appears in good repair ; all the doors have been 
recently painted, and railing lately put up, under the superintendence of the 
Governor, outside the gate is a great improvement, and was much wanted. 

I regret though that nothing has been done to improve the arrangements 
tor visitors to prisoners, as recommended, nor has any alteration been 
made in the rule as to admitting visitors since my last inspection.

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in this respect between tlie tried and untried, as I am told that most of South 
those committed here, are, as a rule, badly clad, and their own things are DlsTR1CT - 
dirty, but I must remark that untried prisoners whose clothes are good Queen's 
should not bo required to wear prison dress. All the clothing is made up County 
in the prison except, as sometimes occurs, owing to the few shoemakers 00 ■ 
committed, that shoes have to be bought. This, however, should not be 
the case this year, as I find that 19 prisoners of this trade have been in cus- 
tody here this year. 

Owing to the proper precautions taken in cleansing the prisoners as they 
come in and during imprisonment, the bedding and clothing were all in a 
very cleanly condition and in good repair. The sheets are changed 
weekly, and a clean pair are given to all as they come ; and the Governor 
adopts the very excellent system of requiring each class officer to certify 
to him weekly that these rules have been carried out in their respective 
classes, which, I submit, should be done in all gaols.

Hard labour is enforced here by means of the tread- wheel, at which Labour, 
men are employed for four hours a day, being ten minufes at a time on 
the mill, and five off. The wheel is used to pump water from the river. 

Now that so many of the cells are heated and are lighted with gas, much 
more labour is exacted than heretofore, and the Governor appears most 
anxious to carry on as much remunerative labour as possible. He has 
therefore introduced sack-making, but owing to. the large cost of the 
carriage of the materials from Clara to this prison, the profit derived, 
from this labour is as yet very small. The foregoing table will show how 
little has been the profit arising from prisoners’ labour here for the last 
three years ; but I am in hopes that now that the separate system can be 
more fully enforced, the results in this and other respects will be more 
satisfactory in the future, as I have every confidence in the desire of the 
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South Local Inspector and Governor of enforcing a full amount of labour, which 
Di stric t. j iag hitherto been much neglected in this prison. In addition to the 
Queen's labour above mentioned, a good many useful repairs have been done 
County during the past year by prisoners under the directions of the Governor.

I regret to find 
that no female officer yet sleeps in the female prison — a defect remarked on 
in former reports. 

All the discipline officers sleep in the prison as a rule, but their 
quarters were not as clean as usual, for which, however, there was some 
excuse on the day of my visit.

Considering that there has been so little sickness in the hospital for the 
last three years, I am of opinion that the charge for medicine here is 
excessive, as may be observed by the foregoing table. 

Books and Journals. 

JounfalT d ^ overnor k ee P s all the books of finance, the Dietary Book, and 

some other of the important books, while the Deputy Governor keeps 
the Registry and Work Books ; but all are very carefully and regularly 
supervised by the Governor. A regular account is kept of the profits of 
each prisoner’s labour, and those so entitled are given a proportion of 
their earnings on. leaving the prison. The Local Inspector being on 
leave of absence at the time of my visit, I had not an opportunity of see- 
ing his journal ; but I am aware that this officer is most attentive to his 
duties, and I always find him anxious and willing to carry out, as far as 
possible, all useful reforms. 

General In my last report I remarked on the irregularity in the appointment of 
Remarks, the Chaplains’ substitutes, and am glad to find that the Protestant Chaplain 
now does his own duties in the gaol, but the Homan Catholic Chaplain has 
still two substitutes not legally appointed, who perform all prison duties 
for him, but he generally inspects the provisions himself. I also pointed 
out in my last report, that the Surgeon’s journal was not fully written up 
in compliance with the requirements of the statute regulating such matters, 
and regret that this officer still omits to perform this duty. The other 
hospital books are, however, regularly kept. The Governor’s journal is 
fully and accurately kept, containing much useful information as to the 
discipline and management of the gaol, which, I am happy to say, has 
been steadily improving from year to year since the appointment of Mr. 
Bulkeley to the Governorship of this prison, whose close attention to his 
various duties and aptitude for the management of such an establish- 
ment as this is render him a most valuable public servant.

Daring the last two years no debtors were committed to this prison, so 
I am in hopes that in future, owing to the change in the Debtors Act, 
we shall have very few of this class in our gaols. 

Assaults, offences against peace officers, and drunkenness are the most 
common offences in this district, and a great deal of the assaults and 
lioting may fairly he attributed to drink, which appears by the foregoing 
tables to be on the increase this year even as compared with last. 

The two last tables demonstrate what a large proportion of those who 
are committed here arc habitual gaol birds, one male who was in custody 
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this year having over 181 commitments recorded against him, and 
female who was committed over 51 times.

Since my last visit several of the suggestions of Inspectors-General 
have been adopted, which have very much improved the accommoda- 
tion of the prison and facilitated the carrying out of the separate system. 
Twelve cells in the male reception class have been heated, and wooden 
floors put to them ; all the male cells (fifty-six in number) and seven 
female are now lighted with gas. The burners however are dangerously 
placed and should be given a downward slope, so as to prevent a rope 
being hung on them. Seven cells are reserved in the female prison as a 
reception class for prisoners of that sex, who are left there until seen by 
the doctor. Some of the cells have been enlarged and much improved 
of late, and at the time of my visit they were all in a creditable state of 
order and cleanliness.

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In my last report I drew attention to prisoners not being inspected as is 
required by Statute before being “passed into their proper wards,” and 
am sorry to find that the law in this respect is still disregarded in the 
male prison, although the Medical Officer visits almost daily. 

The arrangements as regards the baths and lavatories have not been 
changed since my last visit, the latter being still very defective. Prisoners 
are I am informed bathed on admission, and weekly during imprison- 
ment, but some of the males did not look at all cleau, and their hair was long 
and wanted cutting, but the three females in charge had a cleanly and 
tidy appearance. More care should be taken to require the male prisoners 
to wash themselves properly. 

Two water-closets are provided in No. 5 section, but are not used. 
There are privies in each yard. The supply of water is procured from 
two wells on the premises, and is abundant and good. 

Nos. 2, 3, 4, and 5 blocks in the male prison, comprising fifty-six cells, 
and twenty-four cells in the female, are now artificially heated ; but a 
separate fire is required for each building. 

No alteration has been made in the sewerage, which is reported to be 
in good order. 

Twenty separate stone sheds have lately been put up ; there is also a 
forge and carpenter’s shop in which prisoners are employed in separation. 

The kitchen arrangements here are by no means satisfactory. At the 
time of my visit two men were employed as cooks, which in my opiniou 
is a great waste of labour, considering the lightness of the culinary 
duties. I learned that these men attend on' the schoolmaster and the 
other sub-officers as servants, which is an abuse that should not be per- 
mitted. One of these prisoners sleeps near the kitchen, and the night 
watchman opens his door at five in the morning in order to allow him to 
prepare the breakfasts, which is in my opinion a very objectionable 
arrangement, and quite unnecessary, inasmuch as the breakfasts, consisting 
of stirabout, do not require so long a time in preparing. I therefore 
submit that one male cook should perform all the culinary duties of this 
gaol, and be further required to pick a certain quantity of oakum a day, 
and that he be locked up in the common prison at lock-up time, and 
unlocked at the same time as the rest of the prisoners. In addition to 
these two men who were in association in the cook-house, there was a 
third person there, a tinker, and the reason given for this was that he 
required the fire to carry on his trade ; but I think some better arrangement 
should have been made, so as to avoid so many prisoners remaining most 
of the day in association, especially as there is a forge and carpenter’s 
shop available for tradesmen. 

The laundry arrangements are the same as at my last visit. All the 
washing of the prison, and of the officers is done here, also that of 
one of the members of the Board, for which I am informed he pays £10- 
a year. 

The photography is done by the chief warder, who receives £10 a 
year for the duty, but he supplies his own chemicals ; and I am informed 
that this art has been most useful in identifying people before trial. 

One fumigator is provided to each prison in which all clothing is purified 
before being put away. They are properly labelled and the list of the 
several articles are duly signed as recommended. 

There is no change in the arrangements of the chapels since last 
inspection. 

# Two tell-tale clocks are in use, and are marked half-hourly during the 
night as described in my last report, but the night watchman is only on duty 
during six nights in the week, on the other night however there is a warder 
on duty in the prison until 10 o’clock, p.m.

The head warder has charge of the general store, from which he issues Store, 
the different articles as required to the schoolmaster warder, or matron, 
the former officer having charge of all male clothing and bedding in use, 
and the latter that of the females. 

A requisition is made by these officers for such articles as they may 
require, which I am told is checked by the Governor, but I am of opinion 
that nothing should be issued for use without his order. I am glad to 
learn that the shoes and tins and all articles of clothing are now made up 
within the prison. In the male prison one sheet of each bed is changed 
weekly ; but I would suggest that a certain number of beds should be 
provided once a fortnight with a clean pair, as prisoners change frequently, 
and for obvious reasons should not be required to sleep in sheets, or even 
one sheet that has already been used by another person. The bedding in 
the female prison was much cleaner than that in the male, which I at- 
tribute to the want of cleanliness of the males, some of whose clothing was 
very dirty and much torn.

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Provisions 
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At the time of my visit as the weather was very hot there was no hard 
labour going on, as the Medical Officer had ordered the prisoners off the 
mill, although the mill was under' cover. I spoke to this officer 

on the subject, and I trust that unless under very exceptional 
circumstances the sentence of the law will not again be suspended. I 
find it is the custom here that the amount of hard labour should be regu- 
lated by the doctor, and tliat it is sometimes for only one hour a day, 
and at other times two. This in my opinion is quite an insufficient time 
for a man sentenced to hard labour to be on the mill per day, especially 
as he is only absolutely on it five minutes at a time, and is allowed the 
same period for rest. 

The industrial labour consists of oakum-picking, stone-breaking, and mat- 
making, and different trades, but no specified quantity is set to each pri- 
soner ; though I am told that the chief warder sees that a sufficient quantity 
of work is done daily by all. It would however be much better that a 
fixed task be required to be performed by each prisoner. Gas being now- 
provided to the cells, prisoners are employed at industrial labour up to 
8, p.m. But it is not lighted in the winter mornings, so that no labour 
is carried on before daylight in that season. Nearly all the improvements 
and alterations lately effected have been carried out by prison labour, 
otherwise I should have hoped to have seen a much larger return than 
the foregoing from the profits of prison labour. 

As no improvement has been made in the school since my last visit, I 
repeat the remarks I then made on this subject. 

“As there lias been no alteration in the school-rooms since my last inspection, I again 
submit that these rooms should be stalled in order to prevent association. I regret to 
state that no school for the female prisoners was carried on this year, up to the time of 
my inspection, but the daily average number of male pupils was 13. The school is 
connected with the National Board of Education, and the teachers are reported by the 
Inspector to be competent. I submit that the female school should be at once re-opened 
and regularly carried on from day to day, in compliance with the requirements of the 
106th section of the Prisons Act.”

All the contracts for provisions and clothing arc taken in April, and 
are sanctioned by the Board, but the potatoes are bought as required by 
the Governor. The samples of the provisions that I saw were very good, 
and are usually so reported by the Chaplains, but these gentlemen do not 
inspect the milk or potatoes. I submit that they should not neglect this 
portion of their duty.

In my last report I drew attention to the extremely large cost of this Cost, 
gaol and to the average a/nnual cost of each prisoner, but I regret to find 
that notwithstanding the improved facilities for carrying on profitable 
labour these charges are still very large, as will be seen by the foregoing 
tables. I trust however that during the coming session of Parliament 
a Prisons Bill will at last be passed which will relieve the local burdens 
and afford means of maintaining our prisoners at a much cheaper rate than 
is possible under the present system.

The subordinate officers’ quarters were tidy and well kept. I am glad 
to find that the Board has now given them uniform. Only two of the 
warders have their meals in the gaol, and are all allowed one hour and 
twenty minutes for both breakfast and dinner, which I submit is a serious 
waste of time, as prisoners who are not supervised during that time will 
not of course do much work, especially as no fixed task is set to them. I 
therefore submit that officers be required to have their meals in the prison, 
and that they be only allowed half the present time for them. 



Visitors. 

As no alterations have been made in the rules for visitors to prisoners 
since my last inspection, I must repeat here the remarks I then made on 
this subject. 



“ Visitors are permitted to see friends at the gate by order of the Board or Local 
Inspector. Convicted prisoners may receive a visit once a month, and the untried upon 
every Thursday. All visitors are searched before being admitted. In my last report I 
suggested that more stringent rules should be enforced as regards the visitors to prisoners 
— and I again submit that once in three months would be quite sufficient to allow a 
visit to a convicted prisoner. I also would recommend that a more suitable place should 
be put up for visitors to prisoners, such as is now in use at both Naas and Londonderry 
gaols, by which means it is almost impossible for a visitor to convey prohibited articles 
into the prison. During this year it was found that certain prohibited articles had been 
conveyed to a prisoner ; but notwithstanding the careful investigation into the matter by 
the Board of Superintendence, it has not yet been discovered who the offending party was.” 

Boohs and Journals. 

The books of registry and finance are kept by the chief warder with 
much care and precision, and are daily supervised and checked by the 
Governor, they are also inspected by the Local Inspector, except the Work 
Ledger and Daily Employment Books, which are left altogether to the 
care of the subordinate officers. These books should be as regularly 
supervised by the superior officers as the others. As the Local In- 
spector was not in Nenagh on the day of my visit I did not see his 
journal. The Governor was also away, being on his annual vaca- 
tion, but I examined his journal which is fully written, up and care- 
fully kept, detailing all matters of importance relating to his duties, and 
showing how attentive and vigilant he is in the performance of them. 
He also writes a monthly report for the Board.. I do not consider that the 
journal of the Medical Officer is full enough, nor that it meets the require- 
ments of the 72nd section of the Prisons Act in this regard. But the hospital 
books are carefully and regularly kept. 

The Chaplains keep formal journals, but I have again to point out here 
as in my last report that they do not perform their duties as required by 
the 69th section of the Prisons Act, and that although the by-laws place 
the school immediately under their superintendence and direct them to 
inspect it, yet up to the time of my visit this duty had not been performed 
this year by either of the authorized Chaplains, and only once by one of 
their substitutes. 

I learned when making my inspection that prisoners were sometimes 
committed here from the town late at night, in a state of drunkenness. 
As this is a most improper and dangerous practice, I requested that a copy 
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of all such commitments be sent to the Inspectors-General in order that 
we may call the attention of the Government thereto. 

The only complaint made to me by any prisoner in custody here was 
by a man in the hospital, T. L., who was a very violent character. I 
spoke to the Medical Officer about the prisoner, as he appeared to me to 
be a malingerer.

Condition. Although the condition of the prison at the time of my visit was clean 
and orderly, yet since my last inspection very few of tho suggestions I 
then made have been carried out or attended to. 

Reception. No reception class has been established nor bath erected in the main 
male prison, hut I am informed that prisoners are now all bathed as they 
come in, and weekly during imprisonment. 

School. No school has yet been opened as is required by statute. The fumi- 
gat°r. gator in the male prison is in the same defective state as at my last visit, 
though a new one has been put up in the female prison, but I regret to 
learn that all clothing is not fumigated as it should be for obvious reasons. 

. Mucl > time is still wasted by allowing prisoners to be exercised in a 
ring, whereas it has previously been pointed out that they should be 
industriously employed during the period they are at exercise. 

Cells. One hundred and twenty cells for males and fifty-nine for females are 

artificially heated and provided with gas and bells ; these were all clean 
and in good order. 

IXvSer Lavatories and water-closets are also provided in abundance, but the 

closets. cocli:s of the former being out of repair the water was not laid on. 

Water. T bere are three or four good springs in the premises affording an abund- 

ance of water, which is raised to a large tank above the gaol by means of 
the tread-mill for ablutionary purposes, but the drinking water is provided 
from another well. The prison sewerage is said to be effective, and is 
flushed from the tank over the tread-wheel, but a very offensive smell 
proceeds from some privies in the adjoining barracks. 

Laundry. The female laundry has been repaired and improved since my last visit ; 

but my suggestions as regards all the washing in the female prison being 
done in the one apartment so as to save fuel a.nd supervision have not 
been adopted. I therefore again submit that one of the stalls could be 
reserved for the prison clothing. A good deal of barrack washing is done 
by the male prisoners, from which is derived the chief profits of labour 
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The photography. is not yet performed by a prison officer, so that the 
suggestions of my colleague and self on this subject are still disregarded. 

No change has been made in the kitchen arrangements which are the 
same as last time, and at the time of my visit two male prisoners sen- 
tenced to hard labour were employed here, one of whom only was exempted 
from hard labour by the Medical Officer. In my reports of 1872 and 
1874 I entered fully into the defects of this department, and recommended 
its removal into the female prison. Under no circumstances should men 
sentenced to hard labour be employed in the cookhouse. One of the cooks 
was one of the most serious offenders in the prison, yet he is selected for 
a privileged position. 

The duty of night-watch is performed by the warders in rotation, whose 
vigilance is tested by four tell-tale clocks, two outside and two inside the 
buildings. The former are marked every hour, and the latter every half 
hour from 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. 

The markings are entered in the Lockings Book, and also generally in 
the Governor’s journal, and the omissions of duty on the part of the night 
guard are noted in the Conduct Book. 

The hours for unlock and lock-up have not been altered since my last 
visit, and I am informed that the Governor takes the keys of the prison 
to his room at night. 

A very suitable visitors’ place has lately been made, and no prisoner is 
now allowed a visit until three months of his imprisonment have expired, 
and only one visit in every subsequent three months. 

The same rule applies as to receiving and writing letters.

The store of new things is at the gate, and nothing is issued from it 
without an order from the Governor. The store of male clothing, <fcc., in 
use is kept by the store warder, who is also cook warder, and sees the 
prisoners washed and clothed as they come in. 

There was an abundant supply of bedding and clothing in the gaol at 
the time of my visit which was generally in good order and repair though, 
as remarked by my colleague in his last report, some of the blankets in the 
male prison were rather worn. The sheets of the females are changed 
once a fortnight or oftener, but those of the males only once a month. 
I submit that on certain fixed days, fortnightly, the sheets of each class 
should be changed, and that all new prisoners should get a clean pair on 
coming into prison. All prison clothing is now made up in the gaol, 
including shoes and slippers.

The gas burners, have, as suggested, been removed from the solitary 
cells ; and I am glad to find that during this year it has not been necessary 
to have recourse to magisterial authority for the punishment of any pri- 
soner for the breach of prison rule, although the foregoing table shows 
that the Governor has been obliged frequently to sentence prisoners to 
solitary. This must always be the case where prisoners are allowed to 
remain so much in idleness as is the case here.

Hard labour is enforced by means of the tread-wheel, at which men so 
sentenced are worked for three hours a day, being about fifteen minutes 
on at a time and the same time off. They are however not emploj'eu 
as they should be during the periods of relief at' oakum-picking or such 
labour. I am of opinion that five minutes would under the circumstances 
be quite sufficient time to allow for periods of relief at the mill. Hard 
labour men employed in the laundry are not required to work the mill, 
and only commence work in the laundry at 10 o’clock. They then work 
till three, which is dinner hour till four, when they return to the laundry 
till 5.30, and perform no labour after that hour. 

I am of opinion that this is quite an insufficient quantity of labour to 
exact from prisoners, much more so those sentenced to hard labour, and 
as gas is supplied to the cells advantage should be taken of it by keeping 
the prisoners employed up to eight in the evening. I must here draw 
attention to the illegality of the practice pursued here of giving men 
sentenced to hard labour a share of the profits of their labour, being in 
direct contravention of the 107th section of the Prisons Act. 

The women are chiefly employed in washing and sewing, but their 
hours of labour are also much too limited. 

The profits of labour here, though larger than in some gaols, amount- 
ing in 1875 to £248, are not what they should be if the time of prisoners 
was more profitably spent, and that a due amount of labour was carried on.

I regret to find that for the last three years, as will be observed in the Expendi- 
foregoing table, that the expenditure of this prison has been gradually tur0, 
increasing, so that the annual cost of a prisoner here in 1875 amounted 
to £41 Is. Id. But as I am in hopes that a new Prisons Bill will become 
law this session of Parliament I need not draw further attention to the 
extravagance in the management of this establishment.

The hospital warder sleeps in the hospital, and is 
on duty there all day. I am of opinion that more economic arrangements 
should be made for the treatment of the sick in this prison so as to avoid 
the constant attendance of a nurse and hospital warder, inasmuch as the 
average daily number in each hospital is but two. I therefore would 
suggest that non-infectious cases be treated in some of the spare cells ; 
and some of these should be set apart also for itch cases which appear to 
be numerous here, and are usually sent to hospital ; there would then be 
room in the hospital for epileptic cases which must be kept in association, 
and therefore require a room of larger size than an ordinary cell. At 
the time of my visit there was a raving lunatic in the hospital who required 
the attendance of two. men, night and day, to keep him quiet. He was 
committed as “ exhibiting derangement of mind,” and should have been 
sent to the asylum and not to prison, as it is no longer legal to commit 
dangerous lunatics to gaol. I brought the matter before the Executive, 
but before any steps could be taken the man was released from prison, 
but was rearrested on the following day and committed to the asylum 
where he should have been sent in the first instance. In my last report 
1 recommended the medicine to be procured from the County Infirmary, 
as much economy is effected under such an arrangement, but this course 
has not been adopted, so that the cost of medicine here is still very high, 
amounting in 1875 to £21 4s. 5 d. 

The offensive smell arising from the latrines in the staff barracks still 
exists, and on the day of my visit a case of typhoid fever was admitted 
into hospital, of which there were several cases during the year 1875 ; 
soon after my visit the Medical Offioer wrote to the Inspectors-General 
informing us that another bad case had occurred on the 3rd of November, 
and on the 9th, one of the officers’ children was taken ill of what the 
Doctor feared was the same disease. The Medical Officer states that he 
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does not consider tliere is any cause in the prison to engender this fever, South 
but that the latrines referred to are the main cause of the disease j and Di stri ct. 
this was also the opinion of the coroner’s jury, held December 7, 1875, Tipperary 
on the death of a prisoner in the gaol at that time from this complaint. County • 
The whole case was laid before the Executive who have communicated 
with the military authorities on the subject, and as the matter is, I am 
informed, to be brought before the Grand Jury at the next assizes, I trust 
this long-standing and dangerous nuisance will be remedied. 

Boolcs and Journals. 

The clerk is very attentive in keeping the books of registry and finance ; Books, 
but notwithstanding that I called attention to the omission in my last 
report, I find that several of the prescribed forms are not yet in use, and 
that some useless forms are still used. I must again submit that all the pre- 
scribed forms be procured, and I have no doubt they will be found sufficient 
for all necessary requirements if properly kept. 

The Local Inspector keeps a regular journal, as also does the Governor. 

Indeed both these officers appear to be very punctual and regular in the 
execution of their several duties. The Chaplains do not comply with the 
lltli section of 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68, as regards the appointment of 
their substitutes, but I have so frequently remarked on the irregular 
manner in which these gentlemen perform their duties that I do not feel 
it incumbent upon me to repeat here what I have already reported on 
with no good results, especially as I hope the time is not far distant when 
such irregularities will be more promptly dealt with than they are now. 

I learned from the journal of the Local Inspector that the bridewell 
keeper of Clogheen had been guilty of a very serious offence, so much so 
that he was removed for a while from charge of the bridewell by order of 
the Board of Superintendence. After doing duty in the County Gaol for 
about five weeks he was allowed to return to Clogheen Bridewell. The 
circumstances of his case were so serious that they should have been 
reported at once to the Inspectors-General, particularly as it is the duty 
of the Local Inspector to report all vacancies and new appointments to 
our office. My colleague and I have communicated our views on this 
subject to the Local Inspector.

I annex the reports of my colleague and myself on the bridewells of 
the riding, and would again recommend those at Caher and Carrick-on- 
Suir to be closed for reasons already stated.

It may be observed by a previous table that the recommitments of a 
certain number of individuals to this prison are very numerous, and I find 
that as compared with former years they are on the increase ; for in 
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1873 the greatest number of commitmeuts recorded against any individual South 
in custody during that year was between eighty-one and ninety; whereas Di stric t - 
in 1875 there was a female in charge who had as many as between 101 Waterford 
and 120 commitments recorded against her. In the former year the number County and 
of adult individuals committed were 368 males and 157 females, whose Ga0 ' 
previous commitments numbered respectively 1,495 and-1,436; but in the 
latter year the number of adult individuals committed were 487 males 
and 170 feniales, whose previous commitments were 2,055 of males, and 
1,356 of females — showing a large increase in the recommitments of males 
and a decrease in that of females in the latter year as compared with the 
former. There is not much difference in the daily average number in 
custody during this year and last, as may be observed by the above table.

Since my last visit very few of the suggestions of my colleague and 
myself have been adopted, although, owing to the expected Prisons Bill, we 
have not lately recommended auy changes that would involve any consider- 
able expense, but only such matters as could be accomplished by prison labour 
at a small- cost, and which we consider necessary for the improvement in 
the carrying out of the discipline and regularity of the prison. I must 
again submit that a certain number of cells in each prison be set apart as 
a reception class in order that the provisions of the 20th rule of the 
109th section of the Prisons Act may be complied with. 

The cells were all extremely clean and well kept, and the condition of Cells, 
order and regularity^of the whole prison was most creditable to all con- 
cerned. The supply of lavatories, water-closets, and baths, are sufficient 
for the requirements of the prison, and were in good order and clean. 

All prisoners are bathed as they come in, and subsequently once a week 
during imprisonment. 

The cells are artificially heated, and lighted with gas ; but nothing has 
yet been done to alter the dangerous position and shape of the burners, to 
which attention lias been frequently drawn. 

There is an excellent supply of water on the premises, provided from Water, 
three good wells and a softer water tank. The water is forced into the 
cisterns by means of a crank-wheel, and also by a smaller pump. 

The sewerage is reported to be effective and in good order. All the Sewerage, 
prisoners’ clothing is fumigated before it is put away, there being a good 
fumigator now in each prison ; and each bundle of clothing is tidily 
labelled. 

No chauge has taken place in the chapel, which is well arranged, Chapel, 
both Protestant and Roman Catholic service being performed there. 

The laundries have undergone no change since my last inspection, Laundry, 
except that a shed has been raised over the stove in the female prison, 
and an ironing room has been put up. Though the laundries are stalled, 
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Sooth the stalls are not enclosed, so that too much association still exists here— ^ 
District. a defect that has been before pointed out. The females do a good deal of 
Waterford was hi n £ f° r private families and for the officers of the prison, and the 
County and males do barrack washing — which is the chief profit of labour in this 
City Gaol. gaol. 

Kitchen The arrangements in the kitchen are the same as at my last visit — this 
department being on the basement of the male prison ; and I find that in 
winter 2 men are employed here, though only 1 in summer. I am still 
of opinion that the cooking and supervision of the heating apparatus is 
not sufficient to occupy the time of 1 prisoner during the entire day, and 
that it is objectionable to allow 2 prisoners to be there in association as 
is the practice in the winter. 

Photo- The chief warder does the photography, and performs this duty very 
graphy. creditably. All suspected prisoners are photographed, as well as those 
required to be done under the Crimes Prevention Act. This officer 
receives £5 a year for performing this duty. 

Visitors. No alteration has been made as to the rules for admission of visitors to 
prisoners, the particulars of which are given fully in my report for 1872. 
The arrangements are very suitable, but the periods for visits are too fre- 
quent. 

Night- The night-watch is performed by 1 officer outside the prison, there being 
watch. I10 intern watch. A tell tale clock situated at the hospital, is marked 
half-hourly from 10.30 to 5.30 in the summer, and 6 in winter. The 
markings are taken by the Governor, and are entered in the “ Lockings 
Book,” and the clock appears to be very carefully and regularly marked.

Clothing. The store-keeper keeps all the stores of bedding and male clothing, 
but issues none from the general store without the Governor’s order. The 
matron has charge of all the female clothing, and the arrangements in 
both prisons as to the stores are very regular and good. All prisoners as 
they come get clean sheets, and they are also changed on every Saturday, 
so that the prisoners, their clothing, and bedding, have a very cleanly 
appearance. Socks and stockings are now in use, and all clothing is made 
up within the gaol. The sheeting, the towelling, and the ticking, are 
manufactured by the prisoners.

In my last report on this prison I drew attention to the want of a Labour, 
sufficient quantity of labour exacted from prisoners here, and also to the 
little distinction made in the labour exacted from those sentenced and 
those not sentenced to hard labour, but I regret to find that no alteration 
in this respect has resulted from my observations, and the quantity of 
labour obtained is still very insufficient. I therefore again submit that 
hard labour prisoners should be required to pick a given quantity of 
oakum in their cells, and that all prisoners be employed up to 8 o’clock, 

P.M.,as all the cells are artificially lighted. 

The tread-wheel is worked for one hour a day by men sentenced to 
hard labour, but it is not turned to a useful purpose, so that it would be 
a waste of time to keep men at such work any longer. The women are 
chiefly employed in washing, knitting, and sewing, but except those. in 
the laundry, the prisoners of this sex do not perform a sufficient quantity 
of industrial labour. I am clearly of opinion that although the results 
from prison labour here has somewhat increased in 1875 as compared 
with former years, yet that amount, namely, £126 10s. 4 d. is but a 
small return from the industry of a daily average of 36 males and 17 
females, taking also into consideration the facilities afforded in this prison 
for carrying on industrial pursuits.

of my visit this year. The school warder was, I am informed, about to 
qualify himself under the National Board as a trained teacher, but the 
schoolmistress, who is an Assistant Matron, is not a trained teacher. The 
school is in connexion with the National Board of Education.

The officers’ quarters are still in the main prison, which is as has been Officers, 
before observed an objectionable system. Their rooms were all clean and 
well kept, and they are also provided with a mess-room at the gate, where 
all but two of the subordinate officers have their meals. 

They appear to be a very respectable and well conducted staff, 
and the master tailor and shoemaker are both useful and attentive 
officers. I would also bear my testimony to the efficiency of the Local 
Inspector and the Governor, who my colleague and I have always found 
to bo most attentive, zealous, and painstaking officers, and who deserve 
every credit for the order, cleanliness, and regularity of the whole estab- 
lishment. But I regret that I must further remark on the inattention of 
the Chaplains to their several duties, Both of these gentlemen have, three 
substitutes, who are not legally appointed, and who appear to do the 
Chaplains’ duties as suits them best, and not in compliance with either 
the statute or the by-laws.

Hospital. The .medicines are procured from the town, and cost in 1875 .£12 12s. Ad., 
which is less than that charge has been for some years, though still large 
as compared with some other prisons. 

I found, some prisoners in the hospital at the time of my visit who 
were, not ill, and should have been in their cells, and not allowed into 
association in the hospital ■ but it is right to say that they were not ordered 
to hospital by the Medical Officer. I drew the attention of the Local In- 
spector to this matter, and begged of him not to allow this irregularity to 
recur. J 



Books and Journals. 

Books, & c . The books of registry and finance are kept by the clerk, who is also chief 
warder, and are all carefully supervised and checked by the Local Inspector 
and by the Governor daily. Both of these officers keep excellent 
journals, and in addition, the Local Inspector prepares a monthly report 
for the Board. 1 

The Surgeon’s journal does not contain much information relative to his 
duties, but the hospital books are all well and regularly kept ; and I 
regret that at the time of my visit this officer was not well, 'but his 
duties were performed by the apothecary. Most of the prescribed forms 
are in use, and an excellent system of registries is kept here: but 
no proper form of “ Work Ledger” and “ Daily Employment Books” are 
kept, so that no correct account is kept of the weekly earnings of each 
prisoner. But as most prisoners are sentenced to hard labour, few are 
entitled to any profits. I consider that the chief warder deserves great 
credit for the careful manner in which he keeps the books

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No debtor has been in custody here since the release in May, 1874, of South 
the unfortunate old man referred to in my last report. My inspection District. 
of the prison being made so early in this year it is difficult to compare the Wexford 
number of commitments up to the time of my visit with those of the entire County 
of last year, but judging from the foregoing table they would appear to be Gao'. 
on the increase in 1876 as compared with 1875, especially of drunkards, Debtors '_ 
who numbered in the latter year 112 of males and 12 of females, but in ^ 
the four and a half months of 1876 there were 55 commitments of males ' 

* and 18 of females for that offence. 

Although 49 prisoners were during this year transferred from Richmond 
Bridewell to this prison, these are not included in the tables of this report, 
as they were not removed until August and October, subsequent to my visit.

As will be observed by the foregoing tables dealing with repeated com- 
mitments, there does not appear to be many habitual offenders in this dis- 
trict as compared with some others throughout the country, though one 
male who was in custody this year had from 41 to 50 previous commit- 
ments recorded against him, and 4 females who were, known to have been 
in gaol between 7 and 11 times. Up to the time of my visit this year 
the average annual number in custody of males was higher than in the 
previous year, while that of females was three less.

In my last report on this prison I suggested that prisoners should be 
bathed and cleansed at once on admission, instead of being kept in their 
filthy clothes sometimes for a couple of days without being properly cleansed 
waiting for the Doctor to inspect them. I am glad therefore to find that 
tlieyare now washed soon after admission, being previouslyinspected bythe 
Apothecary, who comes to the prison daily for this purpose, but as it is a 
part of the statutable duty of the Surgeon to pass all prisoners into their 
proper ward, I submit that no person can exempt him from the perform- 
ance of this duty, or depute it to the Apothecary or any other officer. Five 
cells in the male prison and six in the female are reserved as a reception 
class, where prisoners are now kept until seen by the Apothecary. Since 
my last visit a new bath has been put up in the basement of the male 
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prison, and there is also a good one in the female, so that the rule. now is South 
that all prisoners are bathed soon after admission, and weekly during im- Disteict. 
prisonment ; but notwithstanding these arrangements, the male prisoners wtxford 
did not look clean or tidy, their hair not being properly trimmed or well County 
kept, though a barber is employed, who is paid £ 15 a year. The hair- Gao1 - 
cutting should be done by a prisoner under the superintendence of the 
warders. I found the new bath-room in a very dirty and untidy condi- 
tion, reflecting little credit to the officer in charge. No doors were fixed 
to the bath-room, an omission that should be remedied. There was a 
great contrast in the appearance as to cleanliness of the female prisoners, 
who looked clean, and were well and tidily dressed. . _ 

There is a good supply of lavatories and water-closets in the. gaol, which Lavatories, 
were in good order and well kept. All the cells are artificially heated " c ’ 
and lighted with ga3, by which prisoners are, I am informed, kept at work e 
in the winter up to 8 p.m. The gas is made in the gaol, and is of Tas - 
an excellent quality, one male being employed in the gas-house most of 
the day. There is an abundance of water on the premises, supplied by Water, 
several pumps, one only of which is used for drinking purposes. A good 
crank-pump should be put up, that might supply water to. the entire 
prison, and provide a good mode for enforcing hard labour, which is much 
required in this prison. The sewerage is reported to be effective, and is Sewerage, 
carried into the main sewer of the town. . . . 

No alterations have been made in the chapels since my last visit, and Chapels, 
both of them want cleaning and painting. 

Hot and cold water is laid on to four stalls in the laundry, and there Laundry, 
is a good drying-room overhead. The boiler in the laundry also heats the 
water for the baths in the female prison. 

A fumigator is provided to each prison, in which I am informed all Fumigator. 
clothing is now purified before being put away, but this apparatus in the 
female prison was not air-tight, nor were the labels attached to the pri- 
soners’ own clothing properly signed. 

One officer now performs the photography, and is allowed £3 a year in Photo- 
addition to his salary for the performance of this duty. All prisoners, giap 7- 
except drunkards, are, as a rule, now photographed, by which means old 
offenders are frequently detected. 

I am glad to find that the kitchen has now been thrown into the female Kitchen, 
prison, which is a great improvement, as one female now performs all the 
culinary duties. This apartment is superintended by the Assistant 
Matron, who weighs or measures each prisoner’s portion of food before it 
is served. 

The place arranged for visitors to prisoners is very suitable, but the Visitors, 
rules for the admission of visitors to prisoners are not sufficiently, stringent, 
though power is given to the Governor to limit the visits, which I trust 
he does. 

Three tell-tale clocks are still used, and are marked by the night Tell-tale 
watchman, as described in my last report.

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The general store is kept by the Governor, who issues things for the 
use of the male prisoners to the Assistant Clerk, the latter officer having 
the charge of the store of things in use, and is responsible for the washing 
and dressing of the male prisoners. I have already remarked on the 
untidy state of the male bath-room, for which he is responsible; and 
regret that I had also to find fault with the slovenly way that 
his stores were kept. He was also neglectful in arranging and labelling 
the prisoners’ own clothing. The Matron has charge of the female 
clothing, which were all well arranged and properly kept. The pri- 
soners’ clothing, sheeting, «tc., i3 made up by prison labour, including 
clogs, and the Matron is careful to convert old blankets into petticoats for 
the women. I am informed that stock of all prison property is taken by 
the Local Inspector and Governor once a year, but I consider this duty 
should be performed by these officers at least once a quarter, otherwise it 
is impossible that a proper surveillance can be maintained over the numer- 
ous articles in the gaol. In the male prison sheets are changed every 
Saturday, and once a fortnight in the female prison. Some of the blankets 
were light, but not too bad for use. Pillow cases should be provided, as 
some of the pillows were very dirty. They could easily be made out of 
the old sheets.

Three solitary cells for males and one for females are provided, and their 
beds with bedding are given to prisoners while in solitary at night, so that 
they might as well be allowed to sleep in their ordinary cells. 

Up to the time of my visit this year the Governor had not had occasion 
to call on magisterial authority in order to punish prisoners for the breach 
of prison rule.

Those sentenced to hard labour here now are required to break fiveewt. 
of stones daily, and those not so sentenced four ; and all these men are 
required to pick one and a half lbs. of oakum between lock-up and eight 
o’clock, at which hour the gas is put out, and matmakers, tailors, and 
shoemakers work at their respective trades up to that hour. The 
females are employed at washing, sewing, knitting, and prison duties. 
Since the appointment of the present Governor there is a considerable 
improvement iu the amount of labour performed here, and consequently 
an increase in the results from the sale of prison manufactures, for which 
every credit is due fo him, so that I am in hopes that when the returns 
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are made out for this year that the amount received for the produce of South 
prisoners’ labour will be much larger than it has hitherto been in this P atri ot. 
prison. At the time of my visit I called the attention of the Board to \\ ex f or d 
what I consider a breach of prison rule in the employment of prisoners in County 
the Governor’s garden. I therefore trust tlii 3 irregularity will not again Gao1 - 
occur, as prisoners should not be employed for the benefit of any officer.

The male school is now in the old debtors’ quarters, and has eleven Schools, 
separate stalls. Botli schools are taught by the assistant clerk, who 
appears to be a competent teacher, but only long sentences are permitted 
to go to school, although I pointed out the defects of this rule in my 
last report ; the result is that out of 29 males in custody on the day of 
inspection only 5 were sent to school. I regret further to state that 
there is no record in the school registry of the Chaplains having visited 
the schools this year, although the by-laws direct the Chaplains to fre- 
quently attend the school. I also referred to this omission of duty on the 
part of these officers in my last report. The school is not, as I submit it 
should be, in connexion with the National Board of Education.

The contracts for provisions and materials are taken yearly in May, and Provisions, 
are all sanctioned by the Board. 

The samples of the provisions that I saw were good, but I was surprised 
to learn that no potatoes had been supplied this year, and that the vege- 
table soup ordered to be given in lieu of potatoes when this esculent can- 
not be procured, was not either given. As the dietary scale laid down by 
competent authority should be strictly observed, 1 consider the Local 
Inspector should, in compliance with the by-laws and statute, either have 
insisted on its observance, or should have reported to the Inspectors- 
General that it was not carried out, and this should also have been done 
by the Surgeon, as required under 4tli rule, page 15, of the by-laws. The 
Chaplains, whose duty it is to inspect the provisions, should, in my opinion, 
also have observed on the dietary scale not being complied with, but I find 
that they report as a rule favourably on the quality of the provisions.

At my inspection here in 1874 I had to remark on the slovenliness of 
some of the officers, and was then in hopes that the new Governor would 
be able to establish more smartness and tidy habits amongst them, but I 
regret again to observe that there appeared at my late visit to be but little 
improvement in this direction. The room of the assistant clerk, and 
nearly everything that he is concerned with, is untidy and badly kept. 
Three of the unmarried men mess together, and are allowed a person to 
cook for them, whom the Board pays. The kitchen was in a most untidy 
state, and some of the other subordinate officers’ rooms were not as well 
kept as they should be. The apartments of the officers of this prison are 
more comfortable than in most gaols. I therefore consider that the Local 
Inspector and Governor should inspect them regularly, and insist on their 
being kept in proper order. 

The Matron’s apartments are the same as at my last visit, and at some 
distance from the female prison, to which there must always be serious 
objection. Since the appointment of the present Governor he has cer- 
tainly improved the discipline and order of this prison, and has made 
several improvements in the arrangements of the buildings, and I have 
every reason to believe him to be a painstaking and active officer, and 
anxious to carry out useful suggestions.

No change has been made in the hospital arrangements since my last Hospital, 
visit, nor has the hospital been used for some years, as all minor cases are 
very properly treated in the cells. 

The medicines are procured from Dublin, and, consequently, their cost 
here is very small as compared with the extravagant charges in some 
prisons in this item where they are procured from a local apothecary. 

Books and Journals. 

The registries and books of finance are kept by the Deputy Governor, Books, 
some are written up by the assistant clerk, and all are under the 
supervision of the Governor. Those kept by the Deputy Governor were 
carefully and well done, but I found that the assistant clerk had for some 
time omitted to write up the Work Ledger and Daily Employment Books, 
for which there was no excuse, and I wonder that this omission was not 
previously discovered by the superior officers. 

The Local Inspector keeps a regularly written up journal, noting all 
matters of importance that occur to him on his inspections. 

The Chaplains’ journals are regularly written up, and their substitutes’ 
names are duly entered therein. 

The Surgeon’s journal is not, in my opinion, kept in accordance with the 
provisions of the statute relating to this matter, but the hospital books are, 
without exception, properly kept. 

Miscellaneous. 

Since my last visit the down pipes and iron bars have, I am glad to 
find, been removed from the gateway, as they were dangerous. A new 
entrance has been made into the male and female prisons, so that pri- 
soners do not now enter through the offices, and there has also been a 
new way made into the Matron’s quarters. 

A good deal of painting has been done through the prison, but a great 
deal of the woodwork, the cell doors, and the whole of the hospital, still 
require painting, which I trust has been done by this time. Most of 
the improvements have been effected by prison labour, under the 
superintendence of the Governor. There were two young women in cus- 
tody at the time of my visit — one a girl who had been in an industrial 
school, and who was an orphan, and had no person to look to on leaving 
this prison. The other girl was also devoid of any friends, and was 
anxious to get into a “ home ” previous to getting again into service. I 
drew attention to these cases in my observations at the time of my visit, 
so that I trust the Roman Catholic Chaplain has been able to make such 
arrangements for these girls as will prevent them falling again into crime, 
which must be their doom, unless some provisions were made for them on 
their leaving prison. Neither of them were of the abandoned class, and 
appeared most anxious to retrieve their characters.

The only debtor committed here during this year was a male, who was 
discharged after about three weeks, so that it is to be hoped having regard 
to the alteration in the law as to imprisonment for debt, that there will be 
no more of this class committed here. Although there were seven weeks of 
the year unexpired at the time of my visit, I regret to observe that the 
male criminal commitments were even then in excess of those of last year, 
though those of females were not quite so numerous. It will be observed 
also by ,the foregoing table that the commitments of male drunkards at 
this period were only seven less than they were during the whole of 
1875, while that of females were even then in excess of what they numbered 
during the whole of 1875.

As compared with some other districts, the foregoing tables referring 
to the repeated commitments of prisoners do not show any considerable 
amount of repetition of crime in this district, inasmuch as no prisoner was 
committed here this year more than four times, and none were in custody 
during the last two years who had been known to be in gaol over thirty 
times. 

The daily average number of prisoners in custody here was the same in 
1875 and 1876, and at one time in the latter year only one female was 
in charge, though at no time were there less than twenty-four males in 
custody.

Since my inspection of this prison in 1874: very few of the sugges- 
tions of my colleague or self have been adopted, although we have 
of late, pending legislation, refrained from recommending such improve- 
ments or alterations that would entail any considerable outlay. 

I have therefore to remark on no amendment in either the discipline or 
management of the prison, but have to regret that several of our recommen- 
dations are still disregarded. The male reception class is not changed, and 
consists of six cells not heated, in which prisoners are kept until passed 
by the Doctor into their proper ward, but all are now said to be bathed 
at once on admission, and the females weekly during imprisonment, though 
no time is fixed for the periodical bathing of the male prisoners, conse- 
quently they had not a cleanly appearance, and their bedding was not 
as clean as it should be, or as that in the female prison. This is one of 
the matters referred to in my last report. Forty of the male cells are heated 
and provided with bells, while only two are lighted with gas ; and there 
are ten in the male untried class that can be artificially heated, but have no 
bells or gas. My colleague and I, in our last reports of 1874 and 1875, 
remarked on this latter class not being heated on the day of our inspections 
in those years, and I again on my visit this year found this class un- 
heated, so that it would appear that there is not much attention paid by 
the officers of this prison to our observations. The cells in the male pri- 
son were not improved in cleanliness or order, and the shelves on which 
the bedding is placed still exist, so that dust and dirt are accumulated 
there. 
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The lavatories and water-closets are the same as at my last visit ; they South 
were all clean and in good repair. Water is supplied in abundance by District. 
four good hand pumps on the premises, and the sewerage is reported to Wicklow 
be in good order. _ County 

Two fumigating boxes are provided, and all clothing is said to be fumi- Gao • 
gated as soon after the admission of a prisoner as possible ; but the Lavatories, 
boxes are too large, so much so that it must be almost impossible to &c. 
fumigate the clothing effectually. The boxes should, I submit, be made Fumigator. 
much smaller. 

No alteration lias been made in the chapel since my last visit ; both Chapels, 
the Protestant and Roman Catholic services are done there, and the sexes 
are properly separated. On the day of my visit six prisoners were em- 
ployed in cleaning it, all in association, though under a warder. I also 
found several men in the untried day-room in association, and am of 
opinion that sufficient individual separation is not observed in this 
prison. 

The arrangements in the laundry are the same as at my last visit, and Laundry, 
this department was in a very creditable state of order and cleanliness. 

A good washing and wringing machine has lately been provided, which 
is found very useful, as the number of female prisoners is at times very 
low here, as already pointed out. 

The photography is done by the gate warder, who is attentive to this Photo- 
duty, and care is taken to photograph suspected prisoners as well as those g ra P b y- 
required under the Crimes Prevention Act. 

At the sessions previous to my visit three men who were tried there 
were identified as old offenders by means of this art, as having been pre- 
viously in Dartmoor prison for burglary. They have now been sen- 
tenced to five years’ penal servitude; but a man (J. W.), who had been 
here four months, told me that he had been in this prison three years ago, 
though this was apparently not known to the Governor. He was evidently 
a bad character, and should have been photographed for further inquiry 
before my visit. He was in charge of the heating apparatus, a privileged 
post, for which so bad a character should not have been selected. 

The kitchen arrangements are the same as at my last visit, and though Kitchen. 

I pointed out in my last report the objections to employing a man as cook 
who is sentenced to hard labour, yet I again find a man acting as cook so 
sentenced. All the prisoners’ portions are, I am informed, weighed or 
measured in the kitchen in presence of the cook warder before they are 
served out. 

The night watch is done by the warders in rotation, who mark two Night- 
tell-tale clocks in different parts of the prison half-hourly, from 7 p.m. to watcb - 
5.30 a.m. The markings are taken by the Governor each morning, and 
are noted in the “Lockings Book.” 

No change has been made since my last visit as to the rules for visits Visitors, 
to prisoners, which take place at the gateway, an officer being at each 
side of the gate. All visitors are admitted on the authority of the 
Governor.

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One of the warders keeps the store of male clothing, and the matron 
that of the females ; bat nothing is removed from the general store to the 
store of things in use without the Governor’s order. A new place has 
been lately arranged for the prisoners’ own clothing apart from the other 
stores, but neither in the male prison nor the female were the proper 
labels attached to these clothes, such as are now in use in most prisons. 
All the clothing is made up in the gaol, and I am glad to learn that a man 
now in custody has been taught tailoring, and another shoemaking, since 
they have been here. Sheets are changed in the male prison once in three 
weeks, and in the female once a month, and all new prisoners get a clean 
pair, but not until they leave the reception class. I submit that cleau 
sheets should be given also in the reception class to new comers, as it is 
not right to require any person to sleep in sheets that have already been 
occupied. 

Although there were at the time of my visit twenty pair of warm 
winter trowsers in store, prisoners were still wearing their thin summer 
trowsers. This is a matter that should have been seen to by the Local 
Inspector and Governor.

Hard labour is enforced by four hours shot-drill in summer, and three 
in winter, and one hour on the tread-wheel. The industrial labour con- 
sists only of making the clothing for the prisoners, and doing ordinary 
prison duties. The untried prisoners are still kept in almost entire idle- 
ness, notwithstanding my remarks on this subject in my last report, so 
that there are no profits in this gaol from the produce of prisoners’ labour 
disposed of by sale. In view of the long expected alterations in our 
prison laws coming into force this year, it is not necessary now to draw 
further attention here to the lamentable waste of time and labour in this 
prison.

School-hours. — Males, 1 to 2.45, p.m. ; females, 1 to_2.30, p.m. 

Both schools are stalled. The males are taught by two of the warders, Schools, 
and the females by the assistant matron, but none of these officers have 
been trained as teachers, and the school is not connected with the 
National Board of Education. I regret that the school is not regularly 
inspected by the Chaplains, as I could only ascertain that it is occasionally 
visited by the Protestant, and not at all by the Roman Catholic Chaplain.

The contracts of provisions and materials are taken by the Board Provisions, 
annually. The samples of the provisions that I saw were excellent, with 
the exception of the oatmeal, which was full of blacks and should have 
been rejected. The Chaplains inspect the provisions frequently, but not 
by alternate weeks as required by statute, and they always report favour- 
ably of the quality of the diet. I found some bread hidden away in 
one of the cells, and on inquiry the prisoner told me that as he was 
delicate he could not eat all his bread, so he gave it to some of the other 
prisoners. This had been going on for some time, but was not checked 
by the class officer, or discovered by the superior officers.

Some of the officers’ quarters were very untidily kept, the beds being 
not even done up at the hour I visited them. All the subordinate 
officers sleep in the prison, except the married ones, who sleep out in 
their turn, and all have their meals out of the gaol. 

The Governor sees all the officers at 6 o’clock, a.m., and at 10 p.m. 
At the time of my visit I laid my views before the Board about superan- 
nuating one of the stafl, who was then very ill, and who had been a long - 
time in the service, and I trust that his place will not be filled up, as 
the staff is already excessive as to numbers.

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The hospital is not much used, and no alteration has taken place in it South 
since my last visit. In the event of any serious illness taking place a Tl 

nurse would be hired from the town. The medicines are got from the wioMom 
Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin, and are made up in the prison by the Medical Comt y 
Officer, who appears to be most attentive to his prison duties. 



Book and Journals. 

The Governor keeps most of the hooks of the prison, assisted by the Books, 
gate porter, and deserves much credit for the regular manner in which 
they are kept. Both the Governor and Local Inspector keep excellent 
journals, recording therein all matters of importance connected with their 
'various duties. The Protestant Chaplain writes up his journal, and per- 
forms his duties regularly, but I regret again to have to refer to the 
irregularity in the performance of his duties by the Homan Catholic 
Chaplain, whose duties are chiefly performed by substitutes not legally 
appointed, and who therefore have no legal status in the prison. There 
is no entry in the journal of this officer during this year previous to my 
inspection, and only about four in the Inspection of Provisions Book. 

As the Surgeon was not in Wicklow on the day of my visit, and as he 
keeps his journal at home I did not see it, but the hospital books are all 
carefully and regularly written up by him, showing the close attention he 
bestows on his duties in the gaol.

male prisoners in custody. As I am still in correspondence with the 
Board on the subject I refrain from further comments here on this 
occasion, but am of opinion that this officers behaviour is most repre- 
hensible.
